Indianapolis,  May  13,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — On  the  26th  of  April,  the  following  paragraph  of  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee  was  referred  to  me,  viz: 

"  That  the  Society  of  Turners  be  relieved  from  taxation,  and  that  the  Trea- 
surer be  directed  to  strike  from  the  duplicate  any  amount  of  taxes  against 
the  property  of  said  Society  which  remains  unpaid." 

The  burden  of  taxation  is  a  common  one  to  be  borne  by  all  the  citizens, 
and  exemptions  are  strictly  construed.  As  an  example  of  the  strictness  of 
the  rule  I  cite  the  case  of  The  City  of  Indionapolis  v.  Grand  Masters  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  where  our  Supreme  Court  held  that  only  the  part 
of  the  building  used  actually  by  the  Lodge  was  exempt,  although  the  entire 
revenues  derived  from  it  were  devoted  to  benevolent  purposes.  The  58th 
section  of  the  City  Charter  provides  that  "The  Common  Council  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  caused  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  each  year  ad  valo- 
rem tax  of  not  more  than  one  per  centum  for  general  purposes  on  all  pro- 
perty subject  to  State  and  county  taxation  within  such  city.'  As  this  provi- 
sion concerns  the  general  public  the  statute  must  be  regarded  as  imperative  ; 
the  general  rule  is,  that  where  a  statute  directs  a  corporation  to  perform  an 
act  in  which  the  public  have  a  general  interest,  it  is  to  be  regarded  as  man- 
datory aud  uot  as  merely  directory.  The  Common  Council  have,  therefore, 
no  arbitrary  discretion  in  the  matter,  but  they  are,  as  commanded  by  the  or- 
genic  law  of  the  corporation,  bound  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  property  subject 
to  county  and  State  taxation.  The  general  law  of  the  State  exempts  certain 
property  from  taxation,  and  if  the  property  owned  by  the  Society  of  Turners 
falls  within  the  class  exempted  the  report  of  the  committee  should  be  cou- 
curred  in,  otherwise  not.  In  1861  the  Legislature  enacted  that  the  following 
property  should  be  exempted  from  taxation  :  "  Every  building  erected  for 
the  use  of  any  literary,  benevolent,  charitable,  or  scientific  institution  by  any 
individuals,  association,  or  corporation,  or  erected  for  the  same  purpose  by 
any  town,  township,  or  county,  and  th'-  tract  of  land  on  which  such  building 
is  situated  not  exceeding  twenty  acres,  also  the  personal  property  belonging 
to  any  institution,  town,  township,  city,  or  county,  and  connected  with  or  set 
apart  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid  "     (Acts  of  1861,  p.  170.) 

If  the  Council  should  be  satisfied  that  the  property  belonging  to  the  Society 
of  Turners  clearly  falls  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute  quoted,  it  should 
be  relieved  from  taxation,  but  if  it  does  not,  then  the  Council  have  no  power 
to  exempt  it,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  tax  assessed 
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against  it.  Whether  the  property  does  fall  within  the  class  exempted,  is  a 
question  of  fact  for  the  determination  of  your  honorable  body,  and  if  the 
Society  produce  such  evidence  as  shall  satisfy  you  that  the  property  asked 
to  be  exempted  belongs  to  the  class  embraced  within  the  statutory  provision 
quoted,  you  should  direct  that  it  be  stricken  from  the  duplicate.  What  this 
evidence  should  be,  it  is  of  course  improper  for  me  to  determine,  but  1  res- 
pectfully suggest  that  the  statement  of  an  officer  of  the  coporation  as  to  its 
organization,  objects,  and  proceedings  would  be  proper  evidence.

An  Ordinance  re-organizing  the  Police  Force  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis^ 
regulating  and  governing  the  same,  and  repealing  all  ordinances  in  con- 
flict therewith. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  Police  Force  of  said  city  shall  consist  of  the  Marshal  of  said  city, 
the  Deputy  Marshal  of  said  city,  four  (4)  day  policemen,  and  eighteen  (18) 
night  watchmen  and  no  more. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Marshal  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  Chief  of  the  Po- 
lice Force  of  said  city,  and  as  such  shall  have  full  control  of  both  the  day 
policemen  and  night  watchmen,  who  shall  be  subject  to  his  orders.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the  entire  police  force,  such 
Marshal  shall  attend  at  roll  calls  of  the  day  policemen  on  their  going  on  and 
off  duty,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  all  reports  required  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  or  by  police  regulations,  to  the  Common  Council.  The  Deputy 
City  Marshal  shall,  in  addition  ta other  duties  required  of  him,  have  special 
charge  of  the  night  watchmen,  and  shall  attend  at  their  roll  calls  on  their 
going  on  and  off  duty,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  all  reports  required 
by  the  Common  Council  or  by  police  regulations,  to  the  City  Marshal. 

Sec.  3.  For  day  police  purposes  the  city  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts, 
the  First,  Second  and  Ninth  Wards  to  be  the  first  district,  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Wards  the  second  district,  the  Filth  and  Sixth  Wards  the  third  dis- 
trict, and  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Wards  the  fourth  district.  The  day  police- 
men for  the  respective  districts  shall  be  selected  by  a  ballot  vote  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  and  the  person  receiving  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall 
be  declared  duly  elected.  But  no  person  shall  be  balloted  for  unless  he  shall 
receive  the  joint  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the  Councilmen  repre- 
senting the  Wards  constituting  any  such  Day  Police  district,  which  joint  re- 
commendation shall  be  presented  to  the  Common  Council  and  read  by  the 
Clerk  prior  to  the  balloting. 

Sec.  4.  For  night  police  purposes  each  Ward  shall  constitute  a  district, 
and  each  district  shall  be  divided  into  two  beats  Each  beat  shall  be  patrol- 
ed  by  one  night  watchman,  to  be  detailed  by  order  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  no  two  night  watchmen  shall  be  allowed  to  patrol  the  same  beat  togeth- 
er, nor  shall  any  night  watchman  go  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  beat,  except 
in  case  of  some  great  emergency,  or  for  the  purpose  of  attending  roll  calls. 
Any  one  so  offending  shall  be  promptly  dismissed  from  the  force.  The  night 
watchmen  for  the  respective  districts  shall  be  selected  by  a  ballot  vote  of  the 
Common  Council,  and  the  person  receiving  a  majority  of  ull  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  But  no  person  shall  be  balloted  for  unless 
he  shall  receive  the  joint  Nttommendation,  in  writing,  of  the  two  Council- 
men  representing  the  particuH^Ward  for  which  any  such  person  is  proposed 
to  be  balloted  for  for  night  watchman,  which  joint  recommendation  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Common  Council  and  read  by  the  Clerk  prior  to  the  ballot- 
ing. 

Sec.  5.  Each  day  policeman  and  night  watchman  shall,  before  entering 
on  duty  file  with  the  City  Clerk  an  official  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  accord- 
ing to  law,  with  at  least  two  freehold  sureties,  which  bond  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Common  Council  for  approval,  and  when  so  approved  such  policeman 
or  watchman  shall,  upon  taking  the  prescribed  oath  of  office,  be  entitled  to 
enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office. 
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Sec  6.  All  vacancies  that  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  policeman  or  watch- 
man, from  any  cause,  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  at  "regular  elec- 
tions of  policemen  and  watchmen.  All  complaints  against  members  of  the 
police  force  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Marshal  and  by  him  referred  to  the 
Common  Council,  and  if  the  Common  Council  shall  so  order,  such  com- 
plaints shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Common  Council,  which 
committee  shall  examine  into  the  matters  of  complaint  and  make  report 
thereon  within  two  weeks,  and  in  case  such  committee  shall  report  in  fa- 
vor of  dismissal  the  Common  Council  shall,  by  a  ballot  vote,  decide  wheth- 
er such  report  shall  be  concurred  in,  and  in  case  of  concurrence  the  police- 
man or  watchman  affected  by  such  action  shall  be  dismissed  from  service. 

Sec.  7.  No  special  policemen  shall  be  allowed  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Common  Council,  and  no  policeman  or  watchman  shall  absent  himself 
from  duty,  except  by  permission  of  the  Common  Council,  nor  shall  any  po- 
liceman or  watchman  be  allowed  to  place  a  substitute  on  duty  in  his  stead 
in  any  district  or  beat,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  the  City  Marshal  shall  have  power  to  place  a  substitute 
on  duty  in  case  of  the  illness  or  temporary  absence  from  the  city  of  any  po- 
liceman or  watchman,  but  sjch  substitute  must  be  compensated  for  his  time 
and  service  by  the  policeman  or  watchman  so  absent  from  duty. 

Sec.  8.  All  members  of  either  the  day  or  night  police  force  shall  be 
promptly  removed  for  any  of  the  following  causes : 

1st  For  violating  any  law  of  the  United  States  or  State  of  Indiana,  or  of 
any  ordinance  or  police  regulation  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  for  aiding 
or  giving  others  an  opportunity  to  evade  or  violate  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  or  State  of  Indiana,  or  of  any  ordinance  or  police  regulation  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis 

2d.  For  accepting  any  reward,  gift  or  bribe  from  any  person  whatever,  or 
for  failing  to  make  arrests  in  case  of  violations  of  laws  or  ordinances,  or  for 
releasing  from  arrest  prior  to  delivery  to  the  prison  of  any  one  arrested,  or 
for  aiding  in  the  escape  of  any  one  charged  or  arrested  for  violations  of  laws 
or  ordinances. 

3d.  For  drunkenness  or  grossrmisconduct,  either  on  or  off  duty,  for  visit- 
ing houses  of  prostitution,  gambling  houses,  or  drinking  saloons,  except  in 
pursuance  of  proper  authority  to  either  make  an  arrest  or  suppress  a  riot 

4th.  For  interfering  in  any  manner  whatever,  except  to  vote,  in  any  pri- 
mary nominating  election  or  convention  of  any  party,  or  at  any  National, 
State,  County,  Township,  or  City  election,  or  for  betting  or  holding  wages  on 
any  election  for  National,  State,  County,  Township,  or  City  officers. 

5th  For  appearing  on  duty  without  wearing  the  prescribed  uniform  of  a 
policeman. 

Sec  9.  All  policemen  now  in  office  shall  be  continued  in  office  until  the 
first  day  of  June,  1869,  and  no  longer,  at  which  date  all  policemen  and  watch- 
men elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  entitled  to  enter 
on  duty. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  and 
all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  creating,  regulating,  or  governing  the 
Police  Force  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  creating  a  Police  Board  and  defin- 
ing its  duties  and  powers,  and  all  ordinances  amendatory  thereto,  which  shall 
come  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

Dr.  Woodburn  moved  to  strike  out  all  of  the  above  entitled  ordi- 
nance, after  thj^prdaining  clause, 4ajjUl  to  insert  the  following: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by~the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  offices  of  Chief  of  Police  and  Lieutenants  of  Police  jpe*  and  are 
hereby,  abolished.  j\**  3W***"«       *i \ 

^  Sec.  2.  That  the  City  Marshal  shall  have  thj^n^L^ptadfetf  supervi- 
sion of  the  entire  Police  Force  of  the  said  City^ma  xne  entire  force  shall  be 
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subject  to  his  orders.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Marshal  to  cause  the  mem-. 
bers  of  said  ftlrce  to  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Common  Council, 
and  to  faithfully  discharge  their  duties;  and  said  Marshal  shall  promptly  at- 
tend at  ail  roll  calls  of  the  day  policemen  on  their  coming  on  and  going  off 
duty,  and  shall  make  all  reports  required  by  the  Common  Council  and  by 
the  ordinances  of' said  city.  The  said  Deputy  Marshals  shall,  in  addition  to 
other  duties  required  of  them,  have  special  charge  of  the  night  policemen, 
and  shall  promptly  attend  at  all  their  roll  calls  on  their  going  on  and  coming 
off  duty,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  reports  to  the  City  Marshal 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Common  Council,  or  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city.  That  wherever  the  words  Chief  of  Police  oc<  urs  in  the  ordinances, 
resolutions  or  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council,  it  shall  be  held  to  apply 
to  the  City  Marshal,  and  he  shall  faithfully  perform  the  duties  therein  en- 
joined upon  the  Chief  of  Police;  and  that  wherever  the  words  Lieutenants 
of  Police  occurs  in  the  aforesaid  ordinances,  resolutions  or  proceedings,  it 
shall  apply  to  the  Deputy  City  Marshals,  and  they  shall  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  therein  required  of  the  Lieutenants  of  Police. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance, shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

The  question  being  on  Dr.  Woodburn's  motion  to  strike  out  and 
inserting,  Mr.  Brown  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes.

Which  was  received,  and,  on  motion,  the  Clerk  proceeded  to  call 
the  Wards  in  their  order,  commencing  with  the  First  Ward,  that  the 
Council  might  hear  and  decide  any  complaints  in  relation  to  the  as- 
sessment of  1869. 

There  being  no  complaints  filed, 

On  motion  by  Dr.  Woodburn,  a  Special  Committee  of  three  was 
-appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Assessor  and  City  Clerk 
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to  receive  and  consider  all  complaints  that  may  be  filed  in  regard  to 
the  assessment  fcr  1869. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  appointed  as  such  committee  Councilmen 
Woodburn,  Thalman  and  Gimber. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  rules  were  suspended  and  Dr.  Wood- 
burn  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions : 

Whereas,  The  Governor  of  the  State  has  advertised  for  proposals  for  a  site 
for  a  Female  Prison  and  for  a  Reformatory  for  girls  and  women,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  such  an  Institution  : 

And  Whereas,  Stoughton  A.  Fletcher,  Sr.,  Esq,  and  his  wife,  by  lheir  deed 
of  conveyance,  dated  the  5th  day  of  July,  1864,  and  recorded  in  Record 
Book  No.  23,  at  page  134,  of  the  Records  of  Deeds  of  Marion  county,  con- 
veyed to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  eighteen  lots  mentioned  in  said  deed,  to 
be  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  erection  thereon  of  a  House  of  Refuge 
and  Reform  for  abandoned  females,  both  prostitutes  and  those  given  to  in- 
toxication, upon  the  condition  that  said  lots  should  revert  to  the  donor  or 
his  heirs  should  the  same  be  devoted  to  a  use  inconsistent  with  that  men- 
tioned in  said  deed  of  conveyance : 

And  Whereas,  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  pursuance  of  said  donation  o* 
land  made  by  said  deed,  erected  on  said  lots  at  a  cost  of  several  thousand 
dollars,  a  foundation  or  basement  story  of  a  building  intended  to  be  usee* 
as  and  lor  the  Reformatory  Institution  contemplated  by  said  deed,  but  tno 
completion  of  said  building  was  several  years  ago  abandoned  by  the  citv- 
and  the  work  done  is  being  injured  by  the  action  of  the  elements: 

And  Whereas,  Mr.  Fletcher  has  proposed  in  writing  to  donate  to  the  State 
as  a  site  for  the  said  Female  Prison  and  Reformatory  Institution  content- 
plated  by  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  his  interest  in  the  said  lots, 
provided  the  city  will  donate  to  the  State  its  interest  in  said  lots  and  in  the 
said  foundation  erected  thereon  for  the  same  purpose :     Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  That  the  Mayor  e# 
the  City  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  City,  to  propose  to  the  Governor  in  writing  to  donate  to  the  State  as 
and  for  a  site  for  the  proposed  Female  Prison  and  Reformatory  Institution 
for  girls  and  women  the  said  eighteen  lots  described  as  lots  Nos.  49,  50,  51. 
52,  53,  54,  55,  56,  57,  64,  65,  66,  67,  68,  69,  70,  71  and  72,  in  William  Y. 
Wiley's  subdivision  of  twenty-five  acres  off  of  the  south  end  of  the  east  half 
of  the  north-east  quarter  of  section  thirty-three  (33),  in  township  fifteen  (15). 
range  three  (3)  east;  and  that  a  certified  copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  ana 
this  resolution  shall  constitute  this  proposition. 

Resolved,  That  if  this  proposition  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Governor  on  be- 
half of  the  State,  and  if  said  lots  shall  be  selected  as  the  site  of  said  Prison 
and  Reformatory  Institution,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  ef 
the  General  Assembly,  then  and  as  soon  as  the  location  is  made  the  Mayor  oe 
the  city  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  instructed  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  to  join  the  said  Stoughton  A.  Fletcner,  Sr.,  Esq..

Business  was  then  resumed  in  the  order  in  which  it  was  left  off  at 
adjournment  at  the  last  meeting  of  Council,  viz.,  the  consideration  of 
the  Police  ordinance,  which  was  referred  at  said  meeting  to  the  City 
Attorney,  with  instructions  to  report,  which  he  did,  as  follows : 

Indianapolis,  May  20,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  first  legal  question  arising  upon  the  ordinance  concern- 
ing police  affairs,  is  as  to  the  power  of  Council  to  impose  the  duties  therein 
provided  upon  the  City  Marshal.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Council  have 
power  to  impose  the  proposed  additional  duties  upon  the  Marshal,  as  they 
are  properly  within  the  scope  of  his  official  duties  as  the  chief  ministerial 
officer  of  the  corporation. 

The  8th  subdivision  of  the  53d  section  of  the  Charter  contains  the  follow- 
ing provision:  "To  establish  and  regulate  the  police  force  of  the  city,  and 
may,  in  their  discretion,  authorize  the  Mayor,  or  a  Board  of  Police  to  be  se- 
lected by  the  Common  Council,  to  make  all  appointments  of  officers  and 
members  of  such  police,  and  give  such  Mayor  or  Board  of  Police  full  power 
to  remove  from  office  any  member  of  such  police  for  neglect  of  duty  or  for 
other  good  cause." 

The  power  thus  conferred,  and  which  may  be  exercised  by  a  Board  of  Po- 
lice, is  very  broad  and  comprehensive,  and  the  power  of  appointing  and  re- 
moving policemen  is  vested  in  the  Board.  Such  a  Board  have  the  power  to 
remove  without  the  formality  of  a  trial. 

The  88th  section  provides  that  officers,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  may 
be  removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council,  and  that  "the  Common 
Council  shall  make  provision  in  their  by-laws  or  ordinances  as  to  the  mode 
in  which  charges  shall  be  preferred,  and  a  heariug  of  the  same  had."  The 
members  of  the  police  force  a,re  officers  of  the  city,  and  if  appointed  by  the 
Council  and  not  by  a  Board  of  Police  they  cannot  be  removed  from  office 
until  charges  have  been  preferred  and  a  trial  had.  The  word  "hearing,'  as 
used  in  the  Charter's,  means  a  judicial  investigation.  The  Common  Council 
have  plenary  power  over  the  police  affairs  of  the  municipality,  and  may  cause 
the  Board  of  Police  to  enforce  such  regulations  as  will  render  the  police  force 
effective.

We,  the  undersigned,  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body  to  intro- 
duce and  enact  an  amendment  to  the  above  ordinance  to  this  effect,  that  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  expose  and  sell  meat  and  other  articles 
pertaining  to  this  branch  of  the  butcher  business  on  any  stall,  bench  or  other 
place  outside  of  the  Market  House  during  market  hours,  except  the  sale  of 
meat  by  not  less  than  a  quarter.

If  the  building  is  proved  likely  to  take  fire  from  such  use,  if  allowed 
to  put  up  the  kiln  we  will  not  use  the  building  for  that  purpose,  but  if  the 
kiln  stands  the  test  then  we  respectfully  request  the  Council  to  allow  us  to 
build  and  use  our  kiln  for  the  purpose  desired.

Gentlemen: — The  remonstrance  of  John  Jordan,  James  Ryan  and  others,, 
in  reference  to  dry  kilns,  having  been  referred  to  me,  1  would  herewith  most 
respectfully  report,  that  in  my  opinion  all  dry  kilns  are,  more  or  less,  dan- 
gerous from  catching  fire,  and  that  the  lot  on  which  the  kiln  referred  to  in 
the  above  named  remonstrance  is  surrounded  on  each  side  of  said  lot,  by  one 
story  dwelling  houses,  closely  built  together,  and  in  the  rear  by  a  large  stable. 
Besides  the  dry  kiln,  the  lot  will  be  used  for  a  lumber  yard,  and  is  75  feet 
wide  by  118  deep.  The  kiln  is  to  be  18  feet  wide,  running  the  whole  depth 
of  the  lot,  and  about  8  feet  high,  and  of  the  latest  improved  style — Sumner's 
patent.  It  is  claimed  by  its  patentee,  and  also  other  persons  that  have  them 
now  in  use,  that  they  cannot  catch  fire  from  their  own  furnace  or  heating 
apparatus,  provided  that  the  instructions  of  the  patentee  are  carried  out.

In  conclusion,  I  would  recommend  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Common 
Council  the  uniform  system  for  consideration.  I  would  also  recommend,  for 
your  consideration,  an  increase  of  the  officer's  salary.  At  the  present  salary 
it  is  almost  impossible  for  an  officer  to  support  his  family  and  uniform  him- 
self properly.  I  would  also  recommend  the  districting  the  day  force,  run- 
ning six  policemen  with  uniforms  and  three  without.  In  all  cities  where  the 
force  is  uniformed,  they  run  from  one  to  twenty-five  specials,  according  to 
the  size  of  the  city-  In  Cincinnati  they  have  a  force  of  over  three  hundred 
uniformed  men  and  twenty-five  specials.     In  Dayton,  Ohio,  they  have  ten 
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uniformed  men  and  four  specials.     And  in  all  other  cities  where  there  is  a 
uniformed  force.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Gas  Light,  to  whom  was  referred  a  com- 
munication from  the  City  Gas  Inspector,  dated  the  10th  inst.,  would  report 
that  we  find  the  unused  or  dismantled  lamps  in  the  city  are  located  as  fol- 
lows :' 

34  on  Washington  street. 
10  on  Virginia  Avenue. 
10  on  North  Pennsylvania  street. 
8  on  Circle  street. 
7  on  Indiana  Avenue. 
6  on  South  New  Jersey  street. 
5  on  Massachusetts  Avenue. 
3  on  North  Meridian  street. 
2  on  South  Illinois  street. 
1  on  North  Illinois  street. 
1  on  East  Market  street. 
1  on  East  Ohio  street. 
1  on  Kentucky  Avenue. 
1  inside  of  the  Circle  Park. 
Making  a  total  of  90  posts,  on  upwards  of  one-half  of  which  still  remain 
the  lanterns  formerly  used. 

We  would  recommend  that  these  discontinued  lamps  be  purchased  by  the 
city,  as  they  are  needed,  from  the  persons  by  whom  they  were  erected  under 
the  provisions  of  "An  ordinance  regulating  the  lighting  of  the  city,"  passed 
May  4,  1864,  (which  is  yet  in  force  and  of  effect)  if  those  persons  are  still  the 
rightful  owners  of  such  property ;  that  the  said  posts  be  used  from  time  to 
time,  as  ordinances  may  be  passed  for  the  erection  of  new  public  lamps,  until 
the  entire  ninety,  or  such  of  them  as  can  be  secured  by  the  city,  be  exhaust- 
ed ;  that  immediate  measures  be  taken  to  fix  the  valuation  and  secure  pros- 
pective possession  of  the  same  ;  that  no  new  post  be  contracted  for  until  this 
supply  be  made  use  of ;  and  that  the  old  posts  be  allowed  to  stand  in  loco 
until  needed  for  districts  or  streets  to  be  lighted. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  these  old  posts  can  be  obtained  at  a 
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cost  not  exceeding  an  average  of  $20  per  post,  and  that  it  is  quite  possible 
there  will  not,  ond  should  not,  be  more  than  an  equal  aggregate  of  new 
lamps  erected  during  the  present  year. 

If  our  recommendations  be  adopted  by  the  Council,  it  will  hereafter  be 
only  necefsary  for  the  City  Clerk,  under  ordinances  for  erecting  lamps,  &c, 
to  advertise  for  bids  to  remove  tne  old  posts,  to  re-set  them  in  new  localities, 
and  to  supply  them  with  the  necessary  fixtures  and  appendages  for  burning 
gas.  The  City  Gas  Inspector  should  also  be  empowered  to  designate  what 
posts  should  first  be  used. 

As  collateral  to  this  report  and  recommendations  in  it  contained,  we  sub- 
mit that  a  personal  examination  has  convinced  us  that  the  system  of  erect- 
ing street  lamps  at  fixed  equal  distances  from  each  other,  as  now  required  by 
the  ordinance  spoken  of,  is  erroneous  and  unsatisfactory.  Now,  our  idea  is 
that  the  alley'opening  into  the  streets,  and  railroad  tracks  laid  upon  or  cross- 
ing the  same,  should  also  be  lighted  by  lamps  set  at  the  corners  of  the  alleys 
and  near  the  tracks. 

There  are  other  important  matters  not  considered  in  the  old  ordinance, 
for  which  explicit  provisions  are  necessary.  We,  therefore,  herewith  report 
"An  ordinance  regulating  the  erection  of  public  lamps  and  providing  for 
lighting  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis."  It  has  been  care- 
fully drawn  up,  will  meet  all  exigencies,  and  does  not  contain  any  "  dead 
letter"  sections,  like  the  one  passed  in  1864,  nearly  every  provision  of  which 
has  been  rendered  of  no  effect  or  modified  by  action  and  practice  of  Council. 
We  would  respectfully  urge  the  prompt  enactment  of  this  ordinance. 

Regarding  the  permanent  numbering  of  the  public  lamps,  which  subject 
was  also  submitted  to  us  through  the  communication  of  the  City  Gas  In- 
spector, it  is  probable  we  will  be  able  to  report  in  detail  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Council.

All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  north  by  Washington 
street,  on  the  west  by  White  River,  on  the  south  by  said  donation  line,  and 
on  the  east  by  Tennessee  street,  shall  constitute  the  Fifth  District. 
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SIXTH    DISTRICT. 

Sec.  7.  All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  north  by  Washington 
street,  on  the  west  by  Tennessee  street,  on  the  south  by  said  donation  line, 
and  on  the  east  by  Madison  State  Road  and  Delaware  street,  shall  constitute 
the  Sixth  District. 

SEVENTH  DISTRICT. 

Sec.  8.  All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  north  by  Washington 
street,  on  the  west  by  Delaware  street  and  Madison  Avenue,  on  the  east  by 
East  street,  and  on  the  south  by  the  donation  line,  shall  constitute  the  Sev- 
enth District. 

EIGHTH  DISTRICT. 

Sec.  9.  All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  west  by  East  street,  on 
the  north  by  Washington  street,  on  the  east  and  south  by  the  donation  line, 
shall  constitute  the  Eighth  District. 

NINTH   DISTRICT. 

Sec.  10.  All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  south  by  Washington

An  Ordinance  regulating  the  erection  of  public  lamps  and   providing  for 

lighting  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  with  gas. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  all  public  lamps  hereafter  erected  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  assure,  as  near- 
ly as  practi  able,  the  proper  lighting  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  city  and 
tne  railroad  tracks  crossing  or  laid  upon  such  streets  and  alleys. 

Sec.  2.  No  more  than  four  (4),  nor  less  than-  three  (3),  lamps  shall  be  loca- 
ted on  any  street,  witliin  a  space  equal  to  one  of  the  original  squares  of  said 
city,  including  the  longer  lines  of  the  Avenues,  unless  the  public  safety  de- 
mands an  increase  on  account  of  a  railroad  track  or  tracks  crossing  the  same. 

Sec  3.  Upon  the  Avenues  and  other  diagonal  streets  the  lamps  shall  be 
so  distributed  as  to  best  light  the  property  fronting  thereon ;  but  upon  all 
streets  crossing  at  right  angles  the  lamps  shall  be  so  set  that  two  of  them,  to 
be  known  as  "  corner  lamps,"  shall  be  at  the  north-west  and  southeast  cor- 
ners of  the  intersecting  streets,  and  the  others,  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  in  num- 
ber, except  as  provided  in  section  2,  and  to  be  known  as  "  intermediate  lamps," 
shall  be  erected  at  the  corner  of  each  distinct  public  alley  opening  into  such 
street;  it  oeing  hereby  declared  the  duty  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector  to  set  the 
stakes  for  the  same.  The  Common  Council  may,  also,  at  any  time,  order  the 
lamps  now  standing  and  in  use  to  be  re-set,  and  thus  made  to  conform  to  the 
plan  above  set  forth. 

Sec  4.  All  public  lamps  hereafter  erected  upon  any  street  or  streets  of 
this  city  shall  be  upon  petition  and  bond,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of 
general  ordinance  No.  42 — 1866,  "investing  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company  with  the  privilege  of  furnishing  gas  to  the  city  and  inhabit- 
ants of  Indianapolis;"  and  said  petition  and  bond  shall  be  referred  to  and 
reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Gas  Light,  which  shall  prepare  the  ordi- 
nance required  therefor;  and  if  the  city  be  unsupplied  with  posts,  &c,  said 
Committee  shall  direct  the  City  Clerk  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  do  the 
work.  All  bids  hereinunder  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Gas  Inspector  for 
said  Committee  on  Gas  Light;  and  said  bids  shall  be  opened  by  said  Commit- 
tee, and  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  for  the  proposed  work  reported  by  them 
to  the  Common  Council.  The  contract  and  bond  of  the  party  to  whom  the 
contract  may  be  awarded  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Council  by  the  City  Clerk ; 
and  when  the  work  shall  be  completed,  the  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  examine 
the  same,  accept  or  reject  it,  and  make  report  of  facts  to  the  Council,  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  the  practice  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  upon  other  public 
improvements ;  and  the  expense  of  the  improvement  shall  be  assessed  against 
1he  property  benefited,  agreeably  to  like  usage. 

Sec.  5.  No  new  public  lamp  or  lamps  shall  be  lighted  until  the  provisions 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  preceding  section  have  been  fully  complied  with,  and 
the  City  Gas  Inspector  has  notified,  in  writing,  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company,  and  the  contracting  lamp-lighters  trough  said  Company, 
of  the  date  or  dates  from  which  to  commence  using  said  lamp  or  lamps  ;  and 
the  said  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  duly  record  this  order,  and  report,  monthly, 
to  the  Common  Council  the  number  and  locality  of  such  lamp  or  lamps,  with 
the  date  or  dates  of  their  acceptance  and  first  employment. 

Sec  6.  Whoever  shall  injure  any  public  lamp,  or  the  post,  lantern,  fix- 
tures, or  any  of  the  appendages  thereto,  or  shall  mischievously  or  unauthor- 
izedly  light  or  extinguish  said  lamp,  or  turn  on  or  off  the  gas  supplied  to  the 
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same,  shall  be  fined  for  every  such  offence,  on  conviction  thereof,  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars,  and  shall,  more- 
over, be  liable  to  pay  twice  the  amount  of  damages  so  done. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  hitched  or  tied  any 
horse,  ©r  other  animal  liable  to  do  iniury  thereto,  to  any  lamp-post  in  said 
city,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each  and  every 
such  offence. 

Sec.  8.  All  suits  for  damages  to  the  public  lamps,  or  their  appurtenances, 
shall  be  brought  as  actions  for  debt,  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  city;  and 
if  the  offender  be  a  minor  his  paret  or  guardian,  if  he  have  any,  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  tne  fine  or  fines  assessed  under  the  preceding  sections,  as  well  as  for 
the  damages  claimed.

By  a  brass  badge,  in  shield  form,  upon  which  shall  be  stamped  the  number 
by  which  each  lamp  shall  thereafter  be  known. 

The  cost  of  these  badges,  as  we  learn  from  a  formal  bid  in  the  hands  of  the 
Inspector,  is  only  $40  per  1,000,  in  the  style  which  he  is  now  prepared  to  ex- 
hibit to  you.  He  has  also  had  a  proposal  to  attach  the  same  to  the  lamp- 
posts, from  Deloss  &  Jerome  B.  Root,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  day  for 
the  time  occupied  in  drilling  the  posts,  and  from  B.  F.  Haugh  &  Co.,  at  the 
rate  of  four  dollars  per  day.  We  would  recommend  that  a  contract  be  made 
with  the  latter  firm,  and  that  the  Gas  Inspector  order  from  Murdock  &  Spen- 
cer, of  Cincinnati,  1,000  lamp  badges,  numbered  from  1  to  1,000,  in  accord- 
ance with  their  bid.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  would  herewith  respectfully  report  locations  for  public  cis- 
terns, and  urge  upon  you  to  build  16  cisterns  of  500  barrels  each,  costing, 
perhaps,  $5,000,  believing  this  to  be  a  small  sum  spent  on  a  so  much  needed 
improvement.  You  are  all  aware  that  this  city  is  but  poorly  supplied  with 
water,  and  if,  at  some  future  time,  Water  Works  should  be  established,  the 
cisterns  would  still  be  needed,  and  the  improvement  would  be  permanent. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  would  cost  the  city  near 
$5,000,  each  year,  after  Water  Works  had  been  established  here,  to  pay  for 
supplying  cisterns  and  plugs  for  fire  purposes.  With  these  addition?!  cis- 
terns the  danger  from  large  fires  will  be  greatly  diminished,  being  located  at 
points  where  water  cannot  be  procured  from  other  sources,  and  being  dis- 
tributed all  over  the  different  parts  of  the  city,  with  two  near  the  center  por- 
tion where  the  danger  from  large  fires  is  greatest.

Indianapolis,  June  11,  1S69. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  important  sub- 
ject of  sewerage.  Its  necessity  has  been  so  constantly  felt,  discussed,  and 
urged  by  our  people  and  former  City  Councils,  that  I  shall  not  occupy  your 
time  by  presenting  arguments  in  its  favor. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  it  would  be  a  neglect  of  the  City's  important 
interests  to  hesitate  longer  in  securing  this  great  improvement — progress  de- 
mands, and  the  citizens  desire  it. 

A  levy  of  fifteen  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  last  year,  has  given  us 
$30,000  for  sewerage.  The  large  sewer  now  in  course  of  construction  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  city  will  cost,  it  is  estimated,  about  $15,000,  leaving  in 
the  city  treasury  a  balance  of  $15,000  for  further  work.  This  year  there  has 
been  no  special  provision  made  in  the  tax  levy  of  ninety  cents  on  the  $100 
for  sewerage,  and  it  can  not  be  expected  that  a  wise  economy  can  be  prac- 
ticed in  our  city  expenditures  to  such  an  extent  as  to  enable  any  part  of  the 
collections  to  be  set  aside  for  sewerage. 

The  case,  therefore,  stands  as  follows:  Sewerage  is  required  at  the  earliest 
possible  date;  there  is  not  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  on  hand  to  con- 
struct it;  there  is  no  provision  made  by  assessment  for  extending  the  little 
already  commenced  ;  nor  has  there  been  any  definite  plan  for  the  whole  gen- 
eral system  of  drainage  devised  or  adopted  by  the  city  authorities. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  to  your  honorable  body,  that  a  special  com- 
mittee on  Sewerage  be  organized  to-night,  with  power  to  procure  competent 
engineering  talent — it  should  be  the  best  in  the  country — to  perfect,  by  sci- 
entific survey  and  examination,  a  plan  showing  the  best  means  of  perma- 
nently draining  the  city.  The  committee  to  also  examine  and  report  upon 
different  materials  and  styles  of  work ;  as  to  whether  a  loan  should  be  nego- 
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tiated,  and  the  main  trunk  sewers  built  by  it,  the  different  branches  to  be 
added  thereafter,  as  fast  as  the  condition  of  the  city  treasury  would  warrant 
(which  plan  I  recommend;)  in  what  manner  the  cost  should  be  defrayed  by 
taxation  ;  and  in  general,  to  consider  without  delay  all  matters  in  connection 
with  the  subject.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Theo- 
dore Zumbush  to  be  relieved  of  certain  taxes  for  the  year  1868,  beg.  leave  to 
report  that  the  question  presented  by  the  petitioner  is  simply  one  that  ap- 
peals to  the  sense  of  justice  and  sympathy  of  the  Council.  The  petitioner 
states  that  in  February,  1868,  he  was  assessed  for  city  taxes  on  merchandise, 
and  that  the  taxes,  $13.25,  stand  charged  against  him  on  the  Treasurer's 
books;  that  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1868,  the  merchandise  was  all  stolen 
from  him  and  never  recovered.  It  is  a  great  hardship  on  the  petitioner  and 
a  similar  misfortune  may  overtake  any  citizen  in  case  of  theft  or  the  destruc- 
tion of  real  or  personal  property  by  fire,  and  the  committee  submit  the  ques- 
tion of  relief  to  the  sound  discretion  of  the  Council,  with  the  suggestion  that 
it  would  have  been  a  case  for  an  appeal  to  the  Council  or  the  committee  on 
equalization,  at  the  proper  time,  before  the  taxes  were  assessed  or  carried  to 
the  preper  books  of  the  Treasurer.

G-entlemen: — The  Committee  on  Streets  and  alleys  would  report  that  they 
have  examined  sundry  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  streets  and  alleys, 
and  find  the  persons  named  below  to  be  the  lowest  bidders  as  follows,  to-wit, 
and  recommend  that  contracts  be  awarded  as  follows : 

1st.  For  grading  and  graveling  Virginia  Avenue  from  Louisiana  to  South 
street,  to  Samuel  Hanway  at  75  cts.  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each  side. 

2d.  For  grading  and  graveling  Roanoke  alley  and  sidewalks  from  St.  Clair 
to  Pratt  streets,  to  David  Sylvester,  at  32  cents  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each 
side. 

3d.  For  grading  and  graveling  Illinois  street  and  sidewalks  from  Ray  st. 
to  the  Corporation  line  south,  to  Francis  J.  Blume,  at  69  cents  per  lineal  foot 
front  on  each  side. 

4th.  For  grading  and  graveling  Bradshaw  street  and  sidewalks  from  Vir- 
ginia Avenue  to  the  western  terminus  of  Bradshaw  street,  to  Daniel  Maho- 
ney,  at  65  cents  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each  side. 

5th.  For  grading  and  graveling  Buchanan  street  and  sidewalks  from  East 
street  to  Virginia  Avenue,  to  Daniel  Mahoney,  at  80  cts.  per  lineal  foot  front 
on  each  side. 

6th.  For  grading  and  graveling  New  Jersey  street  and  sidewalks  from 
McCarty  street  south  to  the  terminus  of  New  Jersey  street,  to  August  Rich- 
ter,  at  94  cents  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each  side. 

7th.  For  grading,  paving  with  brick,  and  curbing  the  outside  edge  of  the 
sidewalk  with  White  Oak  plank,  the  west  sidewalk  on  Illinois  street,  from 
South  street  to  Pogue  Run,  we  would  recommend  that  the  same  be  re-adver- 
tised, as  there  was  an  error  in  the  advertisement. 

8th.  We  would  recommend  that  further  time  be  granted  the  committee 
in  regard  to  the  improvement  of  Cady  street,  as  there  has  been  a  remon- 
strance presented  against  the  improvement  of  the  said  street. 

9th.  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  repair  East  Market  st., 
between  Winston  street  and  the  Corporation  line  east,  as  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion the  same  will  not  cost  over  twenty-five  dollars. 

10th.  A  motion  was  referred  to  your  committee  instructing  the  Street 
Commissioner  to  repair  New  Jersey  street,  between  Massachusetts  Avenue 
and  Fort  Wayne  Avenue,  with  screened  river  gravel,  the  committee  would 
refer  the  Council  to  section  6  of  an  ordinance  on  page  89  of  printed  ordi- 
nances, in  relation  to  contracts,  which  reads  as  follows,  to-wit : 

"Sec.  6.  No  public  work  of  which  the  supposed  cost  shall  exceed  twenty- 
five  dollars,  shall  be  authorized  by  said  Council  except  by  ordinance;  and  if 
any  such  work  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner  of 
said  city,  and  be  likely,  in  his  opinion,  to  cost  more  than  said  sum,  he  shall 
refer  the  matter  to  said  Council." 

And  would  recommend  when  a  street  needs  repairing,  and  the  cost  of  the 
same  will  be  over  twenty-five  dollars,  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  for  the 
improvement  of  the  same  in  all  cases,  as  money  raised  by  taxation  on  the 
tax  duplicate  should  not  be  expended  for  one  street,  and  the  property  hold- 
ers on  some  other  street  (in  a  different  locality)  be  required  to  pay  for  the 
improvement  of  off  the  same,  by  an  estimate  made  against  the  property  front- 
ing on  the  line  improved.  We  would  also  report  in  favor  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioner to  repair  East  Market  street,  between  Winston  street  and  the  Cor- 
poration line  east,  as  said  improvement  will  not  exceed  in  cost  twenty-five 
dollars.     Also,  that  the  order  ordering  the  Street  Commissioner  to  gravel  Illi- 
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nois  street  from  South  street  to  Pogue  Run,  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  be 
rescinded,  and  if  the  property  holders  on  the  line  proposed  to  be  improved 
want  it  done,  to  have  an  ordinance  passed  to  have  it  done  at  their  expense. 

llth.  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  required  to  file  his  pay  roll  every 
Monday  evening,  setting  forth  the  names  and  amount  due  each  person,  and 
what  for,  in  order  that  this  Council  may  know  what  amount  of  money  we 
.are  expending  for  street  repairs',  &c. 

12th,  We  would  recommend  that  in  the  future  the  repairing  of  all  the 
bowldered  streets  in  the  city  be  let  out  by  contract,  and  that  the  making  of 
-all  foot  bridgesjbe  made  in  the  same  manner,  as  we  are  satisfied  money  can 
be  saved  by  so  doing.

The  City  Attorney  made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  June  19,  1869. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Gas,  which  was  referred  to 
me,  presents  these  questions  :  I 

1st.     Has  the  Common  Common  Council  power  to  discontinue  lamps  ? 

2d.  Can  the  city  herself  contract  to  erect  gas  lamps  at  the  expense  of  the 
property  owners? 

3d.     Has  the  city  a  right  to  purchase  the  lamps  and  fixtures  discontinued  ? 

4th.     By  whom  are  the  lamps  owned  ? 

These  questions  are  intricate  and  not  free  from  difficulty.  I  will  answer 
them  in  their  order. 

First.  The  lamps  were  erected  at  the  expense  of  the  adjacent  property 
owners,  and  they  have  unquestionably  some  right  in  them.  This  right  is, 
however,  subordinate  to  the  public  welfare.  The  adjacent  property  owners 
own  the  fee  to  the  middle  of  the  street,  subject  to  the  public  easement.  The 
right  of  urban  servitude  is  much  more  extensive  than  that  in  cases  of  subur- 
ban highways.  This  servitude  permits  excavations  in  streets  of  cities,  laying 
of  gas,  water  pipes,  &c.  Under  this  extensive  easement  the  City  Council 
have  an  undoubted  right  to  nut  down  or  take  up  gas  pipes,  or  to  erect  and 
take  down  gas  posts.  The  question  in  the  present  case  involves,  however, 
another  consideration.  Does  the  fact  that  the  property  owners  paid  for  the 
erection  of  these  posts,  constitute  a  contract  with  the  city,  requiring  that  the 
city  continue  these  lamps.  If  it  were  a  contract  yet  I  think  it  would  not  pro- 
hibit future  legislation.  The  rule  is  that  the  Common  Council  cannot,  by 
contract,  abridge  their  legislative  powers,  (Brick  Presbyterian  Church  vs.  City 
of  New  York,  5  Cowen,  538.)  The  Charter  gives  the  Council  plenary  power 
over  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  any  improvements  made  with  the  full  under- 
standing of  the  powers  of  the  Council.  This  is  the  law  and  enters  into  all 
contracts.  Even  if  the  matter  be  viewed  as  a  contract,  it  is  subject  to  the 
right  of  change,  such  as  the  public  welfare  may  require,  and  of  this  the  Coun- 
cil are  the  judges 

In  Gosetler  v.  The  City  of  Georgetown,  6  Wheat.  R  493,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  decided  that  the  right  of  improving  streets  was  a  con- 
tinuing power.  This  decision  was  adopted  and  followed  by  our  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  Macy  v.  City  of  Indianapolis,  17  Ind.  267.  Having  sta- 
tioned lamps  at  particular  places  did  not,  therefore,  exhaust  the  power  of  the 
City  Council.     They  have  power  to  change  or  remove  them. 

Second.     The  city  is  by  law  constituted  the  age  at  of  the  property  owners 
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in  the  matter  of  street  improvements.  The  city  cannot,  therefore,  herself 
undertake  to  erect,  as  contractor,  gas  lamps  at  the  expense  of  the  property 
owners.  In  the  very  recent  case  of  Morris  v.  The  Ogdenburgh  and  Lake 
Champlain  Railroad,  52  Barbour  Reports,  the  law  is  thus  declared :  "  Nor 
can  an  agent  act,  in  the  business  of  his  agency,  for  himself  and  his  principal 
at  the  same  time." 

Third.  The  city  may,  I  think,  purchase  the  lamps  and  fixtures.  She  has 
no  exclusive  right  to  purchase,  but  can  purchase  as  any  other  artificial  per- 
son, upon  the  same  footing  as  &  natural  person.  She  may  purchase  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  to  contractors  undertaking  to  erect  lamp-posts  upon  streets 
not  yet  lighted. 

Fourth.  The  fourth  and  last  question  is  an  intricate  one  and  has  occa- 
sioned me  much  perplexity.  Does  the  owner  of  the  fee  of  the  real  estate 
own  the  lamp-posts  ?  This  is  an  inquiry  which  naturally  presents  itself.  I 
think  not,  and  for  this  reason:  The  posts  are  lawfully  put  into  their  places 
under  the  right  conferred  by  the  urban  servitude.  It  is  an  incident  to  that 
right,  or  rather  it  is  a  part  of  the  right  itself.  Placing  the  posts  in  the  soil 
does  not  vest  the  ownership  in  the  proprietor  of  the  fee.  It  is  but  the  exer- 
cise of  the  right  giuen  by  this  urban  servitude,  and  does  not  direct  the  title. 
The  owners  of  the  posts  are,  I  think,  the  property  owners  who  were  assessed 
with  the  expense  of  erecting  them,  and  the  city  should  be  regarded  as  hav- 
ing some  interest  in  them,  as  she  paid  for  all  street  and  alley  crossings.  The 
interest  of  the  property  owner  is  to  be  determined  by  the  proportion  of  the 
expense  paid.  Respectfully,

Gentlemen:— I  have  examined  the  communication  of  the  City  Sexton  and 
4  respectfully  report :  * 

That  there  is  an  ordinance  among  the  ordinances  of  the  city  which,  if  it 
could  be  enforced  would  efficiently  protect  the  Sexton.  It  will  be  found  at 
page  65  of  the  published  ordinances  of  the  city.  The  Supreme  Court,  how- 
ever, in  the  case  of  Boget  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  decided  that  the  Coun- 
cil could  not  legally  enact  and  enforce  an  ordinance  prohibiting  parties  own- 
ing lots  in  the  Cemetery  from  employing  any  one  they  chose  to  bury  the 
dead,  and  that  the  section  of  the  ordinance  forbidding  any  one  else  but  the 
Sexton  from  burying  the  dead  was  invalid.  It  is  also  decided  that  the  lots 
in  the  Cemetery  are  private  property  and  subject  to  the  owner's  control.  As 
long  as  this  case  stands  no  such  ordinance  as  that  suggested  by  Mr.  Hedges 
can  be  legally  enacted.  Respectfully,

,        To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  Mr.  Brown's 
<*  •  motion,  referring  to  me  an  item  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Alleys,  and  submit  the  following: 

I  find  "that  since  the  publication  of  the  ordinance  referred  to  four  ordinan- 
ces upon  the  same  subject  have  been  passed,  and  that  the  ordinance  men- 
tioned by  the  committee  is  not  now  in  force.     I  have  not  been  able  to  find 
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any  oJdinance  limiting  expenditures  for  street  repairs  which  is  now  in  force. 

In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  the  motion,  1  have  examined  the  ordi- 
nances in  order  to  ascertain  what  it  would  cost  to  revise,  compile  and  pre- 
pare them  for  publication.  I  find  them  in  a  much  more  confused  state  than 
I  had  supposed.  For  instance,  there  are  six  or  seven  different  ordinances 
concerning  markets,  with  provisions  confused  and  conflicting.  The  last  or- 
dinance passed  is  of  no  force  whatever,  because  there  is  no  penalty  provided 
for  its  violation. 

The  work  necessary  to  prepare  a  reliable  edition  of  the  ordinances  may  be 
classed  as  follows : 

1st.  Revision  and  correction  of  defective  ordinances. 

2d.  Arrangement,  striking  out,  and  correcting  clauses  amended  or  re- 
pealed. 

3d.  Preparing  marginal  notes. 

4th.  Copying  for  the  printer. 

5th.  Indexing. 

6th.  Reading  and  revising  proof. 

The  ordinances  contained  in  the  printed  book  are,  with  very  few.  and  un- 
important exceptions,  all  either  amended  or  repealed.  The  unpublished  or- 
dinances are  contained  in  three  large  record  books  of  about  400  pages  each. 
The  work  of  properly  revising  and  compiling  them  will  be  laborious  and  te- 
dious. Many  need  re-enacting  because  of  defects  which  should  be  remedied. 
Since  the  edition  now  in  use  was  published  our  City  Charter  has  been  three 
times  repealed  entirely,  and  much  oftener  amended.  The  Charter  and  its 
amendments  should  be  published  with  the  ordinances. 

I  have  inquired  carefully  into  the  cost  and  expense  of  copying  the  ordi- 
nances, of  revising  proofs,  and  of  making  the  index,  and  am  satisfied  that 
the  very  lowest  the  entire  work  c<m  be  done  for  will  be  $395.  I  did  not,  at 
first  think  it  would  cost  this  much,  but  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  work  to 
be  done  for  less.  I  do  not  desire  to  make  any  profit  out  of  the  matter  and 
will  therefore  undertake  to  furnish  you  with  a  correct  edition  of  the  Charter 
and  amendments,  and  of  the  ordinances,  properly  arranged,  and  fully  and 
correctly  indexed,  for  that  sum.  If  ordered  to  proceed  with  the  work  I  will 
at  once  make  arrangements  to  furnish  the  printer  with  copy  and  keep  him 
steadily  employed  until  the  work  is  completed. 

That  you  may  judge  whether  the  price  I  ask  for  compiling  and  revising  the 
ordinances  is  just,  I  refer  you  to  prices  heretofore  paid.  More  than  ten  years 
since,  when  the  ordinances  were  one-half  less  than  at  present,  $250.  Next,

The  City  Gas  Inspector  made  the  following  report : 

Office  of  City  Gas  Inspector,  } 
Indianapolis,  June  10,  1869.    J 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  held  the  7th  inst.,  the 
following  motion,  introduced  by  Mr.  Kennington,  was  adopted : 

"  That  the  Gas  Inspector  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Common  Council  in 
what  way  the  office  of  Gas  Inspector  is  an  advantage  to  the  tax  payers  of  the 
city ;  and  whether  the  Gas  Company  furnish  all  the  gas  required  by  their 
contract,  in  lighting  the  street  lamps." 

The  above  motion  is  highly  comprehensive,  and  will  require  me  to  set  forth 
both  what  I  have  done  and  what  the  Council  should  do,  when,  in  answering 
the  after  part  of  the  motion,  I  shall  show  that  during  the  first  contract  year 
the  city  of  Indianapolis  has  lost  between  $3,000  and  $4,00  in  light  and  gas 
upon  the  streets  by  the  variable  pressure  in  the  street  mains ;  that  the  pri- 
vate consumer  wastes  gas  from  the  same  reason ;  that  there  is  no  necessity 
for  a  pressure  exceeding  fifteen- tenths  in  so  level  a  town  as  this  ;  th?  t  meters 
are  inaccurate,  by  whom  they  should  be  tested,  and  who  should  foot  the 
bills,  etc. 

In  this  communication  I  can  only  report  "in  what  way  the  office  of  Gas 
Inspector  has  been  an  advantage  to  the  tax  payers  of  the  city;"  and  to  do 
this  intelligibly  it  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  go  back  a  few  years  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  so-called  "  Gas  Controversy ;"  and  to  state,  in  as  few  words  as 
possible,  the  circumstances  which  rendered  it  important  and  necessary  that 
the  city  should  provide  itself  with  an  officer,  whose  sole  charge  would  be  to 
guard  her  and  her  tax  payers  against  wrong  and  imposition,  save  to  the  trea- 
sury thousands  of  dollars,  lighten  the  burden  of  taxation,  and  secure  more 
just  treatment  and  better  satisfaction,  both  publio  and  private,  than  is  usually 
obtained  from  the  "  most  soulless  of  all  soulless  corporations — a  gas  com- 
pany." 

.  The  first  charter  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  was 
granted  for  fifteen  years  from  March  4,  1851 ;  and  early  in  1865  that  corpo- 
ration was  seeking  a  continuance  of  its  existence,  through  a  second  charter. 
In  response  to  an  advertisement  of  the  City  Clerk,  said  company  proposed  to 
furnish  gas  at  $3.48  per  1,000  cubic  feet  exclusive  of  the  Government  tax  of 
20  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  city  and  citizens  to  pay  alike.  While  this  prop- 
osition was  before  the  Council,  a  Special  Committee  on  Gas,  consisting  of 
Mayor  Caven  and  Councilmen  Kappes  and  Brown,  made  an  elaborate  report 
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on  the  9tu  of  October,  1865,  in  which  they  state  that,  under  the  old  charter, 
then  still  existing,  "the  city  pays  for  street  lamps  about  $2.37,  and  citizens 
$4.50  per  1,000  feet,  exclusive  of  the  Government  tax;"  and  finally  recom- 
mended an  extension  of  the  grant  for  fifteen  years  (twenty  years  were  pro- 
posed and  asked  for)  at  a$2.40  per  1,000  feet  for  street  lamps  and  public 
buildings;  private  consumers  to  pay  $3  per  1,000  feet,  the  consumers  to  pay 
the  Government  tax." 

March  5,  1866,  Mr.  R.  B.  Catherwood,  the  builder  of  our  Street  Railways, 
offered  to  organize  a  company  that  would  furnish  gas  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed 
$3  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  and  that  the  net  earnings,  after  paying  15  per  cent, 
upon  the  capital  invested,  shall  be  divided  between  the  company  and  the 
city  equally."  General  ordinance  No.  41 — 1865,  based  upon  the  proposals  of 
Mr.  Catherwood,  was  reported  to  the  Council  by  Mayor  Caven  and  Mr.  Kap- 
pes,  on  the  12th  of  March;  and  on  the  same  evening  Mr.  Brown  accompa- 
nied his  minority  report  with  general  ordinance  No.  42 — 1865.  On  the  19th 
of  March  both  ordinances  passed  their  second  reading,  and  No.  42  (which  is 
the  present  charter)  was  amended  and  finally  adopted  by  a  vote  of  11  to  5. 

In  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Gas,  spoken  of  above,  and  sub- 
mitted October  9,  1865,  the  gentlemen  composing  it  indulge  in  strong  criti- 
cisms upon  the  moral  honesty  and  the  monopolizing  and  dictatorial  spirit  of 
Gas  Companies  generally,  and  of  that  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company  in  particular,  giving  valuable  figures,  facts  and  comparisons, 
as  then  existing  in  and  between  this  and  other  cities  of  the  country.  It  is 
in  said  report  that  the  first  mention  is  made  of  the  creation  of  the  office  of 
City  Gas  Inspector.  As  the  committee  suggest  some  matters  not  embraced 
in  the  ordinance  under  which  I  am  now  acting  (General  Ordinance  No.  122, 
1868),  and  as  they  seemed  to  entertain  a  high  opinion  of  the  importance  and 
necessity  of  such  an  office,  I  will  quote  their  language : 

"  The  Committee  would  further  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Gas  In- 
spector, whose  duty  it  wjll  be  to  see  to  the  quality  of  the  gas,  the  accuracy  of 
the  meters,  the  propriety  of  the  erection  (proper  erection?)  of  street  lamps, 
and  that  they  are  properly  lighted,  extinguished  and  repaired,  and,  indeed, 
a  general  supervision  of  the  whole  subject.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
prepare  a  chart  and  register,  showing  the  lines  of  mains,  their  size,  and  also 
tho.  location  of  lamp  posts,  and  shall  keep  the  same  careful)  perfected  as  ad- 
ditions are  made.  There  should  be  two  copies,  and  kept  in  different  places, 
so  that  both  would  not  likely  be  destroyed  by  any  one  ordinary  casualty.  He 
shall  have  free  access  to  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Company,  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  meetings  of  their  Directors,  keep  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenses  of*  the  Company,  and  report  to  the  Council  from  time  to  time. 

"  The  Council  should  pay  him  a  reasonable  salary,  sufficient  to  secure  a 
competent  and  faithful  man.  The  city  can  afford  to  pay  an  officer  a  fair  sal- 
ary for  fifteen  years,  by  means  of  whom  they  will  be  able  to  obtain,  when 
they  come  to  renew,  such  full  and  accurate  information  as  will  enable  them 
to  make  a  new  arrangement  with  a  perfect  understanding  of  the  subject. 
The  question  of  light  for  a  large  city  is  one  too  important  to  be  in  the  dark 
upon.     We  should  understand  it  thoroughly." 

February  18,  1867,  another  Select  Committee  on  Gas,  consisting  of  Coun- 
cilmen  Grosvenor,  MacArthur  and  Coburn,  make  a  lengthy  report  upon  test 
of  gas  burners  in  use  in  the  public  lamp;  expose  sundrv  gas  "tricks  of  trade;'' 
show  an  overcharge  in  the  Gas  Company's  bills  for  sixteen  lamps,  and  state 
they  are  satisfied  that  this  error  has  existed  for  several  months,  and  may 
have  been  for  several  years ;  and,  towards  the  latter  part  of  their  report, 
make  the  following  recommendations: 

"  We  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector  and  Superinten- 
dent of  Gas,  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  $ per  year,  who  should  have 

the  entire  control  of  all  gas  lights ;  light  and  extinguish  all  the  meter  lamps 
as  per  time  table ;  see  to  the  erection  of  new  lamp  posts ;  test  all  burners ; 
test  the  quality  of  the  gas  furnished  the  city,  the  correctness  of  the  gas  me- 
ters, &c.  The  city  should  furnish  and  own  a  complete  apparatus  for  making 
these  tests." 
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The  same  evening  Mr.  MacArthur  moved  to  elect  a  Gas  Inspector  to  serve 
from  the  first  day  of  May  next,  which  was  *  laid  upon  the  table  for  the 
present." 

The  suggestion  of  overcharge  on  sixteen  lamps  wai  subsequently  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  who,  on  the  27th  of  May,  report  a  "  Memoran- 
dum of  settlement  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  on  account  of  overcharges  for  eighteen  lamps, 
from  October  1,  1866,  to  February  1,  1867.'' 

December  16,  1867,  Mr.  Geisel  offered  the  following  motion,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Gas : 

"  That  the  City  Council  take  some  action  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of 
a  Gas  Inspector  for  the  city." 

January  6,  1868,  the  Committee  on  Gas  reported  "  that  they  do  not  deem 
it  expedient  to  mske  the  appointment  at  this  time,  and  refer  the  whole  mat- 
ter back  to  the  Council  for  your  consideration;''  when  Mr.  Brown  offered  the 
following  motion,  which  was  adopted : 

"  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances, 
with  instructions  to  prepare  and  report  an  ordinance  creating  the  office  of 
Gas  Inspector,  defining  his  duties,  and  fixing  his  salary,  and  the  manner  of 
fixing  the  same." 

February  3,  the  Committee  named  reported  the  existing  ordinance,  which 
was  amended  on  the  second  reading  (Feb.  17),  and  then  passed  by  the  vote 
of  14  Councilmen  in  the  affirmative,  Mr.  Cottrell  only  voting  in  the  negative. 
On  the  latter  evening,  I  was  elected  as  the  first  incumbent  of  the  newly  cre- 
ated office. 

On  assuming  charge  of  gas  matters,  as  agent  for  the  city  and  private  con- 
sumers, I  found  that  the  public  lamps,  with  the  exception  of  those  on  Wash- 
ington street  and  in  the  East  Market  House,  were  only  burned  until  twelve 
o'clock,  midnight,  under  action  of  the  Council,  had  January  20,  1868,  and 
was  made  aware,  by  frequent  communications  and  petitions,  sent  to  the 
Council,  that  this  system  was  not  pleasing  to  the  public. 

March  9  and  April  6  I  pointed  out  to  the  Council,  by  official  communica 
tions,  the  excessive  over-register  of  the  four  meter  lamps  used  for  averaging 
the  consumption  of  gas  used  by  the  street  lamps,  in  which  I  declared  such  a 
svstem  of  estimating  unjust,  and  recommended  the  doing  away  with  meter 
lamps  and  the  employment  of  burners  tested  to  pass  four  cubic  feet  per 
hour. 

On  the  13th  of  April  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  reported  their 
concurrence  witn  my  figures  and  recommendations,  advised  drawbacks  for 
February  and  March,  aggregating  $152.72  for  excess  of  consumption  by  102 
lamps,  which  had  been  provided  with  tested  four-feet  burners,  and  also  in- 
sisted upon  doing  away  with  "estimating"  by  meters.  This  report  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Council,  and  subsequently  Messrs.  Jameson,  Woodburn  and 
Seidensticker  were  appointed  a  special  committee  to  confer  with  the  Gas 
Company,  to  secure  the  abolishment  of  meter  measurement  to  the  lamps, 
etc.  I  was  present  at  all  the  meetings  of  this  committee  and  the  officers  of 
the  Gas  Company,  revised  or  prepared  the  correspondence  in  its  beh  df,  and 
was  present  with  the  City  Attorney  when  he  was  writing  the  contract  that 
now  exists  between  the  City  and  Company,  which  was  adopted  May  4,  1868. 

Prior  to  commencing  under  the  new  contract,  by  direction  of  the  Council, 
I  had  cut  off  87  of  the  old  lamps,  thus  reducing  each  square  in  the  city  to  a 
maximum  of  four  lamps,  and  saving,  under  the  contract,  $2,610 

To  go  back  a  little:  January  6,  1868,  Mr.  H.  Stacy,  Superintendent  of  the 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  filed  with  the  City  Council,  accompanied  by 
a  lengthy  comminication  on  moonlight,  twilight,  etc.,  (for  which  see  page 
649,  Proceedings  Common  Council  1867-8,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
two  lines  at  the  commencement  and  the  signature  at  the  end,  I  would  refer 
the  Council,  for  every  word  and  figure,  to  the  American  Meter  Company's 
Gas  Engineers'  and  Superintendents'  Pocket  Almanacs,  since  1865),  a  time 
table  for  the  public  lamps  for  that  year,  with  an  aggregate  schedule  of  2,319 
hours. 
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The  Gas  Company's  bill  for  December,  1866,  named  the  number  of  public 
lamps  at  847.  and  37  were  erected  during  the  year  1868,  making  a  total  of 
884  at  the  end  of  the  year,  had  no  change  been  made.  I  will  assume  that 
860  would  have  been  the  average  number  burned  during  the  entire  year. 
In  January,  1868,  an  average  consumption  per  hour  per  lamp,  according  to 
the  Gas  Company's  bills,  as  shown  in  my  communications  above  mentioned, 
was  6.86  cubic  feet  per  hour,  in  February  6.36,  in  March  6.15,  and  in  April 
6.95;  the  average  for  the  four  months  is  6.58  cubic  feet  per  hour.  The  cost 
of  lighting  and  extinguishing  was  th^n  35  cents  per  month  per  lamp;  The 
estimated  cost  of  repairs  and  materials  for  lamps,  according  to  bills  paid  in 
former  years,  is  one  dollar  per  lamp  per  annum. 

Using  the  above  figures  as  just  data  (and  they  are  well  within  bounds), 
the  cost  of  the  public  gas,  Government  tax  on  same,  lighting  and  extinguish- 
ing, and  repairs  and  materials,  under  Mr.  Stacy's  time  table  for  the  calendar 
year  1868,  would  have  been  $47,818.32.  And  since  seven  lamps  have  been 
added  during  the  month  of  April  last  past,  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that, 
without  change  of  circumstances  from  those  existing  in  January,  1868,  the 
cost  of  the  public  gas,  etc.,  from  May  1,  1868,  to  April  30,  1869,  would  have 
been  considerably  upwards  of  $48,000. 

From  May  1,  1868,  to  April  30,  1869,  the  following  figures  have  prevailed 
under  the  new  contract :  Gas  furnished  at  the  rate  of  $24  per  annum  per 
lamp  (4  feet  per  hour  on  .a  time  table  of  2,000  hours),  and  $6  per  annum  was 
paid  per  lamp  for  lighting,  extinguishing  and  repairs  The  aggregate  bill  of 
the  Gas  Company  for  the  above  period  amounts  to  $23,678.30. 

Deducting  from  $48,000  the  ium  of  $23,678.30,  and  the  saving  effected  is 
shown  to  be  $24,321.70. 

There  are  items  that  go  to  make  up  the  above  saving,  allowed  by  the  Gas 
Company  without  the  publicity  my  officially  communicating  the  same  to  the 
Council  would  have  involved ;  for  instance,  they  agreed  to  a  drawback  of 
$46.53  for  lamps  not  lighted  in  December,  1868,  &c,  amounting  to,  probably, 
between  $100  and  $200. 

Again:  By  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims  (April 
13,  1868),  and  which  was  written  by  myself,  drawbacks  aggregating  $152.72, 
were  made  from  the  February  and  March  bills. 

I,  therefore,  submit  that  it  is  to  me,  primarily,  and  to  the  office  of  City  Gas 
Inspector,  created  by  your  predecessors,  that  the  tax  payers  of  Indianapolis 
are  indebted  for  a  saving  of  about  $25,000  of  taxation  between  the  17th  of 
February,  1868,  and  the  30th  of  April,  1869. 

That  I  have  been  able  to  do  scarcely  anything  for  private  consumers,  ex- 
cept through  the  healthy  influence  of  regular  photometric  tests  of  the  candle 
power  of  the  gas,  whereby  they  have  been  receiving  a  better  quality  of  that 
article  than  was  ever  before  furnished  in  Indianapolis,  was  the  fault  of  a 
party  in  the  former  Council,  the  persistent  labors  and  peculiar  influence  of 
the  Gas  Company,  and  the  rabid  and  untruthful  attacks  made  against  the 
office  by  villifying  the  officer,  which  led  me,  at  an  early  day  of  my  second 
term,  to  cease  all  efforts  through  the  Council.  I,  however,  think  that,  by 
what  I  was  able  to  and  did  do,  I  well  earned  the  paltry  reward  of  $651  which 
was  the  aggregate  of  my  salary  and  perquisites  from  May  1,  1868,  to  April  30, 
1869,  having  been  compelled  to  pay  $50  for  instructions  in  the  duties  of  my 
office,  and  fully  $50  more  for  travelling  expenses,  improvements  in  my  appa- 
ratus, &c,  for  which  no  bill  has  ever  been  presented  against  the  city. 

It  is  within  your  power,  gentlemen,  to  make  this  office  of  great  value  to 
both  city  and  citizens,  and  yet  impose  no  wrong  upon  the  Gas  Company. 
How  this  is  to  be  done  will  be  found  in  my  answer  to  the  second  inquiry 
contained  in  Mr.  Kennington's  motion,  and  which  I  will  be  ready  to  submit 
next  Monday  night.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Sewerage  and  Water-works,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  petition  of  Peter  Routier  and  others,  for  the  construction  of  a 
tile  drain  from  Virginia  River,  on  Virginia  Avenue,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

We  deem  it  unnecessary  to  dwell  on  the  utility  or  importance  of  a  system 
of  thorough  drainage  for  our  streets  ond  alleys.  Every  one  will  certainly 
admit  the  necessity  for  some  such  system  to  preserve  the  public  health  and 
cleanliness  in  crowded  cities.    The  only  question,  therefore,  seems  to  us  to  be 
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do  we  now  need  such  a  system;?  Have  we  the  means  to  undertake  it?  If 
so,  shall  we  adopt  a  general  plan,  to  be  inflexibly  followed  in  the  future,  or 
build  sewers  simply,  as  demanded,  without  regarding  their  relations  each  to- 
the  other. 

Your  Committee  would  answer  the  foregoing  questions  by  first  saying  that 
sewers  are  now  badly  needed  in  several  sections  of  the  city,  particularly  along 
Illinois  street;  along  Virginia  Avenue  and  in  Fletcher's  addition;  in  the 
lake  McCarty  section  and  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  city.  Other  parts 
of  the  city  may  want  them,  but  no  districts  so  extensive  have  such  pressing 
demands  as  the  first  mentioned.  The  need  is  unequal  even  in  them.  Prop- 
ositions have,  at  various  times,  been  introduced  in  this  body,  directing  the 
construction  of  sewers  in  each  of  the  sections  above  mentioned,  but  with 
the  exception  of  one  partially  draining  the  Lake  McCarty  region,  none  have 
yet  been  authorized.  It  is  now  evident,  however,  that  the  construction  of 
underground  sewers,  more  or  less  extensive  in  each  of  them,  cannot  long  be 
deferred. 

The  objection,  hitherto,  to  the  adoption  of  a  sewerage  system,  or  the  build- 
ing even  of  single  drains,  have  been  the  great  expense  attending  such  im- 
provements, the  unfavorable  condition  of  the  city  finances,  and  the  want  of 
some  agreement  as  to  the  proportion  of  cost  to  be  defrayed  by  the  city  and 
by  the  property  holders;  these  objections  are  gradually  losing  their  force 
with  the  decrease  of  the  city  debt,  the  increase  of  its  population  and  wealth, 
and  the  demand  for  clean  streets.  The  question  also  can  readily  be  settled 
as  to  whether  the  entire  cost  is  to  be  defrayed  by  the  city,  or  by  the  city  and 
the  adjoining  property  holders  in  common.  We  also  have  now  a  partial  fund 
of  about  $15,000  on  which  to  begin  operations.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  the 
time  has  arrived  for  the  serious  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  and  for 
taking  the  preliminary  steps  to  secure  perfect  sewerage.  In  works  of  this 
character  and  extent,  however,  the  future  should  bear  a  portion  of  the  bur- 
then, and  if  undertaken  it  would,  perhaps,  be  well  to  effect  a  loan  for  the 
purpose. 

If,  then,  the  present  necessity  for  sewerage  and  the  possession  of  the  re- 
sources to  build  them  be  admitted,  the  remaining  question  is  to  be  consid- 
ered, shall  we  have  a  general  system,  to  be  followed  in  future,  or  build  them 
singly  and  without  a  plan  ?  The  only  answer  would  seem  to  be  the  adoption 
of  a  general  plan.  But  this  plan  has  already  been  anticipated  in  the  Lake 
McCarty  sewer,  and  unless  one  be  soon  adopted,  it  will  probably  have  to  be 
anticipated  in  the  Virginia  Avenue  sewer.  A  general  plan  or  system  should 
therefore  be  decided  on  before  other  sewers  are  ordered. 

With  regard  to  the  Virginia  Avenue  sewer,  it  is  fortunate  that  it  may  be 
built  without  much  injury  to  the  general  plan,  and  as  the  city  is  in  some 
measure  bound  to  take  immediate  steps  in  the  matter,  under  the  compromise 
made  in  the  last  suits  for  damages,  it  may  be  well  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion with  reference  to  this  special  work;  and  a  drainage  of  this  part  of  the 
city,  a  portion  of  which  is  alluded  to  in  the  petition  referred  to  us  for  con- 
sideration. The  so-called  Virginia  River  rises  in  a  wet  tract  south-east  of 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  and  after  a  winding  course  of  about  two  miles,, 
through  Fletcher's  pasture  and  Fletcher's  and  Stevens'  addition,  passing 
down  East  street  and  Virginia  Avenue  to  Pogue  Run.  In  former  days  when 
entirely  unobstructed  it  was,  after  heavy  rains,  a  swiftly  flowing  stream,  from 
15  to  100  feet  wide,  and  deep  enough,  in  places,  to  swim  a  horse.  It  drains 
a  territory  half  as  large  as  the  city  plat,  and  now,  when  obstructed  by  street 
grades  and  culverts,  forms  many  deep  ponds  along  its  course,  but  its  channel 
is  deep  and  rapid,  carrying  a  formidable  body  of  water  after  long  continued 
heavy  rains.  It  has  already  cost  the  city  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  cul- 
verts and  embankments,  and  there  have  also  been  large  sums  claimed 
as  damages  from  its  overflow.  By  compromise  of  these  claims  the  city  has 
agreed  to  provide  relief  for  the  property  holders  along  its  course  before  the 
next  fall  rains.  It  is  evident  that  as  the  city  increases  in  this  direction,  with 
the  increase  of  graded  streets  and  roofs,  a  greater  quantity  of  water  than 
now  will  be  suddenly  thrown  into  it,  and  that  greater  provision  should  be

made  for  future  floods  than  now  exists.  With  the  present  obstructed  chan- 
nel the  city  is  liable  at  any  time  to  incur  responsibilities  in  a  heavy  amount 
for  damages  to  property  from  its  overflow,  and  while  it  would  be  best  to  per- 
fect a  general  system,  still,  in  view  of  present  danger,  and  the  promise  given 
the  compromise  heretofore  mentioned,  we  would  recommend  immediate  acr 
tion  in  the  premises,  and  the  construction  of  sewer  on  the  Avenue.  We  do 
not  forget  the  claims  of  other  sections  in  this  recommendation,  but  have 
been  governed  entirely  by  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  By  building  it  at  once 
we  do  all  that  can  be  done  to  satisfy  the  property  holders,  and  are  at  once 
relieved  from  all  question  of  future  damages.  If  delayed  it  may  result  in 
loss  greater  than  the  cost  of  the  sewer.  It  should  also  be  done  before  the 
Avenue  is  bowldered,  so  that  we  may  avoid  tearing  up  the  street  when  com- 
pleted. 

Holding  these  views,  and  as  the  work,  if  authorized,  will  meet  the  views  of 
the  petitioners,  we  report  back  the  petition  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
lie  on  the  table.  We  also  report  the  accompanying  resolutions,  with  the 
recommendation  that  they  be  adopted  by  the  Council: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Engineer  be  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  sur- 
veys, plans  and  specifications,  and  advertise  for  proposals  for  building  a  brick 
sewer  of  sufficient  size  and  capacity  to  effectually  drain  all  the  water  of  Vir- 
ginia river,  said  sewer  to  run  from  the  corner  of  Pine  and  Elm  sts,  through 
Virginia  Avenue  to  Pogue's  Run,  and  that  he  submit  said  plans,  specifica- 
tions and  proposals  for  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  and  Water  Works  be  author- 
ized to  employ  a  competent  engineer  in  the  matter  of  sewerage,  to  make  a 
survey  and  establish  a  general  system  of  sewerage  for  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, said  appointment  to  be  reported,  and  said  plan  or  system,  when  com- 
plete, to  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Council.

Indianapolis,  June  23,  1869. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  report  that  they  have 
examined  several  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  streets,  and  find  the  fol- 
lowing to  be  the  lowest  bidders,  and  recommend  that  contracts  be  awarded, 
as  follows : 

1st.  For  grading  and  graveling  Alabama  street  and  sidewalks,  between 
St.  -Joseph  and  St.  Mary  streets,  to  James  Mahoney,  at  1.99  cents  per  lineal 
foot  front  on  each  side  of  the  line  improved. 

2d.  For  grading,  curbing  and  bowldering  the  Alley  from  Massachusetts 
Avenue  to  New  street,  through  square  37,  to  Andrew  Douglass,  at  18  cents 
per  cubic  yard  for  grading,  and  58  cents  per  lineal  foot  for  curbing  and  bowl- 
dering on  each  side  of  the  line  improved. 

3d.  A  motion  was  referred  to  your  Committee  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  feasability  of  more  permanently  constructing  such  street  culverts 
as  may  hereafter  be  considered  necessary.  We  would  report  in  favor  of 
building  the  side  walls  with  stone  and  morter  in  all  cases,  and  we  have  also

We  would  also  report  against  the  grading  and  bowldering  of  Alabama 
street,  between  Washington  street  and  Pogue's  Run,  as  the  persons  remon- 
strating say  they  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  same,  but  agree  that  the  street 
should  be  graded  and  graveled  with  screened  river  gravel,  and  in  view  of 
such  fact,  would  report  in  favor  of  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  to  grade  and 
bowlder,  and  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  to  grade  and  gravel  with  screened 
river  gravel. 

5th.  A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  Committee  from  James  Blake 
against  the  improvement  of  Walnut  street,  the  parties  having  agreed  to  do 
the  work  themselves,  and  we  would  recommend  that  they  have  permission 
to  do  so,  and  that  the  Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  set  the  grade  stakes.

For  grading  the  alley  running  east  and  West  from  Alabama  street  to 
the  first  alley  running  north  and  south  through  out-lot  No.  104,  to  Michael 
Foust  at  15  cents  per  lineal  foot  on  each  side  of  the  line  improved. 

4th.  For  grading  and  graveling  the  extension  of  Alabama  street,  between 
McCarty  and  Wyoming  streets,  including  the  sidewalks,  to  John  Scheier  at 
96  cents  per  lineal  foot  front,  on  each  side  of  the'  line  improved. 

5th.  For  bowldering  the  gutters  and  curbing  the  outside  edges  of  the  side- 
walks with  flat  rock  or  Putnamville  stone,  where  not  already  done,  on  Alaba- 
ma street  from  Washington  street  to  Virginia  Avenue,  to  S.  W.  Patterson  and 
R.  P.  Dunning,  at  61  Cents  for  bowldering,  and  73  cents  per  lineal  foot  for 
curbing. 

6th.  A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  committee  from  M.  S.  McLure^ 
Sebastian  Grushaber,  J.  W.  Robinson,  and  others,  remonstrating  against  the 
grading  of  the  alley  running  north  and  south  through  out-lot  No.  104.  We 
would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  remonstrants  be  granted,  and  that 
the  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  the  same  be  repealed.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Gas  Light,  to  whom  was  referred  the  pe- 
tition of  Mr.  Joseph  Marsee  for  correction  of  assessment  for  the  erection  of 
gas  posts  on  South  street,  between  New  Jersey  and  East  streets,  report : 

That  we  find  that  Mr.  Marsee,  some  time  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance for  erecting  lamps  upon  the  square  referred  to,  did,  at  a  personal  out- 
lay of  $45,  erect  tne  lamp  at  the  south-east  corner  of  south  and  New  Jersey 
streets;  that  Special  Ordinance  No.  3 — 1864,  "to  provide  for  the  erection  of 
lamp-posts  and  fixtures  on  South  street,  between  New  Jersey  street  and  Vir- 
ginia Avenue,"  was  introduced  May  20,  1867,  and  passed  July  10,  1867;  that 
on  the  2d  of  December,  1867,  the  City  Civil  Engineer  reported  an  estimate 
in  favor  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  for  erecting  three 
lamp-posts.  &c,  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance,  at  a  cost  of  $101 ;  that  on 
the  13th  of  April,  1868,  Mr.  Marsee  petitioned  the  Council  to  investigate  the 
extraordinary  cost  to  him  for  lighting  said  square,  he  being  called  upon  to 
pay,  as  his  share  of  the  improvement  on  the  south  side  of  the  street,  the 
sum  of  $99.65,  while  the  property  owners  on  the  north  only  are  asked  to  pay 
$46.35  for  the  same  number  of  posts  (two);  that  Mr.  Marsee's  communica- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  and  City  Clerk,  who,  on  the  27th 
of  April,  report  the  same  facts  as  contained  in  Mr.  Marsee's  petition,  and 
explain  the  increased  assessment  by  stating  that  one  of  the  lamps  was  erected 
several  years  previously,  at  Mr.  Marsee's  personal  cost,  that  in  making  the 
estimate  this  was  not  taken  into  the  account,  and  that  the  question  as  to 
whether  he  could  claim  exemption  from  a  part  of  his  assessment  on  that  ac- 
count was  a  question  of  law,  and  upon  their  recommendation  the  petition 
was  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  and  City  Clerk.  May  25,  the  City  Attor- 
ney gave  it  as  his  opinion,  citing  the  69th  section  of  the  City  Charter,  "  that 
the  Engineer  alone  can  legally  act  in  the  matter,  and  that  no  other  officer  of 
the  city  can  act  in  the  matter."  June  22d,  the  City  Civil  Engineer  reports 
that  he  finds  that  Mr.  Marsee  "  has  paid  sixteen  dollars  more  than  his  pro- 
portionate amount j"  and  that  "the  error  can  be  corrected  when  the  posts 
are  extended  south  on  New  Jersey  street." 

Possessing  ourselves  of  this  history,  we  consulted  with  the  City  Attorney, 
and  he  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  judgment  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
was  probably  correct ;  thot  if  said  corner  post  had  not  been  assessed  against 
any  property  frontage,  in  which  case  it  possibly  could  so  be  when  New  Jer- 
sey street,  south  of  South  street,  was  ordered  to  be  lighted;  failing  in  which, 
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we  think,  the  Engineer  is  personally  responsible  to  Mr.  Marsee  for  the  excess 

of  his  share  of  of  said  expenses.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen}: — A  motion  war  referred  to  your  committee  in  regard  to  the 
re-arrangement  of  the  of  the  city  offices  so  that  the  Council  Chamber  might 
be  used  as  a  city  court  room,  your  committee  think  it  would  be  inexpedient 
to  use  the  Council  Chamber  for  such  purpose  now,  when  the  one  now  occu- 
pied for  the  Mayor's  office  has  very  lately  been  newly  carpeted  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  other  improvements  made  therein.  During  the  war  said  room  was 
used  when  there  was  more  business  than  now  to  be  done  by  the  Mayor.  We 
therefore  report  against  making  any  change  in  said  office. 

A  resolution  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  directing  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  to  invoice  the  material  belonging  to  the  city,  now  upon  the  prop- 
erty known  as  the  "Home  for  the  Friendless."  We  called  upon  his  Excel- 
lency, Gov.  Baker,  to-day,  and  he  informed  us  that  the  State  would  not  ac- 
cept the  gift  of  said  ground  and  material  thereon,  and  in  view  of  said  fact 
we  would  recommend  that  the  material  placed  on  that  ground  be  used  by 
the  city  in  part  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  station  house  on  ground  pur- 
chased nearly  three  years  ago,  from  John  C.  Herith,  for  that  purpose,  and 
that  some  suitable  person  be  emeloyed  to  mature  plans  for  the  erection  of 
said  building,  and  that  the  material  in  said  building  be  used,  as  far  as  the 
same  can  be,  in  the  said  station  House.

Indianapolis,  June  28,  1869. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  honorable  body  some 
statements  and  recommendations  regardin  the  jail  system  now  existing  in 
our  city. 

In  so  doing  I  have  made  free  use  of  the  very  able  report  just  presented  by 
the  Grand  Jury  to  the  Hon.  George  H.  Chapman,  Judge  of  the  Marion  Crim- 
inal Court. 

The  following  extracts  are  made  from  it : 

"  The  jail,  during  most  of  the  year,  is  greatly  overcrowded,  and  is  much 
too  small  to  comfortably  accommodate  the  number  of  United  States,  State 
and  City  prisoners  usually  incarcerated  there.  The  cells  were  originally  de- 
signed to  accommodate  two  prisoners  each,  having  sufficient  space  for  two 
small  iron  cots,  but  the  usual  crowded  condition  will  not  admit  of  their  use, 
as  the  cells  have  to  be  bedded  with  mattresses  for  the  accommodation  of  from 
five  to  seven  persons  in  each.  The  number  incarcerated  at  the  time  of  our 
visit  would  make  an  average  of  three  occupants  to  each  cell,  but  as  one  or 
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more  cells  have  to  be  kept  free  in  case  they  should  be  needed  for  the  locking 
up  of  mutinous  characters,  or  of  criminals  brought  in  during  the  night,  the 
cells  then  in  use  contained  from  four  to  five  inmates  each.  We  were  inform- 
ed that  on  many  occasions  the  jail  becomes  so  crowded  by  the  incarceration 
of  persons  arrested  by  the  city  authorities,  that  from  ten  to  twenty  are  com 
pelled  to  take  up  their  quarters  in  the  corridor,  which  is  void  of  all  furniture 
there  being  neither  bedding,  stools  or  benches  for  them  to  rest  upon. 

"  The  evils  attendant  upon  associating  together  the  city  prisoners,  who  are 
generally  incarcerated  for  their  want  of  means  to  defray  pecuniary  penalties 
for  violations  of  city  ordinances,  with  persons  charged  with  more  serious 
crimes,  cannot  be  too  severely  censured.  Their  mingling  together  without 
the  intervention  of  any  strict  rules  of  restraint  in  ther  common  intercourse, 
demoralizes  those  who  have  committed  their  first  offense,  destroys  self-res- 
pect, regard  for  the  law,  and  educates  them  for  a  course  of  crime. 

"  The  female  department,  with  the  exception  of  being  less  crowded,  is  simi- 
lar in  all  respects  to  that  of  the  male,  as  regards  the  number  of  cells,  ventil- 
lation,  etc.  At  the  date  of  our  inspection  there  were  one  State  and  five  city 
prisoners  confined  in  this  part  of  the  jail,  the  only  entrance  to  which  is 
through  the  male  department. 

"The  jail  is  full  of  vermin,  which  find  refuge  and  breeding  places  in  the 
walls  in  the  various  cells,  and  all  efforts  to  exterminate  them  have,  so  far, 
proved  unsuccessful,  and  it  is  equally  impossible  for  the  prisoners  to  keep 
bedding,  clothes,  or  persons  free  from  this  nuisance. 

"The  construction  of  the  jail  building  is  illy  adapted  to  a  proper  and  ne- 
cessary ventillation,  the  lack  of  which  is  plainly  apparent  in  the  stench  which 
prevails  and  the  noisome  damp  which  exudes  from  the  walls.  This  imper- 
fection requires  the  constant  use  of  disinfectants  to  render  the  jail  even  tol- 
erable for  occupancy,  and  the  foul  atmosphere  is  liable  to  breed  contagious 
and  epidemical  diseases  among  the  prisoners,  that  might  spread  throughout 
the  city. 

"  The  Common  Council  claim  that  it  is  a  matter  of  economy  for  the  city  to 
make  use  of  the  jail,  and  that  the  building  of  a  station,  house  at  the  present 
time  would  greatly  add  to  the  already  burdensome  per  cent,  of  taxation  as- 
sessed against  its  citizens.  It  must  be  expected  that  crimes  and  the  number 
of  criminals  will  keep  proportionate  pace  with  the  increasing  population,  and 
in  a  few  short  years  the  present  jail  will  not  be  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the 
county," 

The  above  shows  truthfully  and  without  exaggeration  the  vile  condition  of 
the  only  place  of  confinement  at  the  disposal  of  the  city. 

The  Council  is  asked  to  consider  the  fact  that  almost  daily  the  Mayor,  in 
his  capacity  as  City  Judge,  is  called  upon  to  decide  between  committing  of- 
fenders who  deserve  punishment  to  this  cruel  and  inhuman  confinement,  or 
release  them  for  further  depredations,  probably,  upon  our  peaceable  citizens. 

To  remedy  this  important  evil,  and  which  our  city  cannot  longer  sustain 
without  discredit  to  its  humanity  and  public  spirit,  I  recommend,  most  res- 
pectfully, that  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  take  into  earnest  and  im- 
mediate consideration  the  proposition  to  erect,  at  a  reasonable  cost,  a  Station 
House,  or  City  Jail,  thoroughly  examining  the  matter  and  reporting  to  the 
City  Council  for  action. 

During  the  past  five  years,  ending  May,  1869,  the  city  has  paid  $37,149.00 
jail  expenses,  and  three  years  ago  paid  some  $3,000  more  for  a  building  lot 
upon  which  to  place  a  suitable  building  for  the  purpose.  The  lot  fronting  on 
Maryland  street,  south  of  the  present  City  Offices,  is  now  the  property  of  the 
city.  The  great  necesity  for  a  more  humane  and  sensible  treatment  of  city 
prisoners  continues  and  increases  day  by  day  with  the  city's  growth,  and  yet 
the  jail  expenses,  paid  by  our  heavily  taxed  people  are  accumulating  against 
us  in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  above  figures.  The  remedy  should  be  ap- 
plied by  the  present  Council,  and  without  delay.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  whenever  any  persons  shall  associate  themselves  together  in  accordance 
with  the  act  of  the  Special  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  approved  March  9,  1861,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  uniforming, 
and  maintaining  a  military  company,  and  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk  the 
certificate  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion  county  that  they  have  filed  for  record 
in  his  office  Articles  of  Association  as  provided  by  law,  that  the  Mayor  and 
Clerk  may  execute  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Indiana  in  the  name  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  for  a  sufficient  amount  of  arms  and  accoutrements  to  arm  and 
equip  any  such  company  or  companies. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  any  such  company  shall  receive  any  such  arms  and 
accoutrements,  that  the  officers  of  such  company  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  with  good  freehold  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Mayor  and  Common  Council,  for  the  safe  keeping  and  prompt  return  of  the 
same  after  having  ten  days'  notice  so  to  do. 

Sec.  3.  That  such  company  or  companies  shall  respond  to  the  call  of  the 
Mayor  to  suppress  riots  and  preserve  the  public  peace,  and  on  failure  to  do 
so  the  Mayor  may  order  such  company  or  companies  to  disband  and  turn 
over  their  arms  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  one  of  the  conditions  of  the 
bond  shall  be  to  that  effect. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

It  is  the  same  as  that  passed  and  amended  by 
the  former  Council,  except  that  I  have  made  some  verbal  corrections,  which 
were  necessary  to  make  some  of  the  provisions  effective.  I  should  be  glad 
to  have  it  receive  as  early  attention  as  can  be  given  to  it,  in  order  to  prepare 
it  for  the  printer. 

I  respecfully  suggest  that  the  Clerk  be  authorized  to  publish,  according  to 
law,  the  following  ordinances,  to-wit: 

"An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  management  and  protection  of  the  Fire 

Alarm  Telegraph." 

"An  ordinance  relating  to  hogs  or  swine  running  at  large  in  the  City  of 

Indianapolis,"  passed  June  7,  1869.

It  is  proper  to  say  that  there  is  no  clause  requiring  their  publication,  and 
")  *,  the  Clerk  did  right  in  not  publishing  them ;  but  as  no  penal  ordinance  is  of 
any  effect  until  after  due  publication,  these  should  be  published. 

The  ordinance  concerning  markets,  passed  June  11,  1869,  is  defective,  as 
no  penalty  is  provided  for  its  violation.  I  suggest  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance  as  it  will  be  more  economical  than  to  revise  and  republish 
in  the  daily  papers  the  entire  market  ordinance,  which  is  a  very  lenghty  one.

The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  June  21,  1869. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  Ninth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Indianapolis  Fire  Department,  being  for  the  year  ending  the  18th  of 
May,  1869. 

It  embraces  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the 
Department,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  expenses  for  each  Company, 
the  number  of  fires  and  alarms,  and  the  amount  of  losses  and  insurance  on 
the  same ;  also,  the  number  of  men  employed  and  their  names. 

The  force  of  the  Department  comprises  a  Chief  Engineer,  three  Engineers 
of  Steam  Fire  Engines,  three  drivers  of  engines,  three  drivers  of  hose  reels, 
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o|ie  driver  of  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  telegraph  inspector,  who  also  drives 
the  extra  hose  reel,  two  watchmen  on  the  Tower,  and  twelve  hosemen,  (the 
last  named  do  duty  only  at  fires,)  total,  twenty-nine  men. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  three  steam  fire  engines,  in  good  service;  one 
condemned  fire  engine,  not  in  service;  four  hose  reels,  in  good  order;  3,400 
feet  of  rubber  hose,  not  very  reliable;  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  the 
necessary  ladders  and  hooks;  and  one  steam  pump,  for  filling  cisterns. 

The  number  of  horses  in  the  Department  during  the  year  is  fifteen ;  the 
cost  of  feeding  the  same  for  the  year  amounts  to  $1,391.29;  being  to  each 
horse,  per  year,  $92  75|,  or  a  trifle  over  25  cents  per  day  to  each  horse.  The 
number  of  horses  in  the  Department,  at  present,  is  fourteen. 

The  total  amount  of  expenditures  of  the  Department  from  May  18,  1868, 
to  May  18,  1869,  amounts  to  $24,294.56.

The  heaviest  loss  being  in  the  destruction  of  the  dry  kiln  of  Cary  &  Brother,  the 
loss  of  which  is  represented  to  be  $10,000. 

The  loss  of  the  Starch  Factory  is  not  estimated  in  the  above,  it  being  out- 
side, of  the  city. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  but  one  officer  to 
the  whole  Fire  Department,  namely,  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  and  that  in 
case  of  sickness  said  officer  should  at  any  time  be  prevented  from  being  pre- 
sent at  fires,  there  is  no  one  to  give  auy  directions  that  has  authority  to  do 
so,  and  you  will  see  at  once  the  necessity  that  some  person  be  appointed  to 
act  as  an  assistant  to  the  Fire  Engineer,  in  case  said  officer  should  be  absent, 
with  the  same  power  and  authority  to  give  directions  as  the  Chief  Engineer, 
and  that  such  Assistant  Engineer  be  held  responsible  for  all  acts  that  he  may 
suffer  to  be  committed,  and  for  all  orders  that  he  may  give,  believing  that 
the  services  of  a  suitable  person  could  be  procured  for  a  small  salary,  as  his 
duties  would  only  be  to  attend  fires. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  you  would  pass  an  ordinance  for  the  reg- 
ulation and  government  of  the  Fire  Department,  prescribing  the  duties  of- 
the  officers  and  members  of  said  Department,  there  being  no  ordinance  to 
that  effect  at  this  time. 

I  would  further  ask  that  you  would  pass  an  ordinance  to  prevent  persons 
from  obstructing  public  cisterns  and  wells,  and  also  to  prevent  persons  from 
driving  over  hose,  and  also  preventing  persons  not  firemen  from  riding  on 
any  of  the  fire  apparatus  unless  it  be  with  the  consent  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer. 
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In  concluding  this  report,  allow  me,  gentlemen,  to  return  my  thanks  to  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the  honor  confer- 
red on  me  in  again  electing  m^  Chief  Engineer ;  and  especially  do  I  owe 
thanks  to  Messrs.  Coburn  and  Kappes,  former  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Department,  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy;  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department  for  their  promptness  in  responding  at  all  times, 
and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties  ;  and  also  to  Tho- 
mas S.  Wilson,  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  members  of  the  Police  Force  for 
their  assistance.

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I  will  state  that  we  are  now  making  final  settlement  with  the  City  Treasu- 
rer, from  May  12,  1867,  to  May  12,  1869,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible  I 
will  report  to  you  again,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  recepts  and  expenditures 
from  the  26th  day  of  March,  1866,  to  May  12,  1869,  inclusive.

The  City  Gas  Inspector  made  the  following  report : 

Office  of  City  Gas  Inspector,  > 
Indianapolis,  June  28,  1869.     j 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — In  continuance  of  my  answer  to  Mr.  Kennington's  motion 
of  the  7th  instant.  I  shall,  in  this  report,  show — 

First.  What  the  city  lost,  in  Gas  and  Light,  during  the  contract  year 
1868-9. 

Second.  That  the  private  consumer  wastes  gas  from  excessive  and  varia- 
ble pressure. 

Third.  That  the  maximum  burning  pressure  in  this  city  should  not  be 
over  fifteenth  tenths. 

The  discussion  of  these  propositions  will  be  in  plain  language,  brief  and 
concise. 

1.     What  the  City  lost,  in  Gas  and  Light,  during  the  contract  year  1868-9. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  entered  into  on  the  1st  of  May, 
1868,  the  city  agreed  to  burn  its  public  gas  lamps  two  thousand  hours  in  each 
year,  during  the  continuance  of  the  contract,  paying  said  Gas  Company  $24 
per  annum  for  the  gas  furnished  each  lamp  thereinunder,  exclusive  of  the 
Government  tax.  For  said  Company  to  earn  this  $24  per  annum  per  lamp, 
it  must  supply  the  gas  at  the  rate  of  four  cubic  feet  per  hour  during  each  and 
every  hour  the  lamps  are  burned ;  for  four  feet  per  hour  on  a  time  table  of 
two  thousand  hours  will  give  eight  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas,  which  at  $3 
per  one  thousand  cubic  feet  amounts  to  $24 — no  more  and  no  less.  If,  by 
any  circumstances,  therefore,  this  amount  of  gas  is  not  honestly  and  posi- 
tively furnished  to  the  lamps,  the  failure  to  do  so  involves  the  Gas  Company 
in  a  violation  of  both  its  charter  and  contract;  for,  under  the  former,  it  is 
not  allowed  to  charge  more  than  $3  per  thousand  feet  for  gas,  exclusive  of 
Government  tax,  and  in  collecting  $24  for  less  than  eight  thousand  feet  it 
violates  its  charter;  while,  just  in  proportion  to  the  deficit  in  supply,  does 
the  city  pay  for  more  gas  than  she  receives. 

The  contract  referred  to  also  provides  that  the  Gas  Company  shall  furnish 
burners  used  in  the  public  lamps  at  its  own  expense,  "which  shall  be  of  an 
average  capacity  and  consume  four  cubic  feet  per  hour."  By  the  change 
made  on  or  about  the  1st  of"  May,  1868,  common  iron  fishtail  burners  were 
put  in  the  lamps,  which  will  barely  pass  four  cubic  feet  per  hour  under  one 
inch  (10-10ths)  of  water  pressure,  with  a  livlier  flame  than  is  usually  given 
them,  and  decidedly  "blowing"  when  the  passage  of  gas  is  over  four  feet  per 
hour. 

In  lighting  the  lamps,  the  burner- key  is  fully  opened,  the  burning  match 
applied  to  the  issuing  gas,  and  then  "educated  fingers"  turn  back  the 
burner-key  until  the  flame  ceases  to  "  blow."  Such  is  the  wonderful  scien- 
tific education  the  men  and  boy  lamlighters  must  possess!  At  the  moment 
this  difficult  and  intricate  regulation  of  the  flame  has  been  accomplished,  the 
burner  will  pass  at  the  rate  of  four  feet,  or  less,  per  hour.  And  at  no  time 
subsequent  to  the  lighting,  except  in  rare  instances,  not  occurring  more  fre- 
quently than  half  dozen  times  during  the  past  year,  does  the  pressure  in  the 
mains  again  rise  to  the  pressure  at  which  the  lamps  were  lighted,  the  gas  is 
only  passed  for  a  few  seconds  according  to  the  law  of  the  contract,  and  a  loss 
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in  gas  and  light  immediately  commences.  If  the  pressure  should  happen  to 
go  above  the  lighting  point  (seldom  done),  the  flame  will  u  blow,"  the  gas  be 
wasted,  while  the  light  is  lessened. 

It  is  a  fixed  gas  law,  that  the  discharge  of  gas  is  doubled  by  the  application 
of  four  times  the  pressure,  and  that  on  equal  diminution  in  supply  follows 
the  inversion  of  the  rule.  Following  out  these  axioms,  I  have  prepared  an 
original  table  showing  "  The  effect  of  the  reduction  of  pressure,  by  half-tenths, 
upon  the  delivery  of  gas  through  various  sizes  of  burners.''  As  my  calcula- 
tions admit  of  proof  at  every  step,  I  know  that  this  table  is  positively  accu- 
rate. 

Mr.  Famuel  Hughes,  an  English  gas  engineer,  in  his  Treaties  on  Gas  Works, 
page  289,  third  section,  published  in  1866,  shows  the  relation  of  consumption 
of  gas  to  light — giving  by  the  following  table  : 

"A  fishtail  consuming  5  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to  10    candles. 

The  same  reduced  to  3£  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to  5.5  candles. 

The  same  reduced  to  \\  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to  2  4  candles. 

The  same  reduced  to  i|  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to  0.6  candles. 

The  above  table,  and  several  other  paragraphs  in  the  same  chapter  of  the 
Treaties  spoken  of,  having  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Stacey,  in  a  communica- 
tion to  the  Council,  dated  March  11th,  1867,  and  to  be  found  on  pages  716-1,7 
proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  1866-7,  as  the  results  of  his  investigations,  I 
have  accepted  them,  and  thereupon  based  another  original  table,  setting 
forth  ''The  loss  in  light  from  reduction  of  consumption,  by  .025  of  a  cubic 
foot" 

Applying  these  tables  to  the  record  of  pressure  in  the  street  main  nearest 
my  office,  and  assuming  that  pressure  to  b  •  a  just  average  for  the  entire  city 
(which  is  more  than  fair  towards  the  Gas  Company,  as  my  office  is  only  about 
one  thousand  yards  from  the  Gas  Works,  and  is  elevated  above  them,  while- 
many  of  the  public  lamps  are  two  and  a  half  to  three  times  as  distant,  and 
therefore  subjected  to  a  diminished  pressure,  and  consequent  reduced  supply 
of  gas,  through  loss  by  friction  in  the  mains),  I  am  now  prepared  to  show 
what  was  the  loss  in  gas  and  light  in  the  last  six  months  of  the  first  contract 
years  (1868-9),  during  which  time  a  Pressure  Register  has  been  in  operation 
at  my  office : 
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Totals 

1,202% 

$2,817.82 

Now,  as  the  remainder  of  a  time  table  of  2000  hours  is  800  hours.,  which  is 
4-10ths  of  2000  hours  we  will  add  4-10ths  to  the  total  deficit  in  gas  and  light, 
as  above  shown,  and  we  find  that  the  deficit  for  the  year  is  1,232,800  cubic 
feet,  and  the  money  value  of  the  same,  at  $3.20  per  1000  cubic  feet,  is  $3,944  96! 
Is  not  the  city  entitled  to  a  drawback  for  at  least  this  sum  ? 

If  all  the  elements  of  decreased  local  pressure,  caused  by  greater  distance 
from  the  Works,  etc.,  were  taken  into  account,  and  all  the  burner?  used  in 
the  lamps  were  examined  and  tested,  the  money  value  of  the  loss,  in  my 
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judgment,  would  be  nearer  $5,000  than  the  sum  estimated.  How  many  bur- 
ners there  are  that  will™not  pass  fourjfeet  per  hour  under  I0-10ths  pressure, 
at  which  I  have  made  my  calculations,  or  how  many  three  feet  burners,  like 
the  one  I  found  in  Tennessee  street,  are  in  use,  no  one  knows,  at  present, 
but  the  Superintendent  of  the  Gas  Works.  The  chances  are,  however,  that 
I  have  been  more  liberal  than  just,  and  that  the  city,  and,  consequently,  her 
tax  payers,  have  suffered  more  than  I  here  show. 

II.  That  the  Private  Consumer  wastes  Gas  from  Excessive  and  Variable  Pressure. 

After  the  public  lamps  are  once  lighted,  and  regulated  to  a  four  feet  flame, 
the  burner-keys  are  not  again  touched  until  the  time  comes  for  extinguishing 
the  lamps.  The  loss  in  gas  and  light,  by  them,  is,  therefore,  continuous 
though  slightly  variable.  The  careful  private  consumer,  however,  has  the 
consumptions  of  his  gas  somewhat  under  his  control. 

At  the  time  business  rooms  and  residences  need  artificial  lighting,  the  gas 
pressure  is  generally  at  its  maximum.  Having  lighted  his  burner,  the  pri- 
vate consumer  finds  that  the  flame  is  too  lively,  or  blows;  and  he,  therefore, 
reduces  the  supply  of  gas,  by  turning  back  the  key.  A  few  minutes  later, 
the  light  is  not  sufficient;  the  gas  is  turned  on  more.  In  a  short  time,  his 
burner  is  inclined  to  or  is  blowing;  again  he  is  compelled  to  diminish  the 
supply.  Ten  o'clock  comes,  and  the  light  in  his  room  goes  down  by  the  run, 
so  that  he  can  hardly  see;  the  burner-key  is  opened  to  its  fullest  extent. 
Within  half  an  hour  his  burner  again  whistles  at  a  lively  rate ;  his  "  educa- 
ted fingers"  repeat  and  re-repeat  their  former  work,  until  12  o'clock  mid- 
night, when,  if  our  consumer  be  still  at  labor,  his  light  dimishes  suddenly,  as 
at  10  o'clock,  but  becomes  far  dimmer,  so  that  with  a  fully  open  key  he  can 
scarcely  get  light  enough  to  see  by. 

Now,  every  time  a  burner  passes  a  too  lively  flame,  gas  is  wasted ;  and  no 
matter  how  careful  a  consumer  may  be,  how  attentive  he  is  to  the  condition 
of  his  flame,  or  how  frequently  his  "  educated  fingers  "  manipulate  the  burn- 
er-key, he  will  allow  more  or  less  gas  to  escape  without  being  burned 

So  long  as  consumers  are  ignorant  of  the  means  for  preventing  wastage, 
and  are  not  taught  how  to  economically  and  wisely  manage  their  gas,  so  long 
will  the  remedy  for  this  wrong  be  delayed,  unless  the  Council,  as  guardians 
of  the  public,  shall  decide  that  wastage  of  gas,  when  induced  and  compelled 
by  excessive  and  variable  pressure,  is  a  taeit,  if  not  actual,  violation  of  the 
Gas  Company's  Charter,  which  provides  that  "  all  gas  sold  shall  be  accurately 
measured  by  said  Company."  The  consumer  wishes  a  certain  kind  and 
amount  of  light.  If  the  pressure  of  gas  is  excessive,  his  burners  will  blow, 
and  he  loses  gas  and  light;  if  the  pressure  is  not  sufficient,  the  light  is  di- 
minished greatly  out  of  proportion  to  the  saving  of  gas;  if  the  pressure  be 
variable,  he  again  loses  both  gas  and  light,  and  is  forced  to  be  continually 
manipulating  the  burner-key  with  his  "educated  fingers,"  to  save  himself 
from  greater  loss.  Nothing  but  an  equitable  and  equable  pressure  will  give 
him  true  satifaction,  or  permit  the  gas  furnished  to  be  accurately  measured." 

III.  That  the  Maximum  Burning  Pressure  in  this  City  should  not  be  over  Fifteen- 

Tenths. 

Mr,  Samuel  Hughes,  whom  I  have  already  quoted,  says  (page  252)  that  "  In 
many  establishments,  the  maximum  pressure  in  the  town  does  not  exceed 
one  inch  (10-10ths)  to  one  and  one-quarter  inch  (12J-10ths),  a  minimum  pres- 
sure of  5-10ths  being  obtained  in  the  lowest'part  of  the  district,  which  is  suf- 
ficient and  ample."  Again,  on  page  289,  he  says  that  "fishtails  and  bats- 
wings,  to  burn  advantageously,  requires  a  pressure  of  3-10ths  to  4-10ths."  Dr. 
Letheby,  another  distinguished  English  gas  expert,  in  his  Ninth  Report  to 
the  Corporation  of  London,  states,  that  "Gas  ought  to  be  delivered  to  the 
public  at  not  less  than  half  an  inch  (5-10ths)  of  water  pressure;  and  it  may 
be  said  that,  in  practice,,  this  is  found  to  be  the  best  pressure  at  which  gas  can 
be  consumed."

No  citizen  of  Indianapolis  needs  to  be  informed  that  this  city  is  one  of  the 
"  deadest  level "  towns  in  the  country ;  our  imperfect  system  of  surface  drain- 
age has  proven  that  to  him.  Gas,  unlike  water,  runs  up  hill,  and  with  an 
increasing  velocity.  The  Gas  Works  are  on  a  lower  level  than  a  major  por- 
tion of  the  town.  If  5-10ths  is  sufficient  pressure  at  which  to  well  and  sat- 
isfactorily furnish  gas ;  and  if,  as  I  have  shown,  gas  is  wasted  by  excessive 
and  variable  pressure, — I  would  suggest  to  the  Council  that  it  can  establish 
for  the  Gas  Company  a  maximum,  minimum,  and  average  pressure,  from 
which  it  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vary,  except  to  its  loss  and  damage.  Should 
this  change  demonstrate  that  some  portions  of  the  city  could  not  be  satisfac- 
torily supplied,  it  will  only  prove  that  the  street  mains  are  not  large  enough, 
and  not  that  the  statements  of  such  high  authorities  as  Mr.  Hughes,  Dr.  Le- 
theby,  and  other  experienced  and  learned  gas  experts  are  erroneous  and 
false. 

Permit  me,  then,  to  recommend, 

1.  That  the  Council  insist  that  the  gas  be  let  on  the  mains,  at  the  highest 
pressure,  from  one-half  to  one  hour  before  sundown. 

2.  That  at  aud  after  lighting  private  burners  and  the  public  lamps,  the 
average  pressure  over  the  city  be  made  to  steadily  indicate  neither  more  nor 
less  10-10ths. 

3.  That  the  rusted  and  imperfect  burners,  at  present  on  the  street  lamps, 
be  at  once  ordered  to  be  changed  to  good  brass  burners,  capable  of  properly 
passing  full  four  cubic  feet  per  hour  under  a  pressure  of  10-1  Oths,  while  they 
will  not  oxydise  and  become  fraudulent  in  a  few  weeks'  use  like  iron  burners. 

4.  That  the  old  burners  now  in  use  be,  each  and  every  one,  turned  over 
to  the  Committee  on  Gas  Light  and  the  City  Gas  Inspector  for  examination, 
as  well  as  for  test,  if  the  latter  be  thought  advisable. 

These  proper  and  just  regulations  being  carried  out,  the  Gas  Company  will 
have  done  nothing  but  it  is  fair  and  right  it  should  do,  the  onus  of  wrong 
will  be  removed,  and  few  complaints  will  be  heard  about  too  much  or  too  lit- 
tle gas  supply.

The  petition  says  the  "alley  has  been  dedicated  to  the  public  in  numerous 
deeds,  which  describe  the  same,  and  in  several  plats  filed  with  said  deeds." 
The  names  of  grantors  in  the  deeds  or  plats  are  not  given,  and  it  would  be 
very  laborious  and  tedious,  without  more  definite  data,  to  make  an  examina- 
tion of  the  records  to  determine  certainly  that  the  alley  was  dedicated  to  the 
public.  The  City  Attorney  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  "  the  best  way  to  test 
the  question  will  be  to  cause  a  complaint  to  be  filed  against  the  party  ob- 
structing the  alley  and  this  will  bring  up  the  whole  matter."  If  this  com- 
plaint shall  be  made  by  the  City,  the  affirmative  will  be  on  the  City  to  prove 
the  obstruction  of  a  public  alley,  and  the  Committee  suggest  whether  it  would 
not  be  preferable  to  have  an  abstract  of  th^  records  made,  date  of  deeds, 
pages  of  record  books,  &c,  so  as  to  enable  the  proper  authorities  to  deter- 
mine before  hand  whether  the  alley  is  a  public  one.

Dear  Sir: — The  alley  mentioned  in  the  petition  has  been  long  used  as  a 
public  alley,  and  I  am  satisfied  was  dedicated  to  the  public.  Several  years 
ago  permission  was  given,  by  Council,  to  arch  it  over  at  the  intersection  of 
Louisiana  street,  but  no  permission,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  was  ever  given 
to  obstruct  it  as  it  has  been  obstructed.  I  do  not  believe  th*e  Council  could 
legally  authorize  the  obstruction  of  a  public  alley.  The  best  way  to  test  the 
question  will  be  to  cause  complaint  to  be  filed  against  the  party  obstructing 
the  alley,  and  this  will  bring  up  the  whole  matter.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  E  t*\  Steffens,  Esq.,  for  permission  to  enter  Circle  Park 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  mathematical  instruments  which  he  manufac- 
tures, do  hereby  »eport  that  we  have  examined  said  subject  and  find  an  ex- 
isting ordinance,  passed  October  9,  1867,  prohibiting  all  persons  from  enter- 
ing on  said  Park,  except  those  employed  in  the  improvement  or  care  of  the 
same,  and  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  cannot  strictly  be  granted  with- 
out the  passage  of  a  new  ordinance  repealing  said  existing  ordinance,  which 
would  involve  the  city  in  considerable  expense  for  advertising  the  same.  We 
therefore  report  back  said  petition  for  the  further  consideration  of  Council. 
And  at  the  same  time  we  would  invite  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  petitioner 
is  the  only  manufacturer  and  adjuster  of  mathematical  instruments  in  the 
State,  and  induces  a  branch  of  trade  into  our  city  from  railroad  men  an'1 
others  using  such  instruments  which  would  otherwise  go  to  Cincinnati  or 
other  places  outside  of  the  State  where  such  work  is  done.  There  is  no  other 
view  than  Circle  Park  suitable  to  his  purpose  short  of  a  mile  from  the  city, 
and  thus  the  petitioner  and  his  customers  are  often  put  to  a  great  inconve- 
nience by  the  delay  occasioned  by  being  compelled  to  go  so  far  away  to  make 
adjustments.  We  would,  therefore,  express  our  desire  to  encourage  the  peti- 
tioner in  the  scientific  and  useful  pursuit  in  which  he  is  engaged  and  submit 
the  question  whether  or  not  his  entry  upon  said  Park  for  the  purpose  named 
in  his  petition,  would  really  be  a  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  ordinance  now 
in  force  on  said  subject,  and  whether  or  not  the  petitioner  cannot  be  nomi- 
nally employed  as  a  person  in  care  of  said  Park,  and  by  virtue  thereof  have 
the  liberty  of  said  Park.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  motion  to  report  an  ordinance  in  regard  to  hogs,  «fec,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  examined  said  subject,  and  find  that  on  the  4th  day  of 
May,  1868,  an  ordinance  was  passed  prohibiting  hogs  from  running  at  large. 
Jn  the  same  ordinance  it  is  declared  unlawful  to  erect  hog  pens  within  fifty 
feet  of  any  dwelling  house,  or  to  suffer  such  pens  to  create  offensive  or  nox- 
ious odors.

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  first  section  of  an  ordi- 
nance entitled  "An  ordinance  regulating  the  weighing  of  coal  in  the  city  of 
Indianapolis." 

As  the  section  now  stands  it  is  utterly  ineffective.  The  defect  can  be  rem- 
edied by  inserting  the  words  "  to  sell  the  same."  I  have  prepared  an  ordi- 
nance amending  this  section  which  I  herewith  transmit.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  respectfully  report  that 
we  have  examined  sundry  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  certain  streets 
and  find  the  following  named  persons  the  lowest  bidders,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  contracts  be  awarded  as  follows : 

1.  For  grading  and  graveling  Vermont  street  and  sidewalks,  between  Cali- 
fornia street  and  the  first  alley  west  of  Bright  street,  to  John  Schier,  at  65 
cents  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each  side  of  the  line  improved. 

2.  For  grading  and  graveling  Oak  street  and  sidewalks  from  Massachu- 
setts Avenue  to  Cherry  street,  to  David  Sylvester,  at  69  cents  per  lineal  foot 
front  on  each  side  of  the  line  improved.

9.  For  grading,  paving  with  flag  stone,  and  curbing  the  outside  edge  of 
the  sidewalk  with  stone,  where  the  same  has  not  already  been  curbed,  in 
front  and  side  of  the  building  occupied  by  the  State  Officers,  on  the  corner 
of  Washington  and  Tennessee  streets,  Samuel  Lefever  is  the  lowest  bidder, 
his  bid  being  for  curbing  75  cents  per  lineal  foot  front,  and  for  paving  per  su- 
perficial foot  45  cents,  or  per  square  yard  $4.05  cents.

We  have  examined  the  building  material  at  the  formerly  proposed  site  for 
the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  and  find  it,  according  to  the  estimate  of  a  prac- 
tical architect  and  builder,  to  be  composed  of  about  one  hundred  thousand 
brick  and  a  large  quantity  of  the  best  quality  of  dressed  stone,  nearly  the 
whole  of  which  is  available,  and  worth  about  $3, 000.00  in  the  erection  of  the 
Jail. 

We  have  further  examined  the  building  lot  on  the  north  side  of  Maryland 
street  directly  in  the  rear  of  the  present  City  Offices,  and  purchased  by  the 
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city  for  the  erection  of  a  Station  House  or  City  Jail,  and  believe  that  the  City 
can  do  no  better  for  the  present  than  to  build  upon  it  accordingly  and  with- 
out delay, 

The  lot  is  small,  but  a  small  building  will  answer  all  the  City's  demands 
for  years,  certainly  until  the  people  may  feel  able  to  erect  spacious  and  costly 
public  buildings.  The  location  is  central,  and  at  the  same  time  more  retired 
than  can  well  be  obtained  elsewhere  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  City 
Offices. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  ask  that  they  be  authorized  to  procure 
plans  and  specifications  for  a  plain  two  story  building,  containing  the  neces- 
sary rooms  for  Jailor  and  Police  Force,  and  iron  cell  room  for  twpnty  prison- 
ers, to  be  built  upon  the  lot  aforesaid,  such  plan  and  specifications  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  the  approval  of  the  Council,  and  we  offer  herewith  a  motion  to 
that  effect.

f  Gentlemen  : — The  question  of  annexation  of  contiguous  territory  by  our  City 
has  been  for  the  past  few  years  agitated  by  the  people,  and  on  more  than  one 
joccasion  thoroughly  discussed  by  the  Common  Council.  In  the  Council  pro- 
positions have  been  entertained  for  the  addition  of  several  different  portions 
of  territory,  but  by  the  overloading  of  every  such  proposition  with  extrava- 
gant amendments  all  were  rejected,  and  no  definite  result  was  reached. 

I  now  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  a  Committee, 
pither  regular  or  special,  to  which  shall  be  added  the  City  Assessor  and  City 
Attorney,  be  authorized  and  directed  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  annexation  of  that  contiguous  territory  lying  north  of  the  City, 
between  First  and  Tinker  streets,  and  east  and  west  within  such  boundaries 
is  the  Committee  may  deem  best. 

I  recommend  this,  believing  that  adjoining  property,  so  thoroughly  im- 
proved and  thickly  settled,  the  owners  thereof  de.riving  in  a  great  measure 
the  comforts,  security  and  privileges  of  city  life,  should  be  made  to  bear  its 
proportionate  burthen  of  taxation.

*  1869,  we  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $300  to  aid  us  in  taking  care  of  such 

persons  as  were  in  need  of  prompt  attention  in  the  way  of  food  and  shelter. 
Said  petition  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  who 
reported  in  favor  of  the  appropriation,  and  the  Council  concurred  in  the  re- 
port.    This  was  January  18,  1869.     But  here  the  matter  rests. 

The  above  petition  was  made  under  the  following  circumstances,  viz:  The 
Council  was,  at  that  time,  considering  the  propriety  of  fitting  up  the  old 
Court  House  for  the  use  of  those  without  shelter,  but  as  this  would  only  do 
a  part  of  the  work,  and  thinking  that  we  could  serve  the  city  and  also  desti- 
tute and  unfortunate  ones,  proposed  to  save  the  city  of  this  expense,  if  we 
could  have  some  help. 

When  the  above  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  we  supposed  the  matter 
would  be  properly  adjusted  in  due  time.  Our  Superintendent,  therefore, 
asked  the  Police  to  take  all  destitute  persons  to  our  Boarding  House  where 
they  were  provided  with  comfortable  beds  and  something  to  eat  when  it  was 
necessary.  Also,  in  other  ways  we  have  provided  for  a  large  number  of  des- 
titute persons  who  would  have  been  thrown  upon  the  care  of  the  city  if  the 
Court  House  had  been  fitted  up,  or  any  way  provided  to  take  care  of  them. 
We  feel  sure  that  in  this  we  have  saved  the  city  more  than  twice  the  amount 
asked.  As  we  had  some  money  in  the  winter  and  spiing  we  used  it  in  car- 
rying on  this  work,  thinking  that  a  portion  of  it  would  be  refunded  by  ac- 
tion of  the  Council.  We  could  not  have  undertaken  to  do  much  if  we  had 
been  left  entirely  to  depend  upon  our  own  resources.  But  we  thought  that 
together  we  could  do  the  work  cheaper  and  better  than  separately. 

Our  available  means  are  now  about  exhausted,  and  we,  therefore,  most  re- 
spectfully renew  this  prayer,  and  ask  that  it  be  acted  upon  soon,  so  that  we 
may  know  what  to  depend  upon,  and  how  to  arrange  our  work  for  the  fu- 
ture.

(German,)  for  advertising  ordinances  and  for  sundry  kinds  of  job  work,  as 
more  fully  set  forth  below,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing  for 
their  approval  or  rejection.  Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  Journal  ac- 
count, the  undersigned  was  much  astonished  to  find  that  the  charges  were 
greatly  in  excess  of  what  the  work  could  and  can  be  procured  for  from  other 
printing  establishments,  and  I  am  therefore  reluctantly  compelled  to  report 
adversely  to  the  payment  of  said  account,  unless  it  is  materially  reduced  in 
amount  to  correspond  with  the  figures  of  others  in  the  business  who  are 
willing  to  do  the  work.  Justice  to  the  tax  payers  demands  that  this  Com- 
mon Council  shall  be  careful  to  guard  its  treasury  against  any  and  all  leaks, 
be  they  large  or  small. 

For  the  purpose  of  pointing  out  particularly  the  items  of  the  Journal  Com. 
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pany's  amount,  to  suit  my  views  of  fair  prices,  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
following : 

They  charge  for  the  printing  of  300  copies  of  pay  roll  blanks,        -  $15  00 

The  same  work  can  and  could  be  procured  for,          -        -        -        -  10  00 

They  charge  for  printing  200  affidavits, 12  00

They  charge  for  remonstrances, 

The  same  can  and  could  be  procured  for, 7  00 

They  charge  for  200  copies  of  police  certificate  of  appointment  and

The  same  can  and  could  be  procured  for, 6  00 

They  charge  for  printing  100  cards  of  city  ordinances,  in  3  forms,  -  14  00

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Gas  Light  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
accompanying  communication  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector  relative  to  the  "  Mi- 
ner Patent  Street  Lamp."  We  concur  in  the  statement  of  the  advantages  of 
this  lamp,  as  given  in  the  communication  of  said  officer,  and  would  recom- 
mend that  such  lamp  be  approved,  and  hereafter  used  on  all  public  lamps 
erected. 

The  General  Western  Agent  of  this  lamp  (Mr.  H.  C.  Stout,  of  Chicago)  has 
given  us  a  written  memorandum,  by  which  he  agrees  to  put  down  these  lamps 
in  Indianapolis,  at  $8.50  per  lamp  for  those  used  at  the  corner  of  streets 
(which  price  includes  four  street  signs,  painted  on  ground  glass),  and  $7.00 
for  intermediate  ones.  The  so-called  "  New  Pattern  Lamps"  have  been  cost- 
ing the  city  $7.50  each.  The  "  Miner  Lamp  "  is,  therefore,  fifty  cents  cheaper 
than  the  one  now  in  use. 

Mr.  Stout  also  offers  to  keep  his  lamps  in  repair  at  fifty  cents  per  annum, 
which  is  one-half  the  present  allowance.

To  the  Committee  on  Gas  Light : 

Gentlemen  : — [  would  respectfully  request  your  examination  of  the  "  Miner 
Patent  Street  Lamp"  ("Post  Lamp,  No.  1"),  by  myself  procured  from  the 
manufacturers,  and  which  I  have,  this  day,  placed  on  the  gas  post  on  Wash- 
ington street  next  west  of  the  city  offices.  The  advantages  of  this  lamp  over 
the  best  pattern  now  in  use  in  this  city,  are: 

1.  A  globe  of  beautifully  clear  flint  glass,  fully  four  times  the  thickness 
of  the  sheets  in  the  square  lamp,  has  been  substituted  for  eight  rattling  panes, 
which  have  to  be  removed  when  washed,  are  originally  expensive,  vary  in 
shape  and  dimensions,  and  are  greatly  liable  to  breakage  both  in  the  trans- 
portation and  in  handling.  Less  resistance  is  offered  to  the  wind  by  this 
globe,  and  therefore  it  is  not  likely  to  be  broken  thereby,  while  fully  50  per 
cent,  of  the  glass  put  in  the  square  lamps  are  thus  destroyed.  It  would,  also, 
require  a  squarely  delivered  and  somewhat  strong  blow  from  a  missile,  inten- 
tionally thrown,  to  break  it;  and  when  broken,  the  globe  is  more  readily  and 
far  more  easily  re-placed  than  a  single  pane  of  glass.  There  is  no  jointed  or 
sectional  frame  to  rust  away  or  to  obstruct  the  light;  no  door,  with  its  liabil- 
ity to  break  at  the  hinges  or  latch,  or  to  fly  open  in  a  wind  storm  or  when 
not  carefully  fastened,  a  frequent  cause  of  breakage  of  door  lights,  entailing 
considerable  expense,  annoyance  and  labor.  If  a  stone  or  a  billet  of  wood 
is  thrown  at  a  square  lamp,  by  a  mischievous  boy  or  a  rascally  man,  the  chan- 
ces are  he  may  hit  one  of  the  corners,  and  thus  wreck  the  entire  concern, 
costing  the  city  five  dollars  to  re  place,  instead  of  breaking  one  or  two  panes. 

2.  The  top  is  made  of  cast  iron  and  of  durable  sheet  metal;  and,  being 
hinged,  the  glass  globe  is  easily  inserted,  removed,  or  cleaned.  The  lower 
and  inner  surfaces  of  the  top  are  painted  white,  and,  from  their  shape,  form 
a  compound  reflector,  throwing  the  rays  of  light  both  downwards  and  'out- 
wards, thus  lighting  the  street  or  sidewalk  at  the  base  of  the  post  as  well  as 
at  more  distant  points;  while  the  square  lamp  allows  great  wastage  of  light, 
from  permitting  the  rays  to  pass  upwards,  where  they  are  not  wanted;  and 
most  patterns  being  closed  at  the  bottom,  about  one  fifth  of  the  rays  are  pre- 
vented from  lighting  the  ground  close  to  the  post.  The  edge  of  the  top  of 
the  "  Miner  Lamp"  projecting  between  two  and  three  inches  beyond  the 
glass  globe,  and  the  globe  itself  being  curved  in  form,  no  snow  will  lodge  on 
the  glass,  endanger  its  breakage,  or  obstruct  the  light,  while  the  drip  and 
stain  of  rain  and  weather  are  measureably  prevented. 

3.  The  "Miner  Patent  Street  Lamp"  is  far  handsomer  and  much  strong- 
er, is  not  more  costly,  is  easier  to  light,  extinguish  and  clean,  and,  in  every 
particular,  is  more  convenient  and  lasting  than  the  lantern  of  "ye  olden 
time,"  and,  therefore,  it  is  decidedly  preferable  to  the  square  ugliness  now  in 
use  on  our  lamp-posts. 

Cordially  recommending  its  exclusive  adoption  and  employment  in  the  fu- 
ture, I  respectfully  submit  to  you  this  statement  of  its  merits  and  advantages.

The  undersigned,  Commissioners  for  the  opening  of  Streets  and  Alleys,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  P.  Hanling  and  others,  beg  leave  to  report 
that,  in  pursuance  of  notice  given  by  the  City  Clerk,  they  met  at  the  Council 
Chamber,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  the  28th  and  29th  days  of  June, 
1869,  and  proceeded  to  view  the  property  through  which  the  proposed  street 
runs,  viz  ,  the  opening  of  Vermont  street  through  out-lot  52  of  T.  R.  Fletch- 
er's subdivision  thereof,  from  Liberty  street  west  to  East  street,  so  as  to  ex- 
tend Vermont  street  in  a  direct  line  to  East  street  from  the  eastern  projec- 
tion of  Vermont  street,  as  the  same  is  now  located  between  Liberty  and  No- 
ble streets.

We  only  find  an  overchage  of  $2.75  in  advertising, 
and  of  $8.00  in  blanks,  making  a  total  of  $10.75. 

Douglass  &  Conner  deny  they  ever  proposed  to  charge  less  than  the  regu- 
lar rates  for  city  advertising. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  account  of  Douglass  &  Conner  be  al- 
lowed, less  the  total  of  overcharges  we  have  shown,  $10.75,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $621.39  as  the  correct  bill.

Gentlemen: — Upon  the  questions  submitted  to  me  in  the  matter  of  open- 
ing Georgia  street  between  Pennsylvania  street  and  Virginia  Avenue,  I  have 
*  the  honor  to  report,  that  the  mode   of  opening   streets,  prescribed   by  the 

Charter,  must  be  strictly  followed.  In  this  case  the  Commissioners,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  filed  their  report  with  the  Clerk  of  the  city  on  the  30th  day  of 
June  last.  The  Charter  provides  that  the  Common  Council  shall,  within  20 
days  from  such  filing,  either  accept  or  reject  the  Commissioners'  report.  The. 
non-acceptance  of  the  report  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law  is  an  aban- 
donment of  all  further  proceedings  in  the  premises — it,  in  fact,  operates  as  a 
rejection  of  the  report.  And  further,  the  time  (thirty  days  from  the  filing 
of  the  report  as  aforesaid)  within  which  property  owners,  aggrieved  by  such 
report,  may  appeal  therefrom,  has  passed.  The  Common  Council  can  take 
no  action  which  will  deprive  parties  of  their  right  of  appeal.  I  am,  there- 
fore, of  the  opinion  that  any  further  action  by  your  honorable  body  in  the 
premises  would  be  irregular,  and  without  warrant  in  law.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Contracts  beg  leave  to  report  that  com- 
plaint has  been  made  to  us  on  two  different  occasions,  by  citizens  on  the  line 
of  that  part  of  South  New  Jersey  street  which  is  now  under  contract  to  Au- 
gust Richter,  in  reference  to  the  quality  of  the  materials  used  by  said  Rich- 
ter, and  that  we  nirected  the  Civil  Engineer  to  examine  into  the  matter  and 
to  notify  said  Richter  of  the  complaint  being  made,  unless  in  his  (the  Engi-

For  the  school  year  commencing  in  September,  1869,  some  fourteen  addi- 
tional Teachers  will  be  required,  involving  an  increase  of  about  $11,000  in 
expense,  making  the  amount  required  to  meet  the  pay  roll  tor  tuition  for  the 
school  year,  about  $55,000.  This  amount  is  expected  to  cover  the  tuition 
expenses  for  the  colored  schools,  organized  this  year  for  the  first  time. 

Tht  total  revenue  apportioned  to  the  city  under  the  General  School  Law 
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of  the  State,  is  but  $24,600  per  annum  for  tuition  purposes,  which  sum,  it  is 
obvious  to  your  honors,  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  maintenance  of  your 
schools  at  the  present  rate  of  efficiency. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  undersigned  Trustees  respectfully  and  earnestly 
request  your  honorable  body  to  levy  a  tax  of  eleven  (11)  cents  on  each  $100 
of  taxable  property,  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  on  each  taxable  poll  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  to  be  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
passed  March  6,  1867,  for  tuition  purposes.

That  further  time  be  granted  for  the  opening  of  Vermont  street,  provided 
the  property  owners  give  the  Council  a  sufficient  guaranty  that  at  the  expira- 
tion of  two  months  the  street  shall  be  opened. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Newman  presented  the  following  communication  and  resolu- 
tion : 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  23,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  invited  to  accompany  the  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  to  Peoria,  Illinois,  to  examine  the  Holly  System  of  Water 
Works  in  operation  there,  held  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  August  21,  1869, 
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the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted,  a  copy  of  which  Mr. 
Stoughton  A.  Fletcher,  Jr.,  was  authorized  to  present  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  City  Council. 

Resolved,  That  though  favorably  impressed  with  the  operation  of  the  Holly 
System  of  Water  Works,  on  the  investigations  already  made  at  Peoria,  we 
recommend  that  the  Council  appoint  a  Committee  of  three  citizens  of  known 
probity,  mechanical  and  scientific  skill,  free,  or  as  far  as  possible  free,  from 
prepossession  in  favor  of  any  particular  system  of  works,  to  examine  said 
system  as  the  same  is  in  operation  at  the  places  where  the  Holly  System  has 
been  longest  in  use,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  examine  the  merits  of 
other  systems  and  report  to  the  Council  the  result  of  their  examination  with- 
in one  month  from  the  date  of  their  appointment. 

Resolved  further,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  some  system  of 
water  supply  should  be  introduced  into  the  City  of  Indianapolis  without  any 
more  delay  than  is  absolutely  required  to  determine  npon  the  most  efficient 
plan.

By  consent,  Mr.  Rrown  presented  the  following  upon  the  same 

subject : 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  23,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Special  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report 
that,  in  company  with  a  number  of  Councilmen  and  other  citizens,  they  vis- 
ited Peoria,  Illinois,  on  the  17th  and  18th  instant,  and  returned  by  the  way 
of  Springfield,  Illinois.  At  the  first  named  city  they  examined  the  Holly 
System  Nof  Water  Wjorks,  on  the  18th.  The  works  are  about  2£  miles  from 
the  center  of  the  city,  in  substantial  brick  buildings.  The  machinery  con- 
sists of  two  engines  of  300  horse  power,  one  rotary  engine  of  200  horse  power 
and  four  rotary  pumps  Your  Committee  witnessed  the  running  of  but  two 
pumps,  the  other  two  being  held  in  reserve  for  fire  purposes.  The  water  is 
obtained  from  the  Peoria  Lake,  a  large  body  of  good  water,  forming  a  natu- 
ral reservoir,  and  this  water  is  intended  to  be  filtered  through  gravel  into  a 
series  of  vats  from  whence  it  is  pumped  directly  into  the  mains  and  cross 
pipes  of  the  city.  The  pumps  did  good  service  in  throwing  streams  from  a 
hydrant  near  the  works,  and  also,  from  nine  different  hydrants  at  the  same 
time  in  the  city.  The  works  have  but  just  been  finished  and  have  not  yet 
been  accepted  by  the  city,  and  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that,  until  fur- 
ther tested,  the  same  system  ought  not  to  be  applied  to  this  city. 

At  Springfield  there  are  good  Water  Works  operated  by  indifferent  and 
cheap  machinery,  the  water  being  pumped  from  the  Sangamon  River  four 
miles  to  a  reservoir  and  stand  pipe  near  the  city  limits,  and  distributed  from 
that  point  throughout  the  city.  The  source  of  supply  is  inferior  to  that  of 
Peoria,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  water  is  not  so  pure  for  domestic  purposes. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  no  time  should  be  lost  by  the  Council 
in  surveying  for  a  source  of  supply  for  good  water  for  all  purposes,  and  recom- 
mend that  such  a  survey  be  made  looking  to  Fall  Creek  or  White  River  as 
the  source  for  supply,  and  that  estimates  be  obtained  from  competent  men 
of  the  cost  of  constructing  an  aqueduct  from  such  source,  if  any  there  be, 
believing  that  before  resorting  to  pumps  and  engines,  this  old,  reliable  me- 
thod of  supplying  water  should  be,  at  least,  inquired  into,  and  if  feasible  and 
not  too  expensive  adopted.

Resolved,  That  the  Common  Council  respectfully  request  Gen.  T.  A.  Morris 
and  James  W.  Brown  to  assist  the  Civil  Engineer  in  making  a  survey  from 
this  city  up  Fall  Creek,  to  such  distance  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  the  ob- 
ject of  such  survey  being  to  fully  test  the  practicability  of  supplying  the  city 
with  water  by  means  of  a  reservoir  and  pipes  therefrom;  said  survey  to  give 
the  approximate  distance  and  cost  of  the  main  pipe  or  pipes,  the  size  and 
cost  of  a  reservoir  or  dam  across  said  creek,*  and  generally  all  facts  necessary 
to  a  full  and  complete  understanding  of  a  plan  or  plans  to  supply  the  city 
with  water,  by  gravitation,  from  said  source.  * 

On  motion,  the  whole  subject  of  Water  Works  was  laid  over  for 
one  week. 

By  consent,  Mr.  Marsee,  from  the  Committee  on  Sewerage,  made 
the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  23,  1869. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Sewerage  would  respectfully  report,  that 
in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  received  from  the  Council  they  invited  the 
Civil  Engineers  of  Cincinnati,  Newport  and  Chicago,  to  visit  our  city  to  aid 
us  in  devising  a  general  system  of  sewerage.  On' the  27th  of  July,  E.  C.  Phil- 
lips, Engineer,  and  Jacob  Wirth,  ex-Engineer,  of  Cincinnati,  arrived  here, 
and  in  company  with  our  own  Civil  Engineer,  the  Mayor,  your  Committee, 
and  other  members  of  the  Council,  visited'all  parts  of  the  city,  examining  it 
with  special  reference  to  underground  and  surface  drainage.  These  gentle- 
men have  a  high  reputation  for  ability  in  their  profession,  and  the  results  of 
their  examination  and  the  plan  they  have  proposed  is  satisfactory,  with  but 
one  slight  exception,  to  your  Committee.  We  have  recently  received  their 
report,  together  with  a  profile  map  of  the  proposed  Washington  street  sewer, 
and  a  map  containing  a  complete  system  of  sewerage  within  the  present  city 
Jimits.  This  report,  and  the  accompanying  maps,  are  herewith  submitted. 
W The  general  system  comprises  five  main  or  trunk  sewers*1  (marked  in  red 
lines  on  the  map,)  with  the  accompanying  laterals  or  pipes  (marked  in  blue); 
the  dimensions  of  the  mains  at  various  points  and  directions,  both  of  the 
mains  and  laterals,  are  fully  indicated  on  the  map.  The  profile  shows  the 
size,  grade  and  depth  below  the  surface  of  the  Washington  street  sewer.  The 
mains  forming  the  system,  as  shown  on  the  maps,  are  as  follows : 

'1st.  The  longest  and  most  important  main  runs  west  from  Pogue  Run 
culvert,  on  Washington  street,  to  the  River.  It  is  8  feet  in  diameter  at  the 
culvert,  and  its  bottom  is  18  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  street;  it  is  8  feet 
in  internal  diameter  at  the  beginning  and  for  a  distance  of  3  squares  west;  it 
then  increases  to  8J  feet  for  3  squares,  then  to  9  feet  for  3  squares,  then  to  9| 
I  feet  for  4  squares,  and  then  10  feet  until  it  reaches  the  River.  Two  grades 
jhave  been  indicated  on  the  profile  by  the  Engineers;  one  in  red  lines,  begin- 
ning at  the  culvert,  gives  the  bottom  of  the  sewer  a  uniform  descent  of  2 
(inches  to  the  100  feet  to  West  street,  and  7|  inches  to  the  100  feet  from  West 
'street  to  the  River.  The  other  grade  (in  blue  lines)  begins  at  the  culvert, 
has  a  uniform  descent  to  the  River  at  3|  inches  to  the  100  feet.  The  first 
Jgrade  will  save  about  12,000  yards  of  excavation,  but  the  Engineers  unhesi- 
tatingly recommend  the  adoption  of  the  3f  inch  grade,  and  your  Committee 
concur  therein.  The  increased  and  steady  velocity  gained  by  the  current, 
ind  the  increased  space  drained  will  more  than  compensate  for  the  increased 
iost.  Twenty-six  lateral  sewers  or  pipes  are  indicated  on  the  map  as  enter- 
ng  the  main  line  from  the  north  and  south ;  these  may  be  of  such  size  and 
naterials,  and  can  be  built  at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary.     Those  on  the 
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leading  cross  streets  being  built  first,  as  the  addition  east  of  the  city  will  be 
incorporated  under  the  city  government  before  many  years,  the  Washington 
street  sewer  may  then  be  extended  eastward  as  far  as  desirable  on  the  Na- 
tional Road,  and  the  territory  north  and  south  of  it  may  then  be  drained 
into  it.     It  is  desirable  to  put  a  catch  basin  at  Pogue  Run  to  drain  a  part  of 
that  stream  through  the  sewer  to  the  River. 
f     2d.     The  second  great  main  in  the  system  is  intended  to  carry  off  the  wa- 
V  ters  of  Virginia  River ;  for  this  two  routes  are  indicated,  either  of  which  may 
be  followed.     The  first,  or  Virginia  Avenue  sewer,  begins  at  the  junction  of 
the  Avenue  and  McCarty  street,  with  a  diameter  of  5  feet,  which  increases 
to  6  feet  at  South  street,  and  runs  thence  to  Washington  street,  joining  the 
main  sewer  there.     If  this  route  be  taken  the  size  of  the  Washington  street 
-  main  must  be  increased  one  foot  in  diameter  from  thence  to  the  River.    This 
route  would  have  16  lateral  drains. 

The  other  line  for  Virginia  River  may  be  termed  the  South  street  sewer, 
and  begins  on  the  donation  line  in  Fletcher  Avenue,  running  north-west  on 
the  Avenue  to  South  street,  west  to  Illinois,  south  to  Merrill  street,  west  to 
Kentucky  Avenue,  and  south-west  to  the  River.  It  is  5  feet  in  diameter  at 
the  beginning,  increasing  at  various  points  to  8  feet  on  Kentucky  Avenue. 
It  is  joined  on  the  Avenue  by  a  branch  main  running  south- west  from  Geor- 
gia street.  This  route  will  receive  about  45  lateral  drains,  and  with  the  Ray 
street  sewer  will  drain  nearly  one-half  of  the  city,  making  it  at  the  present, 
perhaps,  the  most  important  of  the  sewers. 

3d.     The  third  great  main  begins  at  the  crossing  of  Alabama  street  and 

Massachusetts  Avenue,  running  west  on  Vermont  street  to  Fall  Creek.     It  is 

/  3  feet  in  diameter  at  the  street,  increasing  6  inches  in  diameter  for  each  4 

L  squares  to  Patterson  street.     It  is  5  feet  in  diameter  at  the  Creek.     It  has  34 

lateral  drains  entering  from  the  north  and  south.     The  main  can  hereafter 

be  extended  eastward  as  it  may  be  needed. 

4th.     The  fourth  main  begins  at  the  crossing  of  Tennessee  and  North  sts., 

running  west  to  Indiana  Avenue,  and  thence  north-west  on  the  Lafayette 

Road  to  Fall  Creek.     It  has  16  laterals  on   the  intersecting  streets,  and  the 

(main  can  hereafter  be  extended  east  on  North  street,  and  north-east  on  Fort 

I  Wayne  Avenue,  if  necessary.     The  Engineers  have  omitted  to  place  the  size 

of  this  main  on  the  map,  but  we  think  it  should  be  3J  feet  in  diameter  at  the 

L  beginning,  and  5  feet  at  the  Creek. 

r      5th.     The  fifth  main  is  the  Ray  street  sewer,  now  in  course  of  construction, 
}  intended  to  drain  the  Lake  McCarty  region,  and  extending  from  Lake  Mc- 
^  Carty  to  the  Creek.     Eight  lateral  drains  are  indicated  on  the  map  as  con- 
nected with  this  main. 

The  above  mentioned  mains  and  laterals  constitute  the  general  system  as 

laid  out  by  the  Engineers  for  the  present  limits  of  the  city,  but  the  mains  can 

be  extended  and  the  laterals  increased  in  number   to  correspond  with   any 

s,    future  growth  by  annexation  of  the  present  suburbs. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  system,  as  above 
mapped  out,  to  be  followed  in  the  future  construction  of  our  sewers.  One  of 
the  two  routes  for  the  water  of  Virginia  River,  however,  must  be  chosen,  and' 
though  the  Engineers  recommend  the  Virginia  Ave.  route  as  the  shortest  and 
cheapest,  the  Committee,  after  full  consideration,  are  of  opinion  that  the 
strongest  reasons  exist  for  the  adoption  of  the  South  street  route.  In  th( 
first  place,  the  Washington  street  main  has  water  enough  to  carry  without 
Virginia  River.  If  the  large  district  east  of  the  city  be  annexed,  the  Wash- 
ington street  sewer  will  ultimately  be  extended  far  to  the  east,  and  with  its 
many  additional  laterals  would  be  flooded  to  its  full  capacity.  2d.  By  follow- 
ing the  South  street  route  the  whole  region  between  Maryland  and  Ray  sts., 
and  Kentucky  and  Virginia  Avenues,  will  be  thoroughly  drained ;  but  if  the 
Virginia  Avenue  line  be  chosen,  this  whole  section  is  left  unprovided  for. 
3d.  Although  the  South  street  route  is  longer,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  great 
advantage  secured  by  it,  and  the  sewerage  it  gives  a  large  district  will  largely 
counterbalance  its  increased  cost.  We  therefore  strongly  urge  the  adoption 
of  the  South  street  route  in  the  general  plan,  but  with  the  following  change 
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in  its  line  as  laid  down  on  the  map.  We  think  that  instead  of  bending  south 
on  Illinois  street  to  Merrill  street,  and  thence  west  to  the  Avenue,  that  it 
should  continue  west  from  Illinois  street  to  Kentucky  Avenue,  and  thence 
to  the  River,  and  that  Merrill  street  be  drained  by  a  lateral  drain  to  the  Ave- 
nue. By  this  line  we  entirely  avoid  two  sharp  turns  in  the  sewer,  get  the 
same  fall  in  a  much  shorter  distance,  and  of  course  an  increased  velocity  in 
the  current.  The  line  we  recommend  therefore  begins  on  the  donation  line 
on  Fletcher's  Avenue,  running  north-west  to  South  street,  west  on  South  st. 
to  Kentucky  Avenue,  and  south-west  on  Kentucky  Avenue  to  the  River — 
Virginia  Avenue  and  Merrill  street  to  be  provided  for  by  lateral  drains.  We 
think  the  system  thus  mapped  out  a  very  efficient  one,  and  that  if  adopted 
and  completed  it  will  afford  perfect  drainage.  Each  main  sewer  is  in  a  meas- 
ure independent  of  the  others,  yet  all  interlock  in  the  general  plan.  Each 
main  may  be  separately  constructed,  and  the  whole  system  thus  gradually 
completed  without  seriously  impairing  our  resources. 

It  will  be  unnecessary,  and  indeed  impossible,  for  us  to  undertake  the  con- 
struction of  all  the  mains  at  once,  or  even  one  or  two  of  the  mains  with  all 
of  their  laterals.  We  would  urge  the  construction  of  the  mains  first,  with 
only  such  laterals  as  can  hardly  be  dispensed  with — as,  for  instance,  Wash- 
ington street  main,  with  laterals  on  Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  Alabama  and  East 
streets — by  so  doing  we  get,  at  least,  partial  advantages  in  the  sewerage  of 
large  districts  without  so  large  an  expenditure,  and  other  laterals  can  be  add- 
ed as  they  are  needed. 

The  next  question  to  be  considered  is  somewhat  difficult,  on  account  of  the 
local  wants  and  great  necessities  to  be  provided  for.  This  question  is,  what 
main  and  lateral  sewers  must  first  be  built.  We  have  given  it  our  earnest 
consideration.  We  wish  it  were  possible  for  us  to  begin  on  the  Vermont,  the 
Wash'gton  and  the  South  St.  sewers  all  together,  but  fear  that  we  must  restrict 
operations  to  two  of  the  mains  at  the  most.  We  have,  therefore,  asked  our- 
selves which  main,  or  two  mains,  are  most  imperatively  demanded,  or  drain 
the  largest  extent  of  territory.  In  answer  to  these  we  find  the  Washington 
street  sewer  to  be  the  largest,  most  central,  and  ultimately  the  longest  and 
most  important  in  the  system.  It  also  traverses  the  best  built  part  of  the 
city,  and  taps  Illinois  street  where  the  insufficient  drainage  has  long  been 
complained  of.'  Extending  the  inquiry,  we  find  the  South  street  sewer  im- 
peratively needed  at  present,  and  the  city  tacitly  under  agreement  to  provide 
at  once  a  remedy  against  further  damage  to  property  in  the  7th  and  8th 
Wards,  it,  also,  traverses  a  thickly  settled  section,  is  at  present  the  longest 
main,  and  will  drain  the  largest  surface  in  the  system:  its  importance  must 
be  conceded,  and  its  construction  can  scarcely  be  delayed  The  Washington 
and  South  street  sewers  being  regarded  as  the  most  important,  we  have  con- 
cluded to  recommend  that  they  be  first  constructed — the  Washington  street 
main  to  begin,  for  the  present,  at  the  culvert  on  Noble  street  and  end  at  the 
River,  on  the, grade  of  3|  inches  to  the  100  feet,  as  shown  in  the  map  and 
profile,  and  that  laterals  be  constructed  on  the  north  side  only,  on  Illinois, 
Pennsylvania,  Alabama,  and  East  streets,  allowing  surface  drainage  on  the 
south  to  the  Run  We  recommend,  also,  that  the  South  street  sewer  be  at 
once  built,  beginning  on  the  donation  line  on. Fletcher  Avenue,  then  to  South 
street,  i  hen  to  Kentucky  Avenue,  then  to  the  River;  that  it  descend  at  a 
uniform  grade,  and  to  be  of  the  size  specified  on  the  map.  That  the  laterals 
be  constructed  on  the  south  side,  at  present  running  laterals  on  Merrill,  East 
and  Virginia  Avenue.  The  water  on  other  streets,  on  the  line  of  both  mains, 
can  be  conducted  to  them  by  surface  drains  for  soaie  time  to  come,  but  as 
soon  as  possible  we  would  recommend  the  construction  of  the  other  mains 
and  laterals  it  may  be  asked  why  sewers  so  long,  and  such  depth,  are  re- 
commended, and  why  Washington  street  is  chosen  for  the  main  line,  instead 
of  Pogue  Run.  In  the  first  piace,  a  properly  constructed  sewer  should  last 
and  do  is  work  for  ages,  and  should,  therefore,  be  large  enough  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  city  in  the  far  future.  It  should  be  at  such  a  depth  that  all 
cellars  and  night  soil  pits  can  be  thoroughly  drained  to  the  bottom,  and  no 
offensive  smell  reach  the  surface,  even  in  trie  warmest  weather.     This  depth 
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below  the  surface,  when  the  sewer  is  full,  will  give  weight  and  velocity  to  the 
current,  even  when  the  grade  or  descent  is  small. 

Washington  street  is  chosen  because  it  is  the  shortest  line  to  the  River. 
The  sewer  can  also  be  easily  flushed  from  the  Run,  and  the  route  is  also  on 
public  property.  Pogue  Run,  on  the  contrary,  is  almost  altogether  on  private 
property,  is  very  crooked,  and  is  more  than  twice  the  distance  to  the  River. 
All  the  lines  we  recommend  are  on  public  streets. 

The  cost  of  making  the  survey,  map  and  profiles,  was  as  follows :

Resolved,  That  the  report,  profile,  and  general  sewerage  map,  prepared  for 

the  city  by  Messrs.  Phillips  and  Wirth,  Civil  Engineers,  be  accepted,  and  that 

the  general  map  be  backed  and  properly  mounted  and  placed  in  the  office  of 

the  City  Civil  Engineer  for  reference  and  future  use.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  visited  Syracuse  and  made,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  a 

„3  *      thorough  investigation  of  the  cement  sewer-pipe,  made  and  used  under  the 

same  patent  you  propose  to  work  under. 

In  the  first  place  I  ascertained  from  the  city  officers  and  business  men. 
bankers,  &c,  the  character  of  the  Bassett  Brothers  who  have  manufactured 
the  pipe  in  Syracuse  during  the  past  five  years,  and  from  whom  the  city  pur- 
chases all  it  uses.  They  stand  No.  1  in  reputation  as  honest  and  square  busi- 
ness men,  and  among  the  very  best  as  to  ability  and  success  in  the  work  they 
do.  I  then  ascertained  that  the  City  of  Syracuse  made,  the  experiment  of 
this  pipe  about  five  years  ago,  that  it  has  been  successful  far  beyond  expecta- 
tion, and  that  it  is  now  an  official  requirement  in  the  letting  of  sewerage  con- 
tracts, and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  its  position  in  Syracuse  has  been  purely 
and  entirely  built  upon  the  honest  merit  of  the  cement  pipe  itself,  and  not 
the  good  management  of  its  makers. 

The  City  Engineer  could  not  be  found  during  the  day  I  spent  there,  but  1 
found  that  many  miles  of  the  pipe  are  used  and  are  being  added  to  daily.  I 
saw  the  24  inch  size,  egg  shape,  being  laid  through  one  of  the  principal  streets 
when  I  was  there,  and  other  streets  contracted  for  are  only  waiting  the  man- 
ufacture of  the  pipe,  it  being  impossible  to  supply  the  demand.  It  hardens 
with  age,  it  is  cheaper  in  manufacture  than  any  other  sewer  pipe,  it  rarely 
needs  repair  if  laid  with  ordinary  care,  and  can  be  repaired  if  necessary  with 
but  little  trouble  and  skill;  and  in  this  city,  where  it  has  been  used  and  thor- 
oughly tested  for  now  over  five  years,  it  answers  the  best  of  all  tests,  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  people  who  use  it  and  pay  taxes  for  the  privilege. 

After  a  visit  to  the  Bassett  Bros,  place  ot  manufacture,  in  the  suburbs,  1 
took  the  pains  to  call  alone  upon  the  proprietors  of  hotels,  banks,  and  busi- 
ness houses  generally  for  opinions  as  to  the  merits  of  the  pipe.  Not  once  did 
I  hear  any  but  the  warmest  and,  sometimes,  enthusiastic  praises  of  its  suc- 
cess from  all  and  each.  I  saw  at  street  corners  some  sections  of  18  inch  pipe 
for  sink  holes,  which  had  been  exposed  to  the  frosts  and  changes  of  five  win- 
ters, and  were  simply  toughened,  and  improved  without  an  injury  by  crack 
or  warp. 
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I  took  the  liberty  of  making  an  inquiry  into  your  own  standing,  and  the 
Bassetts  pronounce  in  earnest  terms  in  your  favor  as  a  good  business  man, 
strictly  reliable  and  understanding  the  making  of  the  pipe  as  well  as  any 
man  in  the  United  States.  The  offer  is  made  that  if  capital  is  not  furnished 
in  Indianapolis,  it  will  be  furnished  in  Syracuse  for  you. 

The  only  conditions  named  are  good  cement  and  good  gravel.  Our  gravel 
in  Indianapolis  is  much  better  than  that  used  in  Syracuse ;  but  of  the  cement 
I  know  nothing.  That  from  Roudout,  N.  Y.,  and  called,  1  think,  the  "  Ro- 
sendale  brand,"  is  used  here  by  the  Bassetts,  but  they  know  nothing  of  any 
western  cement,  though  the  Louisville  was  suggested  as  having  a  good  repu- 
tation East. 

I  consider  the  matter  one  of  interest  to  the  city,  and  though  not  officially 
desired  or  ordered  to  report  upon  any  such  subject,  shall  take  the  liberty  of 
giving  the  "  Sewerage  Committee"  the  results  of  my  investigation  in  a  better 
form,  and  more  in  detail,  for  its  information  and  such  use  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  as  soon  as  the  chance  occurs  If  you,  or  any  of  our  citizens  inter- 
ested in  your  success,  would  like  information  upon  any  point  not  touched  by 
me  in  this  short  letter,  I  would  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  or  them,  and  an- 
swer promptly.  Respectfully,

John  L  Marsee,  Chairman  Committee  on  Sewerage  and  Drainage,  Indianapolis  : 

Sir: — In  obedience  to  your  request  we  have  made  a  brief  and  somewhat 
hasty  examination  of  the  more  important  portions  of  your  city,  with  a  view 
to  giving  you  our  opinion  upon  the  general  subject  of  the  sewerage  and^drain- 
age  of  the  same,  and  respectfully  report: 

That  after  examining  the  ground  with  a  very  good,  and,  we  think,  accurate 
map  of  the  whole  territory  before  us,  and  availing  ourselves  of  the  valuable 
information  furnished  us  by  yourself  and  the  other  gentlemen  who  accom- 
panied 'us,  we  have  prepared  a  tracing  of  the  map  referred  to,  and  shown  up- 
on it  in  Red  lines  the  main  sewers  which  in  our  judgment  are  required  for 
the  effectual  drainage  of  the  district  under  consideration.  We  have  also  sug- 
gested in  Blue  lines  some  of  the  laterals  that  would  be  required.  You  will 
find  marked  upon  the  plan  the  sizes  of  the  several  portions  of  the  mains 
which  will  afford  the  amount  of  water  way  required,  except  in  cases  hereaf- 
ter explained. 

We  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  a  grand  trunk  or  main  sewer  in  Washing- 
ton street  from  Pogue  Run  to  White  Rivej  is  the  true  foundation,  or  basis, 
for  a  general  system  of  drainage  for  your  whole  city.  This  should  be  18  feet 
below  the  surface  at  Pogue  Run,  and  have  a  uniform  grade  to  low  water  in 
the  River,  and  this  grade  will  be  about  0.30  in  100  feet  throughout.  It  should 
have  the  several  sizes  marked  on  the  plat  down  to  Virginia  Avenue  in  any 
event;  and  if  the  waters  from  the  east  line  of  the  city  which  flow  along  Fletch- 
er and  Virginia  Avenues  should  be  carried,  as  we  think  they  should  be,  along 
Virginia  Ave.  to  Washington  St.  sewer,  then  the  Washington  St  sewer  should 
be  enlarged  from  that  point  to  the  River  one  foot  in  diameter  at  all  points. 
If,  however,  the  drainage  of  this  eastern  district  be  taken  along  South,  Illi- 
nois, and  Merrill  streets,  as  shown  on  the  plat,  then  the  sizes  marked  will  be 
sufficient  in  both  cases. 

You  will  observe  we  have  shown  on  the  profile  two  grades,  one  in  red,  the 
other  in  blue  lines.  The  one  in  red  will  require  an  excavation  of  say  104,348 
cubic  yards,  while  the  one  in  blue  will  require  116,700  yards,  or  a  difference 
in  cost  at  50  cents  per  yard,  of  $6,176. 

We  recommend  the  straight  grade  for  two  important  reasons:  1st.  It  will 
discharge  a  much  greater  amount  of  water  per  minute;  and,  2d.  It  will,  ow- 
ing to  its  greater  depth,  enable  you  to  drain  into  it  a  very  large  territory, 
with  sufficient  fall  to  insure  the  clearing  of  the  lateral  by  their  own  action ; 
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whereas  the  other  would  be  to  a  considerable  extent  deficient  in  both  these 
points,  while  the  entire  saving  of  expense  would  only  be.  some  $6,000,  as  above 
stated,  a  very  small  sum  in  a  work  of  such  magnitude. 

You  will  observe  upon  the  profile  that  the  upper  line  of  figures  in  the  se- 
ries indicates  the  depth  of  the  interior  of  the  sewer  (bottom)  below  the  sur- 
faces at  the  several  points  noted  for  the  grade  in  blue ;  while  the  lower  line 
in  the  series  indicates  the  same  thing  for  the  red  grade — the  other  figures  are 
explained  by  the  notes. 

It  is  contemplated  to  take  into  this  sewer  most  or  all  the  wTater  of  Pogue 
Run  by  means  of  a  well  hole,  or  catch  basin  of  proper  form,  which  should 
have  adjustable  overfalls  so  as  to  allow  any  desired  amount  of  water  to  pass 
off  in  times  of  flood,  and  to  allow  of  flushing  the  sewer  in  times  of  drouth. 

Assuming  that  rain  falls  sometimes  occur  which  require  a  discharge  (after 
deducting  for  absorption,  evaporation,  &c),  say  1J  inches  per  hour,  the 
amount  thrown  upon  the  sewer  from  a  surface  of  284  acres  would  be,  say  426 
cubic  feet  per  second.  An  8J  feet  sewer,  with  a  slope  of  0  30  in  100,  would 
have  a  velocity  of  the  flowing  section  of  7  46  feet  per  second,  its  area  =  56.70 
square  feet,  giving  a  discharge  of  423  cubic  feet  per  second. 

We  observe,  however,  that  the  surface  of  water  in  Pogue  Run  in  flood  time 
will  be  about  10  feet  above  the  center  of  this  sewer  at  its  upper  end,  ana  this 
will  give  a  much  greater  velocity  than  that  named  above,  and  since  we  en- 
large the  sewer  rapidly  as  it  takes  up  the  additional  water  from  the  laterals, 
the  velocity  and  consequent  discharge  will  be  sufficient. 

We  advise  the  drainage  of  the  eastern  portion  of  the  city  through  Virginia 
and  Fletcher  Avenues  into  this  sewer,  because  it  will  be  much  the  shortest 
and  cheapest  route,  and  when  these  mains  are  once  constructed  a  proper  sys- 
tem of  laterals  may  be  put  down  at  any  time,  by  means  of  which  a  very  large 
portion  of  your  city  could  be  effectually  drained.  The  other  line  shown 
would  be  very  long,  and  while  it  would  effectually  drain  the  eastern  and 
south-western  portions  of  the  city,  it  would  be  at  great  cost,  and  by  a  circui- 
tous route 

We  remark  that  you  may  think  the  depth  recommended  too  great;  we  re- 
ply, that  the  extremely  flat  surface  and  great  area  of  your  city,  in  connection 
with  the  fact  that  the  water  must  all  be  discharged  at  one  side  of  the  city, 
renders  this  great  depth  if  not  absolutely  necessary,  at  least  very  desirable. 
It  is  to  be  noted,  too.  that  the  additional  cost  will  not  be  much,  indeed  not 
worth  naming  when  considered  iu  connection  with  its  great  advantages. 

The  soil  and  subsoil  of  your  city  is  of  excellent  quality  for  sewerage  works, 
and  the  surplus  excavation  will  be  found  of  great  value  in  filling  up  the  lots 
and  lands  which  are  generally  much  too  low  for  the  streets  as  improved,  the 
common  error  of  establishing  grades  on  level  or  flat  districts  much  too  high 
for  the  adjacent  lands  having  been  generally  fallen  into  in  your  city,  thus 
rendering  it  difficult  or  impossible  to  drain  the  lots  into  the  streets. 

The  plan  suggested  above  contemplates  taking  all  or  most  of  the  water 
from  Pogue  Run  through  the  sewer  even  in  flood  time;  and  the  capacity  to 
free  about  2,000  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  Washington  street,  together 
Avith  the  drainage  of  the  territory  near  by  and  adjacent  to  Virginia  and 
Fletcher  Avenues,  of  the  waters  from  these  districts  in  flood  time. 

The  water  from  a  large  portion  of  these  districts  could  be  gathered  and 
delivered  to  these  main  lines  by  surface  drainage,  provided  the  streets  in  the 
newer  and  more  remote  parts  of  the  city  be  properly  graded. 

Allow  us  to  remark  that  this  statement  or  report  does  not  pretend  to  abso- 
lute accuracy,  since  it  is  based  upon  a  mere  reconnoisance,  made  in  part  of 
a  single  day ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  feel  assured  you  can  rely  upon  the 
general  facts  stated,  and  besides,  the  estimates  are  mainly  accurate,  based  up- 
on prices  governing  in  this  city. 

We  have  not  given  any  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  Virginia  and  Fletcher 
Avenue  sewers,  but  remark  that  from  what  we  have  said  you  can  approxi- 
mate their  cost.     If  it  is  desired  we  will  furnish  you  an  estimate  of  these. 

Regretting  that  a  press  of  other  duties  has  prevented  us  from  furnishing 
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you  this  at  an  earlier  day,  and  besides  has  even  now  compelled  us  to  present 
it  in  a  less  complete  form  than  we  could  desire,  and  hoping  you  may  find  it 
satisfactory,  We  remain,

Mr.  Newman,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Water  Works,  made 

the  following  minority  report : 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  SO,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  appoint- 
ed to  visit  Peoria  and  inspect  the  operations  of  the  water  works  recently  put 
in  operation  in  that  city,  on  the  Holly  system,  asks  leave  to  report,  that  in 
company  with  Messrs.  Brown,  Heckman  and  Marsee,  of  the  Committee,  and 
some  ten  other  members  of  Council,  and  about  a  dozen  other  citizens  of  the 
city,  arrived  at  Peoria  on  the  evening  of  the  17th  instant,  and  on  the  mora- 
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ing  of  the  18th  instant,  by  cordial  invitation  Mayor  Brotherson,  of  Peoria, 
and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works  Kinsey,  the  entire  company  was 
furnished  with  conveyances  to  the  works  where  the  machinery  and  pumps 
are  operated. 

They  are  situated  in  a  very  excellent  brick  house,  substantial  and  conve- 
nient, and  the  machinery  works  with  great  beauty  and  without  a  jar,  and 
scarcely  any  noise,  but  with  great  power.  The  Superintendent  attached  a 
hose  to  a  hydrant  near  the  works  to  show  us  the  manner  in  which  the  water 
could  be  thrown  through  a  nozzle  varying  from  an  inch  to  an  inch  and  a  quar- 
ter in  size,  and  without  intending  to  be  entirely  accurate,  it  was  a  triumph- 
ant exhibition  of  the  power  of  the  machinery  and  pumps,  and  the  ease  with 
which  the  columns  of  water  were  thrown  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  in  hight  with  great  force.  They  have  three  pumps,  though  they 
used  but  one  of  them  at  a  time,  and  that  seemed  at  a  comparatively  mode- 
rate rate  of  revolution  to  be  sufficient  to  throw  all  the  water  that  seemed  ne- 
cessary for  the  waste  of  the  exhibition,  and  that  with  the  greatest  ease,  while 
the  other  pumps  were  held  in  reserve.  After  witnessing  the  exhibitions  and 
inspecting  the  works  for  from  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  half,  we  returned  to 
the  city,  and  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  witnessed  for  more  than  an  hour  a  display 
of  the  pumps  and  works,  of  great  novelty  to  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
present  and  the  residue  of  our  citizens  in  attendance.  They  attached  hose 
to  fire  plugs  to  the  number  of  nine,  at  least  a  mile  distant  from  the  nearest 
to  the  farthest,  the  farthest  being  at  least  three  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
pumps,  and  threw  from  the  hose,  all  being  visible,  streams  of  water  from 
nozzles  varying  from  seven  eighths  of  an  inch  to  two  inches  in  size,  to  from 
100  to  166  feet  in  hight,  and  a  force  calculated  to  drown  out  any  fire  that 
might  occur.  No  member  of  the  Council  nor  citizen  of  this  city  but  seemed 
surprised  and  pleased,  and  I  heard  no  expression  of  disapprobation  nor  dis- 
belief as  to  the  value  of  the  power  thus  controlled  for  a  water  supply,  nor 
for  the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

On  the  morning  of  the  19th  instant  we  left  Peoria  by  way  of  Pekin  and 
Jacksonville,  for  Springfield,  Illinois,  desiring  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  the  return  trip  to  visit  the  water  works  at  the  last  named  place,  on 
the  reservoir  system.  On  our  arrival  at  Springfield  in  the  evening,  we  were 
met  at  the  depot  by  Mayor  Broadwell,  with  conveyances,  who  took  us  to  the 
Leland  House,  where  we  fared  suptuously  and  rested  until  morning,  when 
Mayor  Broadwell,  who,  with  E.  R.  Roberts,  Comptroller,  and  F.  Fleury,  Clerk, 
conveyed  us  out  to  the  reservoir,  which,  with  the  stand-pipe,  is  a  beautiful 
piece  of  work  and  about  a  mile  out  of  tiis  city.  The  water  is  pumped  from 
the  Sangamon  river,  four  or  five  miles  from  the  reservoir.  The  water  is  not 
of  the  best  quality,  but  is  greatly  improved  by  the  settling  in  the  reservoir. 
There  was  no  novelty  in  these  works,  as  many  of  our  party  had  seen  similar 
works.  At  half  past  ten,  A.  M.,  we  left  Springfield,  and  arrived  home  at  half 
past  seven,  P.  M. 

Our  entire  party,  so  far  as  I  heard  any  expression,  were  much  impressed 
with  the  great  importance  of  proper  water  works  for  our  city,  to  be  available 
for  domestic  use  and  to  aid  in  the  suppression  of  fires,  and  they  were  much 
struck  with  the  enterprise  and  courage  of  the  citizens  of  Peoria  and  Spring- 
field, cities  of  considerably  less  population  than  our  city,  to  have  gone  so  far 
ahead  of  us  in  water  works  and  sewerage,  and  we  could  hardly  avoid  the 
blush  at  our  backwardness  in  these  particulars,  and  if  we  could  cordially 
unite  on  the  plan  I  am  persuaded  we  would  not  delay  to  commence  at  least 
towards  a  protection  against  fires,  so  eminently  necessary  to  our  people. 

I  am  persuaded,  in  my  own  mind,  that  the  Holly  system  is  better  adapted 
to  our  needs  than  any  other.  It  is  more  economical  in  construction  in  the 
first  place,  and  cheaper  in  its  operation,  and  is  a  greater  security  against  flies, 
such  as  no  other  system  furnishes,  and  will  dispense  with  three-quarters  of 
the  expense  of  our  present  fire  department,  whtjst  all  the  expenses  of  pur- 
chasing and  laying  the  necassary  pipes  to  conduct  the  water  are  not  greater 
in  that  system  than  in  any  other,  and  could  he  so  laid  as  to  be  used  in  any 
other  system  equally  well,  while  all  the  expenses  of  engines  and  other  ma- 
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chinery  for  the  purpose  of  putting  it  in  operation  will  not  exceed  $50,000; 
and  I  am  assured  that  the  most  ample  guarantee  can  be  had  in  case  of  failure 
to  give  satisfaction,  that  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company  will  require  no 
pay  for  the  engines,  pumps  and  machinery,  so  the  objection  to  the  system  on 
account  of  its  being  used  would  be  obviated,  and  if  such  were  not  the  case 
the  objection  of  newness  to  the  greatest  improvements  has  been  urged  against 
the  greatest  and  most  beneficial  discoveries  and  improvements — the  discov- 
ery and  application  of  steam  in  its  multiplied  uses.  How  long  has  it  been 
since  it  was  said  by  eminent  men  that  steam  could  never  be  applied  to  ocean 
navigation?  How  long  has  it  been  since  the  application  of  electricity,  or 
magnetism,  to  transmit  intelligence  was  ridiculed  and  laughed  to  utter  scorn 
by  the  concentrated  wisdom  of  skeptics,  politicians,  mechanics  and  philoso- 
phers? Who  cannot  recollect  the  doubt  and  incredulity  with  which  the  loco- 
motive, the  building  of  railways,  and  their  beneficial  and  increasing  advan- 
tages to  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  commerce  and  the  world  were 
looked  upon  by  most  of  the  wisest  among  us  with  doubt,  and  in  many  cases 
derision  ?  And  always  the  doubts  ond  scoffs  were  made  because  the  improve- 
ments were  new.  As  at  present  advised,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
Holly  system  of  water  supply  and  fire  protection. 

1  cannot  close  without  commending  the  energy  and  enterprise  and  liberal- 
ity ol  our  Illinois  friends  of  Peoria  and  Springfield,  nor  without  expressing 
our  sense  of  obligation  to  the  courtesy  of  the  President  of  the  Indianapolis,

Gentlemen: — The  present  owners  of  the  150  acres  of  land  lately  owned  by 
James  M.  Ray,  cornering  with  the  corporate  limits  on  the  south-east,  and  be- 
ing the  north-west  quarter  of  section  18,  township  15,  range  4,  propose  to  sell 
to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  a  Park,  any  quantity  of  said  land,  from  25 
acres  to  100  acres,  for  $500  per  acre,  payable  in  6  per  cent,  twenty  year  bonds 
of  the  city.  We  ask  no  conditions,  except  that  it  be  used  as  a  Park  when 
the  city  is  ready  to  improve  it.  No  one  can  doubt  but  that  the  land  is  very 
cheap  at  this  price,  and  a  few  years  would  fully  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  such 
a  purchase.  The  ground  is  beautifully  adapted  to  the  purpose  of  a  Park, 
having  a  clear  stream  of  water  running  through  the  full  length  of  it.  A  very 
trifling  outlay  would  make  it  highly  ornamental.  When  the  bonds  would 
fall  due  this  property  would  be  worth  four  times  what  it  is  now  offered  at, 
and  the  city  would  have  made  a  very  fine  speculation.  The  property  is  geo- 
graphically well  situated  for  a  Park  for  the  city,  being  close  to  that  part  of 
the  city  where  the  laboring  classes  reside,  and  being  easy  of  access  to  that 
class  of  our  citizens.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  sundry  proposals  from  James  M.  Ray,  Andrew  Wallace,  Henry  Busher, 
and  Thomas  Wren,  proposing  to  sell  to  the  city  certain  ground  for  a  Station 
House,  have  examined  each  location  and  will  state  that  the  grounds  were 
offered  at  the  following  prices : 
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The  lot  offered  by  James  M.  Ray  is  one  square  north  of  Washington  street 
on  the  east  side  of  Alabama  street,  fronting  west,  with  a  30  foot  alley  on  the 
south  side,  70  feet  front  by  142  feet  deep,  and  can  be  purchased  at  $90  per 
foot  front. 

The  lot  offered  by  Thomas  Wren  is  one-half  square  south  of  Washington 
street,  on  the  east  side  of  Alabama  street,  fronting  west,  with  a  30  foot  alley. 
on  the  north  side,  forty  feet  front  by  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  feet  deep, 
and  can  be  purchased  for  $100  per  foot  front. 

The  lot  offered  by  Henry  Busher  is  104  feet  west  of  Alabama  street,  on  the 
north  side  of  Maryland  street,  and  fronting  south,  31  feet  front  by  140  feet 
deep,  and  can  be  purchased  for  $80  per  foot  front.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  undersigned,  Agent  for  the  new  "Fire  Extinguisher,"  would  respect- 
fully ask  that  you  have  a  sufficient  number  of  them  placed  in  the  City  Hos- 
pital. The  county  are  about  providg  them  for  the  County  Poor  Asylum.  His 
Excellency,  Governor  Baker  has  recommended  them  for  introduction  in  the 
State  Benevolent  Institutions ;  and  yourselves  will  appreciate  the  expediency 
of  ordering  them  into  the  City  Hospital.  The  bare  thought  of  a  fire  in  such 
a  building  is  terrible  to  contemplate.  The  danger  in  removing  the  sick,  and 
their  fright  and  exposure,  are  no  less  an  immediate  result  of  using  a  fire  en- 
gine upon  the  building,  than  would  follow  were  it  actually  to  burn;  while  the 
Extinguisher  furnishes  a  ready  means  of  putting  out  a  fire  of  ordinary  size 
without  injury  to  either  building  or  occupants.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  your 
honorable  body  will  immediately  order  the  purchase  of  such  a  number  as 
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may  seem  best  to  you  for  the  protection  of  the  said  building  against  loss  by 
fire.

Indianapolis,  Sept.  20,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Contracts,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
proposals  for  various  street  improvements  have  examined  the  same,  and  find 
the  following  persons  to  be  the  lowest  bidders,  and  recommend  that  contracts 
be  awarded  as  follows,  to-wit : 
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1st.  For  grading  and  graveling  Douglass  street  and  sidewalks,  from  New 
York  to  North  streets,  as  follows  :  East  side,  from  New  York  to  Vermont 
streets,  at  67  cents  per  lineal  foot;  west  side,  between  same  points,  at  45  cts. 
per  lineal  foot ;  from  south  side  of  Vermont  street  to  North  street,  each  side, 
67  cents  per  lineal  foot,  to  Robt.  H.  Patterson. 

2d.  For  grading,  paving  with  brick,  and  curbing  the  outside  edge  with  white 
oak  plank,  the  sidewalk  on  the  east  side  of  Delaware  street,  from  Ft.  Wayne 
Avenue  to  St.  Clair  street,  to  Fearry  &  Dillon,  at  65  cents  per  lineal  foot  front 
for  paving,  and  20  cents  per  lineal  foot  front  for  curbing.

For  building  stone  culverts,  one  on  the  west  side  of  Delaware  street 
at  the  intersection  of  the  Central  and  Union  Railway  tracks,  and  one  at  the 
crossing  of  Tennessee  street  on  the  south  side  of  Market  street,  at  $5.75  per 
cubic  yard  for  stone  work.  Flagging  45  cents  per  superficial  foot.  Bowlder- 
ing  40  cents  per  superficial  yard,  to  Burk  &  Richter.

ceeded with  the  investigation.  Upon  the  request  of  the  Committee  the  Chief 
Fire  Engineer  presented  the  following  charge: 

After  a  full  and  careful  investigation  of  the  said  charge,  receiving  such  tes- 
timony as  was  presented  in  support  of  the  same,  and  such  evidence  as  was 
adduced  in  opposition  thereto,  weighing  it  all  and  allowing  full  value  there- 
to, have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  charge  was  not  sustained,  but  on 
the  contrary  we  find  that  Mr.  Glazier  has  been  a  prompt,  faithful,  diligent 
and  reliable  Engineer ;  that  the  engine  has  not  been  burned  as  charged ;  also 
that  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  erred  in  discharging  him.  We  also  exonerate 
the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  from  any  intention  of  wrong  doing,  but  simply  an 
excusable  mistake  caused  by  misinformation.  We  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  charge  made  that  Frank  Glazier  burned  the  Fire  En- 
gine in  his  charge  has  not  been  sustained  by  the  testimony. 

Resolved  further,  That  exact  justice  demands  the  reinstatement  of  Mr. 
Frank  Glazier  to  the  charge  of  tbo  No.  1  Engine,  from  which  he  was  recently 
suspended.

and  Hanway  &  Lefever,  99  cents.  Hanway  &,  Lefever  being  the  next  lowest 
bidders,  we  would  recommend  that  they  be  awarded  the  contract. 

6th.  For  the  improvement  of  St.  Joseph  stieet,  from  Meridian  to  Illinois 
street,  there  was  only  one  bid  presented,  and  that  was  by  James  Mahoney, 
at  $1.75  per  foot  front  on  each  side  of  the  line  to  be  improved.  We  would 
recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  re-advertise  for  proposals  to  improve  said 
street.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  petition  signed  by  Julia  A.  Brown,  R.  M.  Cosby  and  others,  asking  the  ^ 
Council  to  vacate  Railroad  street  from  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  Saint  Clair 
street;  and  also  a  remonstrance  against  vacating  said  street,  signed  by  Robt. 
F.  Bence,  John  Coburn,  Andrew  Wallace,  John  L.  Hanna  and  others,  report 
againt  the  vacation  of  said  street,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  di- 
rected to  notify  R.  M.  Cosby  to  remove  all  obstructions  placed  by  him  at  the 
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intersection  of  Railroad  street  and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and  on  failure  to 
do  so  within  five  days  from  time  of  notice,  that  the  City  Attorney  take  legal 
steps  to  compel  him  to  do  so. 

2d.  A  statement  was  also  referred  to  your  Committee,  made  by  the  Civil 
Engineer,  in  regard  to  work  done  by  Thomas  Wren  on  Tennessee  street.

Mr.  Kahn  introduced  the  following  ordinance,  No.  55,  1869  : 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the   Water   Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to       vf 
construct,  maintain  and  operate   Water  Works,  and  supply  water  to  the 
city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and 
prescribing  their  duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
that  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  companies  for  the 
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construction  of  Water  Works  in,  and  for  incorporated  cities,  to  enable  such 
cities  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  such  companies,  and  to  issue  and  sell  bonds 
for  the  payment  thereof/'  approved  March  6,  1865.  And  by  virtue  of  the 
further  powers  and  authority  of  said  Common  Council,  otherwise  in  them  by- 
law vested,  consent,  permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given,  granted  and 
duly  vested  in  and  unto  "The  Indianapolis  Water  Work's  Company,"  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  organized  in  the  month  of  October,  in  the  year  1869, 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  their  successors,  the  privilege  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  Water  Works  in  and  for  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, to  take,  hold  and  convey  pure  filtered  water,  by  steam  or  other  power, 
to,  into  and  throughout  the  said  city,  by  aqueducts,  pipes  or  conduits;  and 
also  to  take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  as  by  law  authorized,  any 
land,  real  estate,  easement  or  water  rights,  deemed  necessary  for  erecting, 
laying  and  maintaining,  and  to  erect  and  construct,  lay,  maintain  and  ope- 
rate such  aqueducts,  pipes,  conduits,  dams,  gates,  pumps,  bridges,  reservoirs, 
embankments,  waterways,  drains  and  other  structures,  as  may  be  necessary, 
or  convenient  to  insure  a  sufficient  supplv  of  pure  and  wholesome  water,  and 
to  convey  the  same  into  and  throughout  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  Water  Work's  Company  of  Indianapolis,  and  their 
successors,  are  hereby  invested  with  the  privilege  of  using  the  streets,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  it  is  now,  or  may  hereafter 
be  laid  out  and  enlarged,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  in  said  streets,  alleys 
and  public  grounds,  pipes',  conduits,  waterways  and  other  structures  for  the 
conveyance  in  and  throughout  said  city,  of  pure  water,  for  the  use  of  said 
city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  subject  to  the  limitations,  conditions  and 
provisions  herein  contained,  and  provided  that  said  pipes,  conduits,  water- 
ways and  other  structures  &hall  be  so  laid  as  not  to  interfere  with  or  abridge 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company, 
or  interfere  with  other  public  works,  nor  with  the  present  or  future  drainage 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  said  Company  propose  to  open  and  tear  up  any 
part  of  any  street,  alley  or  public  ground  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down 
pipes  or  water  courses,  they  shall  give  to  the  Street  Commissioners  of  said 
city  at  least  three  days'  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not.  during  the  progress  of 
their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  said  street  or  alley,  and 
said  Company  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  complete  their  work  upon 
said  street  or  alley,  and  re  grade,  re  gravel,  re-pave,  or  re  bowlder  the  same, 
leaving  it  in  as  good  condition  as  the  same  was  when  opened  or  torn  up  by 
said  Company ;  and  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  or  should  they  subsequently 
get  out  of  repair  or  good  condition,  in  consequence  of  such  opening  or  tear- 
ing up,  or  because  of  imperfect  repairs,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  city  may 
cause  the  work  to  be  done,  and  may  retain  the  amount  of  the  cost  thereof 
out  of  any  moneys  due,  or  afterwards  becoming  due,  to  said  Company;  and 
the  Company  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to  any  person  or  property  re- 
sulting from  any  neglect,  mismanagement  or  fault  of  themselves  or  their 
employes  And  should  the  city  be  sued  therefor,  the  company,  or  some  offi- 
cer thereof,  shall  be  notified  of  such  suit,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  company  to  defend  or  settle  the  same;  and  should  a  iudgment  be 
recovered  against  the  city,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amount,  with  all  costs, 
from  said  Company,  and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  evidence  in  the  cause  to  entitle  the  city  to  recover  in 
any  suit  brought  against  said  company. 

Sec  4.  That  in  consideration  of  the  privileges  herein  granted,  the  said 
company  shall  furnish  to  the  said  city,  upon  the  several  streets  on  which 
pipes  and  water  courses  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  cisterns  and  localities  off 
from  said  pipes  and  water  courses  as  the  city  may  conduct  the  same  to,  such 
quantity  of  water  as  may  be  required  by  th.-  City  Council  for  public  use  and 
drainage  and  fire  purposes,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  Company  and  said  Council;  but  in  no  case  is  said 
city  to  pay  more  for  such  supply  of  water  than  is  paid  by  other  cities  of  the 
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United  States,  of  equal  population,  that  are  supplied  with  as  efficient  water 
works.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  such  supply  of  water  the  city  may 
attach  to  the  mains  or  supply  pipes  of  said  company  as  many  hydrants  and 
Are  plugs  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessary,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  draw 
therefrom  ail  water  necessary  for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires, 
washing,  cleaning,  cooling,  flushing  or  sprinkling  the  streets,  pavements,  gut- 
ters, alleys,  sewers  and  public  grounds ;  and  may  also  attach  to  each  fire  plug 
a  cock,  faucet,  or  nozzle,  from  which  water  may  be  drawn,  by  citizens  or  pass- 
ers by,  for  all  purposes  of  drinking  for  persons  or  animals ;  and  said  company 
shall  afford  the  city  any  and  all  needed  facilities  and  convenience  for  attach- 
ing such  plugs  or  hydrants.  The  city  may  at  any  time  remove  any  plug  or 
hydrant,  and  after  such  removal  the  same  shall  be  no  longer  charged  or  paid 
for.  In  the  attachment,  and  in  the  removal  of  fire  plugs  and  hydrants  by 
the  city,  the  work  shall  be  done  skilfully  and  carefully,  so  as  not  to  injure  or 
■endanger  the  pipes,  waterways,  or  other  structures  of  the  company. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  shall,  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  commence  {.he  construction  of  said  water  works;  and  shall, 
within  one  year  and  thr.ee  months  from  the  time  the  same  is  commenced, 
have  their  pipesiaalVj^$£er, courses  laid  down  into  and  connecting  the  same 
with  the  city.  -  An-4-ebott-ld  said  company  fail  to  commence  the  construction 
of  said  water  works  within  ninety  days,  or  having  commenced  the  same  shall 
fail  to  lay  down  pipes  connecting  the  same  wixh  the  city,  and  ^furn^sh  water 
therefrom,  within  one  year  and  three  nlpatlj|[;frp^|thef  con^meftcement  of 
said  work,  or  shall  fail  to  furnish  the  city  and  £j£^^sw4±imj[)yjp4mhev,  at  as 
low  rates  as  other  cities  of  like  population  are  supplied  with  as  efficient  sup- 
ply of  water,  then,  and  in  either  case,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein 
granted  shall  be  forfeited  by  said  company,  :*nd  shall  revert  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  company  shall  extend  their  pipes  or  mains  for  conduct- 
ing water  on  or  along  any  street,  or  any  alley,  in  said  city,  wherever  the  same 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  Common  Council :  Provided,  The  said  city,  or  Com- 
mon Council,  shall  attach  thereto  at  least  one  hydrant  or  fire  plug  on  each 
five  hundred  feet  of  pipe  or  main  so  laid  or  extended,  and  shall  pay  therefor, 
as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec  7.  The  said  company  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adoption 
of  this  ordinance,  prepare  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and  keep  the 
same  open  for  thirty  days,  at  some  accessible  and  convenient  place,  during 
business  hours,  in  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  of  which  due  notice 
shall  be  given  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  papers  of  said  city ;  and  said  city 
shall,  at  any  time,  have  the  right  to  subscribe  for  and  take  any  such  amount 
or  portion  of  said  stock  as  said  Council  may  direct  by  resolution,  and  remain- 
ing unsubscribed  for  at  the  time  of  such  subscription  by  said  city. 

Sec.  8.  From  and  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  time  of  the 
organization  of  said  company,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  of  purchasing  +"rom  said  company  all 
the  buildings,  machinery,  aqueducts,  pipes,  water  courses,  easements,  fixtures, 
apparatus,  and  other  property  of  such  company,  with  all  its  corporate  rights 
and  priviles,  at  such  price  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Common  Council  of 
said  city  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company;  and  in  case  of  disa- 
greement between  said  parties,  the  price  to  be  ascertained  and  determined 
by  five  disinterested  persons,  non-residents  of  said  city,  two  of  whom  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Common  Council,  and  two  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said 
Company,  and  the  fifth  by  the  four  thus  chosen:  Provided,  That  said  Water 
Work's  Company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sell  out  to  any  company  whatsoever 
within  five  years,  without  first  giving  to  the  City  Council  the  refusal  to  pur- 
chase at  the  same  rates  as  offered  to  others. 

Sec  9.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  construct- 
ing and  operating  water  works  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  term  of 
five  years ;  Provided,  That  said  Water  Work's  Company  comply  with  each 
and  every  one  of  the  foregoing  conditions. 
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Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage :  Pro- 
vided, There  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  within  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  such  passage,  a  certified  copy,  from  the  records  of  said  Water 
Work's  Company,  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company- 
accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  recited;  and  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance,  accompa- 
nying such  proclamation  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  should  the  same 
not  be  so  accepted  within  thirty  days,  then  this  ordinance  shall  be  nnll  and 
void.

low  rates  as  other  cities  of  like  population  are  supplied  with  as  efficient  sup- 
ply of  water,  then,  and  in  either  case,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein 
granted  shall  be  forfeited  by  said  company,  ^nd  shall  revert  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  company  shall  extend  their  pipes  or  mains  for  conduct- 
ing water  on  or  along  any  street,  or  any  alley,  in  said  city,  wherever  the  same 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  Common  Council :  Provided,  The  said  city,  or  Com- 
mon Council,  shall  attach  thereto  at  least  one  hydrant  or  fire  plug  on  each 
five  nundred  feet  of  pipe  or  main  so  laid  or  extended,  and  shall  pay  therefor, 
as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  company  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adoption

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage:  Pro- 
vided, There  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  within  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  such  passage,  a  certified  copy,  from  the  records  of  said  Water 
Work's  Company,  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company 
accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  recited;  and  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance,  accompa- 
nying such  proclamation  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  should  the  same 
not  be  so  accepted  within  thirty  days,  then  this  ordinance  shall  be  nnll  and 
void.

REPORTS   FROM    CITY    OFFICERS- 

The  City  Attorney  made  the  following  report ; 

Indianapolts,  Oct.  11,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  concerning  the  improvement 
of  North  Illinois  street,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  opinions : 
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The  ordinance  directing  the  improvements  provides  that  the  expense  of 
making  it  shall  be  collected  frpm  the  property  owners.  The  statute  provides 
that  in  cases  of  street  improvements,  "no  question  of  fact  shall  be  tried 
which  may  arise  prior  to  the  making  of  the  contract.'' — (Acts  of  1867,  p.  68.) 
In  the  late  case  of  Palmer  vs.  Stumph,  29  Ind,  329,  the  Supreme  Court  say: 
"The  plain  intent  of  the  statute  is,  to  prevent  the  owner  of  property  to  be 
benefited  by  a  contemplated  improvement,  made  by  the  Common  Council, 
of  the  street  in  front  of  his  property  from  remaining  silent  until  he  has  se- 
cured the  full  benefit  of  the  work,  and  then  avoiding  the  payment  therefor. 
If  he  denies  the  power  of  the  Council  to  order  the  improvement,  he  must 
test  the  question  of  injunction  before  the  work  is  done."  See,  also,  the  cases 
of  City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  Imberry,  17  lnd  ,  p.  175;  Commissioners  of  Allen 
County  vs.  Silvers,  22  lnd.  491.  Under  these  decisions  it  is  clear  that  the 
contractors  are  entitled  to  estimates  and  precepts.  The  Council  have  no  legal 
right  to  withhold  them. 

The  decisions  cited  disposed  of  the  question  as  between  property  owners 
and  the  contractors.  The  question  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Street  Railway 
Company  to  the  city,  and  of  the  city  to  the  property  owners,  for  the  improve- 
ment  of  the  space  occupied  by  the  tracks  is  much  more  difficult.  That  the 
Railway  Company  were  bound  to  repair  the  street  is,  I  think,  clear,  notwith- 
standing the  change  made  by  the  ordinance  amending  the  original  ordinance 
granting  the  right  of  way.  The  question,  therefore,  is:  Can  the  city  relieve 
the  Railway  Company  from  this  liability,  and  impose  it  upon  the  property 
owners?  That  the  Common  Council  may,  if  they  choose,  pay  out  of  the  gen- 
eral treasury  for  improving  the  space  of  the  streets  occupied  by  the  Railway 
tracks,  is  plain.  Section  70  of  the  Charter  contains  the  following  clause: 
"  And  to  cause  such  expenses,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  gen- 
eral treasury  of  the  city.  (Acts  of  1867,  p.  67.)  The  Common  Council  may, 
if  they  deem  it  just,  pay  the  expense  of  improving  the  portion  of  the  street 
occupied  by  the  Railway  Company."  W nether  the  city  can  be  legally  corn- 
pelled  to  pay  it,  is  a  question  I  do  not  now  decide.

That  the  City  Clerk  advertise  for  sealed  proposals  for  building  stone  abut- 
ments over  the  waste  way  of  the  Central  Canal  near  Geisendorff's  mill;  and 
also  for  the  construction  of  an  Iron  Bridge  to  be  placed  on  said  stone  abut- 
ments, and  that  he  advertise  for  two  weeks  in  the  Daily  Journal,  Cincinnati 
Commercial  and  Chicago  Tribune,  and  that  the  Civil  Engineer  furnish  him 
the  plans  and  specifications. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Locke  introduced  special  appropriation  ordinance  No.  44 — 
1869,  entitle  1 : 

An  Ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  use 
of  the  Street  Commissioner,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  bridges,  &c. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Locke  ofiered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  plans  for  Sewers,  recommended  by  Moses  Lane,  Civil 
Engineer,  is  hereby  approved,  so  far  as  Kentucky  Avenue  and  South  street 
are  involved,  the  first  named  from  Washington  street  to  White  river,  and  the 
second  named  from  Kentucky  Avenue  to  Virginia  Avenue,  and  Fletcher  Av- 
enue to  Cedar  street,  and  that  the  City  Clerk  advertise  for  sealed  proposals 
for  constructing  such  Sewers,  viz :  From  White  river  to  Washington  street 
along  Kentucky  Avenue,  and  from  Kentucky  Avenue  to  the  east  side  of 
Pogue  Run,  along  South  street,  according  to  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
prepared  by  the  Civil  Engineer,  said  proposals  to  be  received  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Council  to  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1869.  Separate  pro- 
posals are  invited  for  each  of  said  sewers;  and  that  such  advertisement  be 
published  one  time  each  in  the  Cincinnati  Daily  Commercial  and  Chicago 
Tribune. 

Mr.  Kahn  called  for  the  following  from  Mr.  Lane,  Civil  Engineer : 

SEWERAGE   AND   DRAINAGE. 

Report  of  Moses  Lane,  Civil  Engineer,  on  a  system  of  Drainage 
for  the  whole  city. 

Indianapolis,  Sept.  29,  18G9. 
To  John  L.  Mar  see,  Esq.,  Chairman,  &c. : 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  instructions  from  your  Committee,  I  have  exam- 
ined the  plan  proposed  for  the  drainage  of  Indianapolis,  after  having  been 
shown  the  most  important  localities  to  be  considered  in  designing  a  system 
of  drainage  for  the  whole  city. 

In  tne  general  examination  of  the  localities  where  the  sewers  at  the  pres- 
sent  time  seem  to  be  very  greatly  needed,  I  w,;s  accompanied  by  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor  of  the  city,  the  members  of  your  Committee,  and  other  members 
of  the  City  Council, 
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It  must  be  entirely  apparent  to  your  Committee  that  as  the  area  to  be 
drained  which  lies  within  the  present  limits  of  the  city  is  about  four  square 
miles,  and  as  there  is  the  surface  drainage  of  a  still  larger  area  outside  of  the 
corporate  limits  which  must  be  provided  for  in  any  general  system  of  drain- 
age for  the  whole  city,  the  few  days  I  have  spent  in  examining  the  localities 
and  investigating  this  subject  have  not  afforded  sufficient  time  to  prepare  and 
present  a  complete  plan  and  final  report  which  would  be  entirely  satisfactory 
to  your  Committee  or  myself. 

This  report  will,  therefore,  be  only  preliminary,  in  which  I  shall  state  the 
locations  recommended  for  the  main  or  principal  sewers,  and  some  of  the 
reasons  which  have  led  me  to  adopt  and  recommend  them. 

The  plan  which  has  been  laid  before  me  does  not  purport  to  be  a  complete 
plan,  but  only  a  skeleton  or  outline  plan  showing  the  location  and  sizes  of 
some  of  the  main  sewers,  and  indicating  the  connection  of  the  branch  sew- 
ers with  the  mains  and  their  general  directions.  It  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  in  a  plan  prepared  in  so  very  short  a  time  as  this  was,  there  may  not  be 
many  important  changes  suggested,  which  even  the  designers  of  the  plan 
would,  a*ter  careful  study,  approve  and  adopt. 

I  have  not  had  time  thus  far  to  examine  all  the  mains  and  branches  shown 
on  this  plan,  nor  the  whole  territory  of  the  city  and  its  suburbs,  the  drainage 
of  which  passes  through  the  city  and  would  have  to  be  provided  for;  I  will 
herein  confine  myself  to  such  portions  only  as  I  have  examined. 

First  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  main  sewer  in  Fletcher  Avenue  and 
South  street,  which  has  been  made  by  the  Common  Council,  through  Fletch- 
er Avenue  to  South  street,  and  thence  in  South  street  to  Kentucky  Avenue, 
thence  in  Kentucky  Avenue  to  the  River. 

I  think  this  is  the  best  location  for  a  main  sewer  to  drain  the  southerly 
portion  of  the  city  you  can  select.  I  have  examined  the  grades  of  this  sew- 
er as  shown  on  the  profile  in  the  City  Engineers  office,  and  they  appear  to 
be  sufficiently  low  to  afford  good  and  satisfactory  inclinations  for  the  sewers 
which  may  be  built  in  the  lateral  streets. 

It  is  the  design,  as  I  understand  it,  to  drain  the  large  intermittent  stream 
called  Virginia  river,  through  this  main  sewer.  The  sizes  shown  on  the  plan 
will  be  large  enough  for  this  purpose,  if  the  surface  drainage  which  forms 
this  stream  is,  as  was  stated  to  me  by  the  City  Engineer,  about  one  square 
mile  outside  of  the  city  limits.  In  fact  these  sizes  will,  on  the  grades  estab- 
lished, drain  a  much  larger  area. 

The  next  and  most  important  main  sewer  is  the  Washington  street  sewer, 
through  which  it  is  proposed  to  drain  a  large  portion  of  the  area  of  the  whole 
city.  This  sewer,  as  shown  on  the  plan  already  referred  to,  commences  at 
the  junction  of  Washington  street  and  Pogue  Run,  and  passes  through  Wash- 
ington street  directly  to  the  River  at  the  westerly  line  of  the  city.  I  regret 
my  not  having  had  the  pleasure  of  discussing  this  proposed  location  of  this 
main  sewer,  with  the  gentlemen  who  proposed  and  recommended  it,  that  I 
might  know  their  reasons  for  recommending  this  location.  I  think  their 
principal  reason  was  that  this  was  the  shortest  line  to  the  River,  and  hence 
appeared  the  cheapest,  It  would  also  afford  drainage  to  the  central  portion 
of  the  city,  where  the  large  hotels  are  located  and  where  the  sewers  are  now 
so  greatly  needed,  by  building  less  length  of  sewer,  than  if  located  in  any 
other  street  or  avenue. 

Independently  of  these  reasons  I  respectfully  suggest  and  recommend  a 
different  location  of  this  main  sewer  The  location  1  recommend  is  to  start 
the  sewer  at  the  junction  of  Washington  street  and  Pogne  Run,  and  continue 
it,  as  shown  on  the  plan  to  Kentucky  Avenue,  but  thence  to  locate  it  in  Ken- 
tucky Avenue  to  the  River. 

The  location  of  the  South  street  sewer,  already  referred  to  as  having  been 
adopted,  and  which  certainly  appears  to  be  the  best  location  for  this  sewer 
that  can  be  selected,  renders  necessary  the  building  of  a  large  sewer  in  Ken- 
tucky Avenue  from  South  street  to  the  Fiver.  By  diverting  the  Washington 
street  main  sewer  into  Kentucky  Avenue  at  the  junction  of  Illinois  and  Wash- 
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ington  streets,  this  sewer  would  receive  the  whole  drainage  from  South  street 
with  a  very  small  enlargement  at  that  point,  and  discharge  the  same  into  the 
River.  The  chief  reason  for  recommending  the  location  of  that  portion  of 
this  large  main  sewer  west  of  Illinois  street,  in  Kentucky  Avenue  instead  of 
in  Washington  street  is,  that  the  point  of  discharge  of  the  sewerage,  or  the 
outlet  of  the  sewer,  will  thus  be  about  thirty-seven  hundred  feet  lower  down 
the  River  than  if  located  at  the  foot  of  Washington  street. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  discharge  the  drainage  from  the  sewers 
into  the  River  as  far  down  stream  or  below  the  city  as  possible.  It  will  pro- 
bably be  found  desirable  at  some  future  time  to  discharge  most  of  the  city 
drainage  into  the  River  at  or  below  Kentucky  Avenue.  This  can  be  done 
without  great  expense,  by  building  an  intercepting  sewer  to  carry  off  the 
drainage  of  that  part  of  the  city  west  of  Missouri  street,  if  this  general  idea 
of  discharging  the  sewerage  into  the  River  as  far  down  stream  as  possible  is 
kept  in  view  in  the  first  location  of  the  sewers.  Any  such  intercepting  sewer 
as  here  referred  to  may  not  probably  be  required  in  many  years. 

For  the  drainage  of  that  part  Of  the  city  north  of  Washington  street,  I 
recommend  that  the  streets  lying  east  of  Missouri  street,  viz.,  Mississippi, 
Tennessee,  Illinois,  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania,  with  the  streets  running  east 
and  west,  viz.,  Market,  Ohio,  New  York,  Vermont  and  Michigan,  be  drained 
by  sewers  running  southerly  from  North  street  into  the  Washington  street 
main  sewer.  ^ 

That  portion  of  the  city  east  of  Pennsylvania  street  and  Fort  Wayne  Ave- 
nue, will  most  easily  and  naturally  be  drained  into  the  Washington  street 
main  or  some  of  the  larger  sub-mains  which  will  be  discharged  into  it. 

For  the  drainage  of  that  part  of  the  city  west  of  Missouri  street  and  north 
of  Washington  street,  I  am  not  yet  prepared  to  recommend  the  proper  loca- 
tion for  the  main  sewers,  as  I  have  not  had  sufficient  time  to  study  the  plan 
and  examine  carefully  the  locality.  If  the  drainage  from  this  portion  of  the 
city  can,  without  too  great  expense,  be  thrown  into  the  River  below  the  mouth 
of  Fall  Creek,  I  should  recommend  to  do  it,  otherwise  I  should  recommend 
discharging  it  into  Fall  Creek  as  near  the  mouth  as  possible,  keeping  in  view 
the  probable  necessity  of  building  an  intercepting  sewer  hereafter  so  as  to 
discharge  the  sewerage  into  the  River  as  far  down  stream  as  possible,  the  ex- 
perience of  older  and  larger  cities  showing  that  this,  may  be  advisable. 

You  will  observe  that  I  have  not  spoken  of  the  sizes  of  the  large  main 
sewers,  nor  their  grades,  except  the  one  case  of  the  South  street  sewer.  I 
have  not  had  time  to  calculate  them ;  and  for  some  of  the  principal  sewers 
which  will  necessarily  receive  a  large  amount  of  surface  drainage  from  the 
water  shed  outside  of  the  city  limits,  I  have  not  the  exact  data  which  it  is 
desirable  to  have  and  use  in  determining  their  sizes. 

I  have  left  at  the  office  of  Mr.  Patterson,  the  City  Engineer,  a  memoran- 
dum of  some  of  the  necessary  information  required  to  enable  me  to  proceed 
with  and  complete  the  sewerage  plans  of  your  city.  As  soon  as  this  informa- 
tion can  be  obtained  I  will  proceed  with  this  work  if  you  desire  it,  and  com- 
plete the  plan  of  drainage.

Indianapolis,  Oct.  26,  1869. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — The  special  committee,  charged  with  the  investigation  of  the 
charge  "  that  persons  interested  in  the  proposed  South  street  sewer  contract 
have  declared  that  it  was  not  intended  to  build  any  part  of  said  sewer  this 
year,  but  the  object  was  to  get  said  contract  awarded  now,  and  not  do  the 
*work  till  next  season,  as  it  could  then  be  done  at  twenty  per  cent,  less  than 
if  constructed  now,"  respectfully  report  that  we  have  fully  investigated  the 
charge,  by  the  examination  of  witnesses,  and  that  we  find  the  evidence  so 
conflicting,  that  we  cannot  sustain  the  charge,  and  we  submit  herewith  the 
w-ritten  testimony  taken  in  the  case;  and  at  the  same  time,  the  Committee 
are  satisfied  that  Dr.  Woodburn  was  perfectly  warranted  in  bringing  the 
charges  upon  the  information  he  had  received.

The  following  is  the  testimony: 

Samuel  Lefever,  being  sworn  by  the  Mayer,  said:  The  next  day  after  the 
letting  of  the  South  street  sewer,  I  met  Mr.  John  Whitsit  on  Alabama  street 
;and  Fort  Wayne  avenue.     1  was  hauling  dirt  away  from  a  cistern  which  he 

was  having  dug  on  the  corner.  I  looked  at  him  and  said,  in  a  joking  man- 
ner, uyou  are  the  man  who  bid  on  the  South  street  sewer."     He  replied  that 

he  was  the  man.     After  some  further  conversation  on  the  subject  of  sewers, 

'he  said:  "That  sewer  (referring  to  the  South   street  sewer)  could  not  be 

built  this  fall." 
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He  then  said  the  sewer  could  be  built  twenty  per  cent,  cheaper  next  sum- 
mer, and  asked  me  if  I  did  not  think  so  ?  I  replied  that  I  thought  it  could. 
The  whole  conversation  was  carried  on  in  a  joking  manner.  I  thought  Mr. 
Whitsit  was  in  earnest  when  he  said  the  sewer  could  not  be  built  this  fall. 
My  testimony  in  this  case  is  unbiased  by  any  prejudices  whatever.  Mr. 
Whitsit  and  I  are,  and  have  always  been,  on  the  best  of  terms.  I  did  not 
know  that  the  South  street  sewer  was  let;  when  I  said  the  day  after  the 
sewer  was  let,  I  meant  the  day  after  the  bids  were  opened.  I  thought  that 
if  the  contract  had  been  let  at  the  time  the  conversation  took  place,  a  por- 
tion of  it  could  have  been  built  this  fall — that  part  of  it  from  East  street  to 
Pogue's  run.  Mr.  Whitsit  did  not  say  that  he  would  delay  the  work  on  the 
sewer  until  next  spring,  if  he  was  awarded  the  contract.  1  believe  that  the 
work  of  constructing  the  sewer  could  be  done  20  per  cent,  cheaper  next 
spring  than  it  can  be  done  this  fall.  No  man  in  the  world  can  tell  whether 
Mr.  Whitsit  could  make  $10,000,  or  any  profit  at  all,  ©n  the  work,  by  delay- 
ing it  until  next  spring,  but  I  think  he  could  make  twenty  per  cent,  by  the 
delay.  If  he  would  build  it  this  fall,  at  his  contract  price,  I  do  not  think  he 
could  make  a  dollar  on  the  work.  Brick  are  cheaper  in  the  fall  than  in  the 
spring;  that  is  the  general  rule.  On  the  morning  of  the  conversation  be- 
tween Whitsit  and  myself,  I  asked  him  who  his  partner  was,  and  he  said  he 
had  none.  1  could  not  buy  600,000  hard  brick  easier  in  the  fall  than  in  the 
spring,  but  they  would  cost  about  the  same  price.  I  do  not  know  who  fur- 
nishes Mr.  John  Whitsit  with  brick.  When  the  conversation  occurred  be- 
tween us,  no  person  was  present  besides  ourselves.  The  liability  to  overflow 
from  freshets  would  be  greater  in  the  spring  than  in  the  fall. 

Cross-examined — I  bid  on  the  contract;  Mr.  Whitsit  bid  $10  50  and  I  bid 
$12  50  per  foot  on  the  work.  1  cannot  tell  what  the  difference  was  between 
my  bid  for  the  brick  in  the  manholes  and  catch  basins,  and  Mr.  Whitsit's  ; 
my  bid  was  $28  per  thousand  for  the  brick.  The  difference  between  my  bid 
and  Mr.  Whitsit's  on  the  work  was  about  $4,600  1  know  what  the  bids  wer^ 
by  hearing  them  read  in  the  Council.  I  never  told  John  Dillon  or  any  other 
man  that  the  work  could  be  done  20  per  cent,  cheaper  in  the  spring  than  in 
the  fall.  I  told  Dr.  Woodburn,  about  two  weeks  ago,  that  it  was  not  the  in- 
tention of  Whitsit  to  build  the  sewer  this  winter,  and  then  told  him  that  the 
work  could  not  be  done  in  60  days.  I  think  that  if  Mr.  Whitsit  builds,  the 
sewer  at  his  contract  price,  he  will  lose  money.  I  said  the  work  could  be 
done  cheaper  in  the  spring  than  in  the  fall,  as  labor  is  cheaper.  I  think  that 
Mr.  Whitsit's  bid  is  too  low  for  the  work  to  be  done  this  winter,  and  1  think 
the  bid  would  be  no  more  than  fair  for  next  spring,  but  [  do  not  think  any 
certain  calculations  can  be  made  now  upon  the  cost  of  materials-  and  work 
for  next  spring. 

Captain  W.  D,  Wiles — On  last  Saturday  one  week  ago  I  met  Mr.  Court. 
Whitsit  and  another  gentleman,  on  Bingham's  corner,  and  was  talking  with 
them  in  regard  to  the  South  street  sewer.  During  the  conversation  I  re- 
market! that  ths  haste  on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  the  sewer  was  unneces- 
sary, as  the  sewer  could  not  be  built  this  fall,  when  Mr.  Court.  Whitsit  said, 
(as  1  remember  it) :  "  That  no  person  was  green  enough  to  suppose  that  any 
attempt  would  be  made  to  build  the  sewer  this  fall." 

C.  E.  Whitsit,  sworn — I  am  not  in  any  way,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
interested  with  my  brother  in  the  contract  for  the  South  street  sewer.  I 
have  been  laying  brick  for  fifteen  or  sixteen  years,  and  in  my  experience  1 
have  learned  that  brick  can  be  bought  much  cheaper  in  the  fall  than  in  the 
spring.  The  liability  to  overflows  is  much  greater  in  the  spring  than  in  the 
fall.  Brick  work  can  be  done  in  open  widter  weather.  1  have  no  brick  to 
sell  to  any  person,  and  cannot  furnish  thew  to  my  brother.  I  think  the 
sewer  would  be  as  good  if  built  this  fall  as  if  built  next  spring.     So  far  as  I 
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can  see,  my  brother  has  intended,  if  he  got  the  contract,  to  do  the  work  this 
fall.     Labor  is  cheaper  in  the  latter  part  of  the  winter  than  it  is  in  the  fall. 

Hiram  Seibert,  sworn — Am  a  street  contractor,  and  have  had  five  years  of 
experience  in  working  men;  think  1  am  competent  to  bid  on  work;  am  ac- 
quainted with  the  proposed  location  of  the  South  street  sewer;  cannot  tell 
whether  the  work  could  be  done  cheaper  in  the  fall  or  in  the  spring,  but  I 
think  the  spring  would  be  the  worst  season  in  which  to  do  the  digging.  If  I 
had  the  contract  for  this  sewer,  I  would  try  to  buy  enough  brick  this  fall  to 
carry  my  work  over  until  the  kilns  could  be  burnt  in  the  spring,  which  would 
be  about  the  1st  of  June.  Know  Mr  Whitsit;  had  a  conversation  with  him 
a  few  days  after  the  bids  on  the  sewer  were  read  in  Council.  He  then  said 
that  if  the  contract  was  awarded  to  him,  he  wished  to  furnish  me  the  sand 
for  the  work  of  bouldering  Maryland  street,  which  I  am  at  work  on  now.  He 
said  he  was  anxious  to  get  his  bond  in  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  that  if  the  contract  was  awarded  him,  he  would  commence  furnishing 
me  the  sand  two  or  three  days  after  the  letting  of  the  contract,  as  he  desired 
to  commence  at  once.  My  belief  is  that  he  contemplated  finishing  the  sec- 
tion of  the  sewer  between  Pogue's  run  and  East  street  this  fall.  I  believe 
Mr.  Whitsit  would  have  made  every  effort  in  his  power  to  complete  the  workf 
and  I  think  he  would  have  done  as  much  as  any  man  who  bid. 

Cross-examined — I  do  not  think  it  probable  that  one  of  the  bidders  could 
have  completed  that  section  of  the  work  contemplated  this  fall.  I  am  satis- 
fied that  Mr.  Whitsit  contemplated  commencing  the  work  this  fall,  and  that 
it  was  not  his  intention  to  wait  until  next  spring  before  commencing  it.  I 
never  heard  any  intimation  of  fraud  in  this  matter  until  last  night  in  the 
Council. 

Mr.  John  A.  Whitsitt,  sworn — It  was  my  intention,  if  the  contract  had 
been  awarded  to  me,  to  commence  the  work  immediately.  I  have  made  ar- 
rangements in  anticipation  of  the  awarding  of  the  contract,  to  go  on  with  the 
work.  I  have  never  agreed  to  give  any  man  any  portion  of  the  profits  which 
I  might  make  out  of  the  contract,  but  had  intended  to  take  my  brother  Jesse 
in  as  a  partner. 

John  Marsee,  sworn — I  am  not  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  way 
in  the  construction  or  letting  of  the  contract  for  the  South  street  sewer. 

The  Reporter  of  the  Indianapolis  Journal,  was  sworn,  and  testified  that  he 
was  present  during  the  conversation  between  Mr  Wiles  and  Mr.  Whitsit,  on 
last  Saturday  two  weeks  ago,  and  that  he  understood  Mr.  Whitsit  to  say  that 
"he  did  not  suppose,  anybody  thought  the  friends  of  the  sewer  would  try  to 
have  it  all  accomnlished  this  fall;  'that  they  only  hoped  to  get  that  portion 
between  East  street  and  Pogue's  run  completed  this  fall." 

Which  was  concurred  in,  and  the  evidence  ordered  to  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes.

Dr.  Woodburn  presented  the  following  communication: 

Indianapolis,  Nov.  8,  18G9. 

To  the  Mayo?-  and.  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — At  the  beginning  of  the  late  war,  I  W3S  a  resident  of  West 
Virginia,  living  in  pretty  good  circumstances  ;  but  being  a  staunch  Union 
man,  1  was  compelled  to  leave  my  home,  my  family,  and  my  property,  to  the 
mercy  of  the  rebels.  My  property  was  all  destroyed,  my  house  burned,  and 
my  family  turned  out  of  doors.  In  the  meantime  I  enlisted  in  the  Second 
Kentucky  infantry,  Company  A,  for  three  months;  was  discharged  at  the 
expiration  of  my  term  of  service,  and  enlisted  for  three  years  in  the  Tenth 
West  Virginia  Infantry,  eommanded  by  Colonel  T.  M.  Harris;  was  taken 
prisoner  at  Winchester,  Virginia,  June  tSth',  18*63;  was  a  prisoner  eight 
months;  was  wounded  at  Leetown,  Virginia,  July  3,  1864;  was  discharged 
shortly  after  Lee's  -surrender,  and  came  to  my  father- in  law  in>Ohio,  totally 
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disabled.  In  the  meantime  I  lost  all  my  children  (three  in  number),  ancl 
about  three  months  after  my  return  I  lost  my  wife.  I  was  then  removed  to 
the  Soldiers'  Home,  then  at  Columbus,  Ohio, — the  Rome  is  now  at  Dayton, 
Ohio, — where  I  remained  eighteen  months;  my  health  then  being  so  far  re- 
covered that  I  applied  for  and  received  a  discharge. 

Since  then  \  have  taken  another  wife.  1  came  to  your  city  in  November, 
1868  (just  one  year  ago),  with  my  entire  capital  in  my  pocket,  amounting  to 
$640.  I  was  then  en  route  for  Kansas,  and  on  the  evening  I  came  here,  while 
riding  on  a  street  car  (the  car  being  crowded),  mv  pocket  was  picked,  and  I 
was  left  without  a  dollar.  In  this  sad  dilemma  I  knew  no:  what  to  do.  No 
one  was  willing  to  board  us,  unless  we  could  pay  our  biiU  in  advance,  or  put 
our  baggage  in  pledge.     The  latter  we  did. 

Business  was  so  very  dull,  that  I  could  not  get  any  employment  through 
the  winter,  and,  of  course,  1  got  in  debt.  In  the  spring  1  got  a  situation  on 
a  farm,  a  few  miles  south  of  the  city,  where  I  spent  the  summer.  The 
greater  portion  of  my  wages  was  spent  in  paying  nn  debts  contracted  last 
winter.

Gentlemen,  our  circumstances  are 
undoubtedly  distressing.  1  cannot  think  for  a  moment  that  the  generous- 
hearted  people  of  Indianapolis  would  let  an  old  soldier  remain  in  distress, 
did  they  but  only  know  the  pad  condition  in  which  misfortune  has  placed 
him.  Therefore,  Gentlemen,  1  appeal  to  your  kind  generosity,  believing  that 
you  are  ever  ready  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  the  needy.

rectors of  said  company,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  said 
city  of  Indianapolis,  at  a  special  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose.  Pro- 
vided, That  said  Water  Works  Company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sell  out  to 
any  company  whatsoever  within  five  years,  without  first  giving  to  the  citizens 
the  refusal  to  purchase  at  Ihe  same  rates  as  offered  to  others.

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell, 
Harrison,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington,  Locke,  Newman,  Pyle, 
Thalman,  Thorns,  Wiles  and  Woodburn— 12. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gimber, 
Marsee  and  Whitsit — 4. 

So  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Kennington  moved  to  lay  Mr.  Brown's  proviso  on  the  table. 

The  ayes  and  noes  were  called. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell, 
Harrison,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thorns, 
Wiles  and  Woodburn — 10. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gimber, 
Locke,  Marsee,  Thalman  and  Whitsit — 6. 

So  the  proviso  was  laid  on  the  table.  , 

Section  four  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Thalman  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  fifth  section. 
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After  the  words,  "with  as  efficient  a  supply  of  water,"  insert  "rates  based 
as  provided  in  section  four." 

Which  was  adopted. 

Section  five  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  sixth  section : 

Strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  shall,"  in  the  fourth  line,  and  insert  the  fol 
lowing: 

"Direct  such  Company  to  attach  thereto  at  least  one  hydrant  or  fire  plug 
on  each  one  thousand  feet  of  pipe  or  main  so  laid  or  extended,  and  shall 
take  therefrom  a  supply  of  water  for  fire  or  other  purposes,  to  be  paid  lor  as 
provided  for  in  section  four  of  this  ordinance." 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  sixth  section  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Brown,  the  seventh  section  was  stricken  out. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  eighth  section: 

Strike  out  all  before  the  words  "Common  Council"  in  second  line,  and  in- 
sert, "At  any  time,  on  giving  six  months  notice." 

Which  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Woodburn  moved  to  strike  out  the  word  "  easement,"  in  the 
fourth  line  of  the  eighth  section. 

Mr.  Brown  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes  on  the  motion  to  strike  out. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell,  Gimber,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington  and  Woodburn — 7. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Harrison,  Locke, 
Marsee,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thalman,  Thorns,  Wiles  and  Whitsit  —9. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  not  adopted. 

Dr.  Woodburn  moved  to  strike  of  the  sixth  line  of  said  eighth  sec- 
tion, the  words  "  with  all  its  Corporate  rights  and  privileges." 

Mr.  Brown  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes,  on  the  motion  to  strike 
out. 
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Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gim- 
ber,  Marsee,  Thalman,  Whitsit  and  Woodburn — 6. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell,  Harri- 
son, Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington,  Locke,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thorns 
and  Wiles— 10. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  to  section  eight : 

Insert  after  the  words  "Corporate  rights  and  privileges,"  the  words: 
11  But  not  including  any  franchises  herein  or  hereafter  granted  such  Com- 
pany, or  estimated  value  of  the  charter  of  such  Company." 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Thalman  moved  to  amend  the  eighth  section,  by  striking  out 
the  word  "  Council,"  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  lines. 

The  question  being  to  strike  out,  the  ayes  and  noes  were  called. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gim- 
ber,  Heckman,  Locke,  Marsee,  Thalman,  Whitsit  and  Woodburn — 8. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell,  Harri- 
son, Kahn,  Kennington,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thorns  and  Wiles — 8. 

There  being  a  tie  vote,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  voted  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 

Mr.  Locke  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Amend  section  eight  as  follows: 

After  the  words  "surplus  water  from  the  Central  Canal,"  insert,  "they 
shall  not  thereby  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  present  lessees  of  water  from 
said  Canal,  and." 

The  question  being  on  the  adoptio  ^1  of  the  amendment. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gim- 
ber,  Harrison,  Locke,  Marsee,  Thalman  and  Woodburn — 7. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell,  Heck- 
man, Kahn,  Kennington,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thorns,  Whitsit  and  Wiles 
—9. 
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So  the  amendment  was  lost. 

Mr.  Thalman  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  eighth  sec- 
tion : 

Provided.  The  terms  agreed  upon  by  said  City  Council  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  city,  at  a  special  elec- 
tion to  be  held  for  that  purpose. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  eighth  section,  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  Wiles  moved  that  the  ninth  section,  as  in  the  printed  ordi- 
nance, be  substituted  for  the  section  adopted  by  the  Council  Novem- 
ber 11,  1869. 

Mr.  Brown  objected  to  the  motion,  as  he  believed  the  motion  to 
be  out  of  order. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  decided  that  the  motion  was  in  order. 

Mr.  Brown  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

The  question  being,  shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  sustained? 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell, 
Harrison,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington,  Marsee,  Newman,  Pyle, 
Thalman,  Thorns,  Wiles  and  Woodburn — 12. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gimber, 
Locke  and  Whitsit — 4. 

So  the  decision  of  the  Chair  was  sustained. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  adoption  of  Mr.  Wiles'  motion  to 
adopt  the  ninth  section. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell,  Har- 
rison, Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thorns  and 
Wiles— 9. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gimben 
Locke,  Marsee,  Thalman,  Whitsit  and  Woodburn — 7. 

So  Mr.  Wiles'  motion  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Kennington  moved  to  strike  out  the  word  "  exclusive/'  in  the 
ninth  section. 

Mr.  Brown  called  for  the  ajes  and  noes  on  the  motion  to  strike 
out. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gim- 
ber,  Kennington,  Locke,  Marsee,  Thalman  and  Whitsit — 7. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell,  Harri- 
son, Reckman,  Kahn,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thorns,  Wiles  and  Woodburn 
—9. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 
Section  nine  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  tenth  section  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Marsee  moved  to  refer  the  ordinance  to  the  City  Attorney. 

Which  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  engrossment  of  the  ordinance. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Cottrell,  Har- 
rison, Heckman,  Kahn,  Kennington,  Locke,  Newman,  Pyle,  Thai- 
man,  Thorns  and  Wiles — 11. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Gimber, 
Marsee,  Whitsit  and  Woodburn — 5. 

So  the  ordinance  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  ordered  to  be 
printed  in  the  proceedings. 

The  following  is  the  ordinance : 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  to* 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  Water  Works,  and  supply  water  to  the 
city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  defining  their  powers  and  privileges  and 
prescribing  their  duties. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  That 
under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  the  State  of  Indi- 
ana entitled,  "An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  companies  for  the  con- 
struction of  Water  Works,  in  and  for  incorporated  cities,  to  enable  such 
cities  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  such  companies,  and  to  issue  and  sell  bonds 
for  the  payment  thereof;  "  approved  March  6,  1865.  And  by  virtue  of  the 
further  powers  ard  authority  of  said  Common  Council,  otherwise  in  them  by 
law  vested,  consent,  permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given,  granted  and 
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duly  vested  in  and  unto  "The  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,"  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  organized  in  the  month  of  October,  in  the  year 
1869,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  their  successors,  the  privi- 
lege to  construct,smaintain  and  operate  Water  Works,  in  and  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  to  take,  hold  and  convey  pure  filtered  water,  by  steam  or  other 
power,  to,  into  and  throughout  the  said  city,  by  aqueducts,  pipes  or  conduits  ; 
and  also  to  take  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  as  by  law  authorized, 
any  land,  real  estate,  easement  or  water  rights,  deemed  necessary  for  erecting, 
laying  and  maintaining,  and  to  erect  and  construct,  lay,  maintain  and  ope- 
rate such  aquedncts,  pipes,  conduits,  dams,  gates,  pumps,  bridges,  reservoirs, 
embankments,  waterways,  drains  and  other  structures,  as  may  be.  necessary 
or  consistent  to  insure  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water,  and 
to  convey  the  same  into  and  throughout  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  raid  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  and  their 
successors,  are  hereby  invested  with  the  privilege  of  using  the  streets,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  as  it  is  now,  or  may  heieafter 
be  laid  out  and  enlarged,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  in  s-aid  streets, 
alleys  and  public  grounds,  pipes,  conduits,  water  ways  and  other  structures, 
for  the  conveyance  in  and  throughout  said  city,  of  pure  water,  for  the  use  of 
said  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  subject  to  the  limitations,  conditions 
and  provisions  herein  contained,  and  provided  that  said  pipes,  conduits, 
water  ways  and  other  structures  shall  be  so  laid  as  not  to  interfere  with  or 
abridge  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  or  interfere  with  other  public  works,  including  other  water  works 
built  by  the  city,  nor  with  the  present  or  future  drainings  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  said  Company  propose  to  open  and  tear  up  any 
part  of  any  street,  alley  or  public  ground  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down 
pipes  or  water  courses,  they  shall  give  to  the  street  commissioners  of  said 
city,  at  least  three  days'  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not,  during  the  progress  of 
their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  said  street  or  alley,  and  said 
company  shall  without  unnecessary  delay,  complete  their  work  upon  said 
street  or  alley,  and  regrade,  regravtt,  repavo  or  reboulder  the  same,  leaving  it 
in  as  good  and  like  condition  as  the  same  was  when  opened  or  torn  up  by 
said  Company;  and  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  or  should  they  subsequently 
get  out  of  repair  or  good  condition,  in  consequence  of  any  such  open  ng  or 
tearing  up,  or  because  of  imperfect  repairs,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  city 
may  cause  the  work  to  be  done,  and  may  retain  the  amount  of  the  cost  there- 
of out  of  any  moneys  due,  or  afterwards  becoming  due  to  said  Company;  and 
the  Company  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to  any  person  or  property  re- 
sulting from  neglect,  mismanagement  or  fault  of  themselves  or  employees 
And  should  the  city  be  sued  therefor,  the  Company  or  some  officer  thereof, 
shall  be  notifie'd  of  such  suit,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Com- 
pany to  defend  or  settle  the  same,  and  should  a  judgment  be  recovered 
against  the  city,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amounts,  with  all  costs,  from  said 
company,  and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  evidence  in  the  cause  to  entitle  the  city  to  recover  in  any  suit 
brought  against  said  Company. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Company  in  the  construction  of  said  Water  Works,  shall 
erect  and  put  in  the  pumps  and  machinery  known  as  the  "  Holly  Systsm," 
with  all  the  latest  improvements,  and  in  its  best  and  most  efficient  form,  with 
a  maximum  capacity  for  furnishing  at  least  six  millions  of  gallons,  liquid 
measure,  of  water  daily,  with  the  proper  power  to  throw  eight  streams  of 
water  at  one  time,  and  at  all  times,  when  needed  or  wanted  by  said  city  au- 
thorities, through  a  one  inch  nozzle,  at  each,  one  hundred  feet  vertically,  at 
any  and  all  points  in  said  city,  where  the  hydrants  or  water  plugs  shall  be 
put  in,  or  located,  and  cause  the  application  of  such  power,  in  all  cases  where 
it  shall  be  needed  for  fire  purposes,  from  as  many  fire  plugs  or  hydrants,  not 
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exceeding  eight,  as  may  be  needed,  until  such  fire  or  fires  shall  be  extin- 
guished, and  to  keep  and  maintain  said  Water  Works  in  the  most  efficient 
order  to  extinguish  fires  with  the  greatest  thoroughness  the  system  and 
works  are  susceptible  of.  The  said  building  shall  be  erected  and  machinery 
put  in  under  the  supervision  of  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company,  and  sub- 
ject to  their  approval,  and  the  pipes  and  mains  of  such  material  and  of  such 
sizes  and  proportions  as  they  may  approve,  and  to  be  maintained  at  all  times 
in  complete  and  perfect  order  and  properly  connected  with  the  mains  sup- 
plying the  city  with  water.  Said  water  shall  be  pumped  directly  from  wells 
dug  or  sunk  as  near  White  River  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable  or  practicable 
by  said  Holly  Manufacturing  Company.  Said  wells  are  not  to  connect  with 
the  channel  of  the  river  or  any  other  open  stream  or  channel;  the  water  in 
said  wells  to  be  derived  from  the  natural  filtering  or  percolation  through  the 
gravel  in  its  natural  place,  and  the  water  so  derived,  shall  be  preserved  pure, 
and  furnished  to  the  said  city  and  citizens  thereof,  upon  the  several  streets 
upon  which  pipes  and  water  courses  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  cisterns  and 
localities  off  from  said  pipes  and  water  courses  as  the  city  may  conduct  the 
same  to,  such  quantity  of  water  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for 
public  use,  and  drainage,  and  fire  purposes,  and  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  Company  and  said  Council,  but  in 
no  case  is  said  city  to  pay  more  for  such  supply  of  water  than  the  average 
price  paid  by  other  cities  of  the  United  States  of  like  population  that  are 
supplied  with  as  efficient  supply  of  water;  nor  in  any  case  is  said  city  to  pay 
more  than  fifty  dollars  per  annum  per  hydrant  or  fire  plug;  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  the  said  City  such  supply  of  water,  the  said  Company  shall 
erect  and  attach  as  many  hydrmts  and  fire  plugs  as  the  Council  may  direct, 
and  from  which  hydrants  or  fire,  plugs  the  said  City  shail  draw  all  wp.ter  nec- 
essary for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires,  washing,  cleansing, 
coolinn,  flushing  or  sprinkling,  the  streets,  pavements,  gutters,  alleys,  sewers 
and  public  grounds.  And  the  said  City  may  also  attach  to  each  hydrant  or 
•e  pluij  a  cook,  faucet  or  nozzle,  from  which  water  may  be  drawn  by  citizens 
and  passers  by,  for  all  purposes  of  drinking  for  persons  or  animals,  and  said 
Company  shall  afford  said  City  all  needed  facilities  for  attaching  such  cocks  , 
faucets  or  nozzles. 

Sec  5.  That  said  Company  shall,  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  commence  the  construction  of  said  Water  Works,  and  shall 
within  one  year  and  three  months  from  the  time  the  same  is  commenced, 
have  at  least  five  miles  of  water  pipes  laid  down  and  connected  with  said 
Water  Works,  and  at  the  expira  ion  of  two  years  and  three  months,  at  least 
fifteen  miles  of  water  pipes  so  laid  and  connected  ;  and  should  said  company 
fail  to  commence  the  construction  of  said  Water  Works  within  ninety  days,  or 
having  commenced  the  same,  shall  fail  to  lay  down  pipps  as  aforesaid,  or  hav- 
ing laid  down  pipes  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  to  furnish  the  city  and  citizens  with 
pure  water  at  as  low  rates  as  other  cities  of  like  population  are  supplied,  with 
efficient  a  supply  of  water  rates  based  as  provided  in  section  four,  then,  and 
in  either  case,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted,  shall  be  forfeited 
bv  said  Company,  and  shall  revert  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Provided,  that 
the  Common  Council  reserves  the  right  at  any  and  all  times,  to  fix  by 
ordinance,  the  rates  at  which  water  shali  be  furnished  to  citizens  and  the  City, 
and  such  company  shall  not  charge  any  greater  rates  than  those  so  fixed,  such 
rates  to  be  made  upon  the  basis  provided  in  sections  4  and  5  of  said  ordi- 
nance. 

Skc.  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  extend  their  pipes  or  mains  for  con- 
ducting water  on  or  along  any  street,  or  any  alley,  in  said  city,  wherever  the 
same  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Common  Council;  provided,  the  said  City  or 
Common  Council,  shall  direct  said  Company  to  attach  thereto  at  least  one 
hydraulic  or  fire  plug  on  each  one  thousand  feet  of  pipe  or  main  so  laid  or 
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extended,  and  shall  take  therefrom  a  supply  of  water  for  fire  or  other  pur- 
poses, to  be  paid  for  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  At  any  time,  on  giving  six  months  notice,  the  City  of  Indiana- 
polis shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  of  purchasing  from  said  Com- 
pany all  the  buildings,  machinery,  acqueducts.  pipes,  water  courses,  ease- 
ment, fixtures,  apparatus,  and  other  property  of  said  Company,  with  all 
its  corporate  rights  and  privileges,  but  not'  including  any  franchise  here- 
in or  hereinafter  granted  such  Company,  or  estimated  value  of  the  char- 
ter of  such  Company,  at  such  price  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  said  City  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company.  In 
case  of  disagreement  between  said  parties,  the  price  to  be  ascertained  and 
determined  by  live  disinterested  persons,  non-residents  of  said  City,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Common  Council,  and  two  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  said  Company,  and  the  fifth  by  the  four  thus  chosen,  Provided,  that 
said  Water  Works  Company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  sell  out  to  any  Company 
■whatsoever,  without  first  giving  to  the  City  Council  the  refusal  to  purchase 
at  the  tame  rates  as  offered  to  others,  and  said  City  Council  shall  have  the 
same  right  to  purchase  of  any  such  purchaser  or  purchasers  from  said  Com- 
pany. If  said  Company  shall  erect  works  to  propel  the  machinery  and 
pumps  of  said  Water  Works  from  surplus  water  from  the  Central  Canal,  they 
shall  not  dispense  with  the  steam  machinery  for  the  same  purpose,  so  as  to 
be  applied  immediately  to  th?  Water  Works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
City  and  citizens  as  above  provided,  nor  in  case  the  city  shall  decide  at  any 
time  to  purchase  said  Water  Works,  shall  such  works  constructed  to  be  pro- 
pelled by  such  water  from  the  canal,  nor  the  Use  of  said  water  from  the 
canal  be  estimated  in  making  up  the  valuation  of  the  Water  Works,  nor  shall 
any  interest  in  the  said  Canal  be  so  estimated.  Provided,  the  terms  agreed 
upon  by  said  City  Council  and  Board  of  Directors  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of 
the  legal  voters  of  said  city  at  a  special  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose. 
Should  said  city  or  its  citizens  at  any  time,  through  the  carelessness  or  will- 
fulness of  the  said  Company,  be  deprived  of  necessary  water  for  thirty  six 
consecutive  hours,  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  chartered 
rights;  and  if  said  City  shall  be  so  deprived  *br  thirty-six  consecutive  hours 
of  neces-ary  water,  said  Company  shall  forfeit  all  claim  for  the  payment  for 
stipulated  price  for  all  hydrants  supplying  water  to  the  City,  for  a  period  of 
one  year. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Company  shall  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  constructing 
and  operating  Water  Works  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  for  the  term  of  five 
years;  Provided,  that  said  Water  Works  Company  comply  with  each  and  every 
one  of  the  foregoing  conditions,  and  provided,  further,  that  said  City  hereby 
expressly  reserves  the  right  at  any  and  all  times  to  construct  and  operate 
water  works,  anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage :  Pro- 
vide I-,  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  within  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  such  passage,  a  certified  copy,  from  the  records  of  said  Water 
Works  Company,  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company, 
accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  recited;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance,  accompanying 
such  proclamation  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  should  the  same  not 
be  so  accepted  within  thirty  days,  then  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void. 

•Ordained  and  established  this  15th  .day  of  November  1869.

Mr.  Marsee  moved  to  adjourn,  and  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes.

Amend  the  ordinance,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  ordaining  clause,  and 
(insert  the  following: 

That  all  public  sewers,  the  construction  of  which  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
Common  Council  of  such  city,  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  "  Sewerage  Fund  " 
of  such  city,  and  the  Common  Council  shall,  before  proposals  are  received 
and  contracts  awarded  for  the  construction  of  any  public  sewer  or  sewers, 
cause  the  Constructing  Engineer  to  prepare  a  careful  estimate  of  the  whole 
cost  of  such  sewer  or  sewers,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Common  Council; 
and  on  the  reception  of  such  estimate,  the  Common  Council  shall  order  the 
issuance  of  City  Sewerage  bonds  of  two  classes,  viz:  Bonds  payable  in  five 
(5)  years,  and  bonds  payable  in  twenty  (20)  years  ;  such  bonds  to  be  issued 
in  amounts  equal  to  the  whole  cost  of  such  sewer  or  sewers,  as  estimated  by 
such  Engineer,  one-half  of  which  amount  shall  be  in  five  (5)  years  bonds,  and 
one-half  in  twenty  years  bonds,  and  each  class  shall  bear  such  rate  of  interest 
(payable  semi  annually,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year.) 
as  the  Common  Council  may,  in  its  discretion,  deem  best.  The  denomination 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  fifty  (50)  dollars,  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  and  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars,  (the  number  of  each  denomination  to  be  detained  by 
the  Common  Council),  and  shall  be  negotiated  in  the  manner  provided  in 
section  three  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  "Sewerage  Fund"  of  such  city  shall  be  made  up  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  of  city  sewerage  bonds,  the  revenues  derived  from  general 
taxation  for  sewerage  purposes,  the  interest  which  shall  accrue  from  deposits 
in  bank  of  such  fund  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  special  taxes  collected  for 
the  privilege  of  making  house  connections  with  any  public  sewer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  cause  to  be  appointed  a  committee 
composed  of  three  Councilmen,  which  committee  shall  be  called  the 
Committee  on  Loans,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  make  loans  for  sewTerage 
purposes,  by  the  sale  of  such  city  sewerage  bonds  as  may,  from  time  to  time, 
be  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  Common  Council,  and  all  sales  of  such 
bonds  shall  be  made  as  follows,  and  in  no  other  manner:  Three  (3)  weeks 
notice  shail  be  given,  by  advertisement  in  each  of  the  doily  newspapers,  and 
in  each  of  the  German  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and 
also  in  two  (2)  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  each  of  the  cities  of 
Chicago,  Cincinnati,  New  York,  Boston  and  Philrdelphia,  of  the  time  of  re- 
ceiving proposals  for  the  purchase  of  such  city  sewerage  bonds  ;  and  such 
notice  shall  distinctly  state  the  hour  and  day  on  which,  and  the  office  at 
which,  sealed  proposils  for  the  purchase  of  any  part  of  the  city  sewerage 
bonds  of  either  class  authorized  to  be  sold,  will  be  received  ;  also  stating  the 
amount  authorized  to  be  sold  of  five  (5)  years  bonds,  and  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon,  and  the  amount  of  twenty  (20)  years  bonds,  and  the  rate  of  interest 
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thereon.  At  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  such  proposals,  such  commit- 
tee, or  a  majority  of  the  members  composing  the  same,  shall,  in  the  presence 
of  the  City  Clerk  and  Mayor,  proceed  to  open  such  proposals,  and  the  City 
Clerk  shall  carefully  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  pro- 
posals contained  in  each  bid,  noting  the  name  of  the  bidder,  the  date  of  his 
bid,  the  amount  of  bonds  of  different  denominations,  and  the  price  proposed 
for  the  same.  When  all  of  such  proposals  shall  have  been  opened,  the  com- 
mittee shall  prepare  a  condensed  report  of  said  proposals,  attested  by  the 
City  Clerk  and  Mayor,  and  shall  append  thereto  a  recommendation  to  the 
Common  Council,  for  the  awarding  of  so  much  of  such  loan  as  they  may 
agree  should  be  awarded,  and  shall  present  such  report  to  the  Common 
Council  at  its  next  meeting,  which  report  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other 
business.  In  case  the  Common  Council  shall  concur  in  the  recommendation 
contained  in  such  report,  the  loan  shall  be  declared  awarded;  and  on  the 
iiling  with  the  City  Clerk  the  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  that  the  re- 
quisite amount  has  been  paid  to  such  Treasurer  by  any  person  to  whom  such 
loan,  or  any  part  thereof,  has  been  awarded,  then  such  City  Clerk  shall  issue 
to  such  person,  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney  or  agent,  the  bonds  he  is.  en- 
titled to  receive.  In  case  any  vacancy  shall  ocour  in  such  committee,  by  ex- 
piration of  term  of  service  as  Councilman  or  otherwise,  the  Common  Council 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  registers  showing  the  number  and  de- 
nomination of  each  class  of  city  sewerage  bonds  issued,  the  date  thereof,  and 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued  or  delivered,  and  shall 
also  note  on  such  registers  the  payments  of  semi-annual  interest  by  the  re- 
demption of  coupons,  with  the  date  thereof,  and  the  date  of  the  redemption 
and  cancelling  of  each  bond,  when  the  same  shall  be  redeemed  and  cancelled. 
All  coupons  and'  redeemed  bonds  shall  be  carefully  preserved  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  submitted  to  and  cancelled  by  a  committee  of  the  Common 
Council  appointed  for  that  purpose,  which  committee  shall  see  that  the  City 
Clerk  makes  on  the  registers  of  bonds,  the  entries  which  he  is  by  this  section 
required  to  make. 

Sec.  5.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bondsr  as  the  same  shall  be  paid  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be  by  him  deposited  in  some  bank  of  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  on  the  same  day  on  which  such  proceeds  or  any  part  thereof 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  paid  to- such  Treasurer,  and  all  such  deposits 
shall  be  so  made  as  to  draw  not  less  than  six  (6)  per  cent,  interest  per  an- 
num, and  all  such  interest  shall  be  credited  by  such  bank  to  the  sewerage 
fund  of  the  city,  and  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Whenever  the 
Common  Council  shall  make  payments  to  any  contractor  for  work  done,  or 
shall  order  the  payment  of  any  semi-annual  interest  or  the  principal  of  any 
city  sewerage  bonds,  such  payments  shall  be  made  only  in  pursuance  of  an 
appropriation  authorized  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  and  no- 
warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  such  fund,  except  in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance 
of  such  Common  Council  to  that  effect,  nor  shall  any  money  be  drawn  from 
such  fund,  except  for  sewerage  purposes. 

Sec.  6.  The  Common  Council  shall,  annually,  levy  and  assess  on  all  the 
the  property  returned  for  taxation  by  the  assessor,  a  general  tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  semi-annual  interest  which  may  become  due  on  the  city  sewerage 
bonds  of  both  classes,  viz  :  The  five  (5)  years  bonds  and  the  twenty  (20) 
years  bonds,  and  such  Common  Council  shall  annually,  for  five  (5)  years, 
cause  to  be  levied  and  assessed  on  all  the  property  returned  for  taxation  by 
the  Assessor,  a  general  tax  sufficient  to  raise  a  revenue,  the  net  amount  of 
which  shall  be  equal  to  one  fifth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  of  the 
five  (5)  years  city  sewerage  bonds   issued,  which   revenue,  when   collected 
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shall,  after  deducting  the  City  Treasurar's  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  same, 
be  deposited  by  such  Treasurer  in  some  bank  in  such  city,  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  less  than  six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  credited 
by  such  bank  to  the  sewerage  fund  of  such  city,  and  shall  not  be  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer;  and  all  collections  of  such  revenue  shall  be  kept  separate 
from  the  general  collections  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  deposited  in  such 
bank  as  aforesaid,  on  the  same  day  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer. Prior  to  the  maturity  of  any  part  of  such  five  (5)  years  bonds,  the 
Common  Council  shall  provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  by  appropria- 
tions from  the  sewerage  fund,  by  the  passage  of  ordinances  to  that  effect,  and 
the  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer  shall,  on  the  first  days  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  of  each  year,  report  in  writing  to  the  Common  Council 
statements  showing  the  actual  receipts  of  and  disbursements  from  such  fund, 
including  the  interest  accrued  on  deposits,  and  the  redemption  of  interest 
coupons;  and  the  City  Clerk  shall,  at  such  times,  make  an  additional  report, 
showing  at  what  date  any  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  of  any  such  bonds 
will  mature,  with  the  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  After  the  completion  of  any  sewer,  all  fees  paid  for  the  privilege  of 
making  house  connections  to  the  same,  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
and  kept  separate,  and  deposited  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the  sewerage  fund, 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  section  six.  of  this  ordinance,  in  cases 
where  sewerage  taxes  are  provided  to  be  collected  and  deposited ;  and  the 
interest  on  such  deposits  shall  be  credited  to  the  sewerage  fund,  and  shall 
not  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  All  repairs  of  sewers  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  sewerage  fund,  un- 
less the  Common  Council  shall  deem  it  best  to  levy  a  general  tax  for  that 
purpose,  in  which  case  the  revenue  derived  from  such  taxes  shall  be  credited 
to  a  separate  fund,  to  be  called  the  "  Repairs  of  Sewers  Fund."

Indianapolis,  Dec.  13,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — 1  am  directed  to  inform  you,  that  this  Company  will  sell  to

This  Company  will  sell  the  property,  with  or  without  reserving  forty  feet 
of  the  vacant  ground  on  Illinois  street,  spoken  of  in  a  former  communica- 
tion, for  building  another  office  for  its  own  use.

on  the  east  and  south  sides  of  the  city.  The  undersigned  believes  it  inexpe- 
dient, at  this  time,  to  extend  the  limits  over  the  portions  of  the  city  named, 
but  believes  that  the  Council  cannot  act  too  promptly  in  annexing  all  that 
part  of  the  platted  additions  lying  between  the  northern  limits  and  Tinker 
street.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  water  works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city 
and  citizens  of  Indianapolis;  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and  pre- 
scribing their  duties,  and  repealing  an  ordinance  of  like  title,  ordained  and 
established  the  15th  day  of  November,  1869. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  That 
under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  Of  Indi- 
ana, entitled,  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  companies  for  the  con- 
struction of  water  works  in  and  for  incorporated  cities,  to  enable  such  cities 
to  subscribe  for  stock  in  such  companies,  and  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the 
payment  thereof,"  approved  March  6,  1869,  and  by  virtue  of  the  further  pow- 
ers and  authority  of  said  Common  Council,  otherwise  in  them  by  law  vested, 
consent,  permission  and  authority  are  hereby  given,  granted,  and  duly  vested 
in  and  unto  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  organized  in  the  month  of  October,  1869,  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  and  their  successors,  the  privilege  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  water  works  in  and  for  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  to  take,  hold  and 
convey  pure  filtered  water,  by  steam  or  other  power,  to,  into,  and  throughout 
the  said  city  by  aqueducts,  pipes,  or  conduits;  and  also  to  take  and  hold  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  as  by  law  authorized,  any  land,  real  estate,  easement 
or  water  rights,  deemed  necessary  for  erecting,  laying  and  maintaining,  and 
to  erect  and  construct,  lay,  maintain  and  operate  such  aqueducts,  pipes,  con- 
duits, dams,  gates,  pumps,  bridges,  reservoirs,  embankments,  water-ways, 
drains,  and  other  structures,  as  may  be  necessary  or  consistent  to  insure  a 
sufficient  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water,  and  to  convey  the  same  into 
and  throughout  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  invested  wsth  the  privilege  of  using  the  streets,  alleys  and 
and  public  grounds  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  as  it  is  now,  or  may  hereafter 
be  laid  out  and  enlarged,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  in  said  streets,  alleys, 
and  public  grounds,  pipes,  conduits,  water-ways,  and  other  structures,  for  the 
conveyance  in  and  throughout  said  city  of  pure  water,  for  the  use  of  said  city 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  subject  to  the  limitations,  conditions,  and  pro- 
visions herein  contained,  and  provided  that  said  pipes,  conduits,  Wdter-ways 
and  other  structures  shall  be  so  laid  as  not  to  interfere  with  or  abridge  the 
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rights  and  privileges  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  or 
interfere  with  other  public  worke,  including  other  water  works  built  by  the 
city,  nor  with  the  present  or  future  krainings  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  That  whenever  said  company  propose  to  open  and  tear  up  any  part 
of  any  street,  alley,  or  public  ground,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  pipes 
or  water  courses,  they  shall  give  to  the  Street  Commissioner  of  said  city  at 
least  three  days'  notice  thereof,  and  shall  not,  during  the  progress  of  their 
work,  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  passage  of  said  street  or  alley;  and  said  com- 
pany shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  complete  their  work  upon  said  street 
or  alley,  and  regrade,  regravel,  repave  or  reboulder  the  same,  leaving  it  in  as 
good  and  like  condition  as  the  same  was  when  opened  or  torn  up  by  said  com- 
pany. And  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  or  should  they  subsequently  get  out  of 
repair  or  good  condition,  in  consequence  of  any  such  opening  or  tearing  up, 
or  because  of  imperfect  repairs,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  city  may  cause  the 
work  to  be  done,  and  may  retain  the  amount  of  the  cost  thereof  out  of  any 
moneys  nue,  or  afterwards  becoming  due  to  said  company;  and  the  company 
shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to  any  person  or  property  resulting  from  neg- 
lect, mismanagement,  or  fault  of  themselves  or  employes.  And  should  the 
city  be  sued  therefor,  the  company,  or  some  officer  thereof,  sholl  be  notified 
of  such  suit,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  defend  or 
settle  the  same;  and  should  a  judgment  be  recovered  against  the  city,  the 
city  shall  recover  the  amounts,  with  all  costs,  from  said  company,  and  the 
record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  evidence 
in  the  cause  to  entitle  to  recover  in  any  suit  brought  against  said  company. 

Sec.  4.  Said  company  shall,  in  the  construction  of  such  water  works,  erect 
and  put  in  what  is  known  as  the  "  Holly  System,"  with  all  its  latest  improve- 
ments, and  in  its  best  and  most  efficient  form,  with  a  maximum  capacity  of 
at  least  sixty  millions  gallons  liquid  measare  daily.  Said  company  shall  sup- 
ply to  the  said  city  of  Indianapolis,  upon  the  several  streets  upon  which 
pipes  and  water-courses  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  cisterns  and  localities  off' 
frsm  said  pipes  and  water  courses  as  the  city  may  conduct  the  same  to,  such 
quantity  of  water  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for  public  use,  and 
drainage,  and  fire  purposes.  And  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  said  city  such 
nspply  of  water,  the  said  company  shall  erect  and  attach  as  many  hydrants 
or  fire  plugs  as  the  Council  may  direct,  and  from  which  hydrants  or  fire  plugs 
the  city  may  draw  all  water  necessary  for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment 
of  fires,  washing,  cooling,  flushing,  or  sprinkling  the  streets,  pavements,  gut- 
ters, alleys,  sewers,  and  public  grounds;  and  said  city  may  also  attach  to  each 
hydrant  or  fire  plug  a  cock,  faucet  or  nozzle,  from  which  water  may  be  drawn 
by  citizens  and  passers  by  for  all  purposes  of  drinking  for  persons  and  ani- 
mals; and  said  company  shall  furnish  to  the  said  citizens  of  the  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis, upon  the  several  streets  upon  which  pipes  and  water  courses  may  be 
laid,  and  in  such  localities  off  from  said  pipes  and  water  courses  as  the  said 
citizens  may  conduct  the  same  to,  such  quantity  of  soft  water  as  they  desire 
And  said  Wates  Works  Company  shall  furnish  water  to  said  city  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  City  Council  and 
said  company  ;  and  it  shall  also  furnish  water  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  upon 
such  terms  and  schedule  rates  as  may  be  arranged  and  agreed  upon  by  said 
company  and  said  City  Council  annually.  Said  Water  Works  Company  shall 
have  the  right  to  charge  said  city  and  the  citizens  thereof  for  such  water  as 
may  be  supplied  as  much  as  the  average  price  paid  by  other  cities  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  citizens  thereof,  af  like  population,  that  are  supplied  with  as 
efficient  water  works,  unless  a  less  price  may  be  agreed  upon — but  said  com- 
pany shall  not  demand  or  charge  a  greater  price.  In  case  the  Water  Works 
Company  and  the  City  Council  fail  to  agree  upon  a  schedule  of  prices  to  be 
paid  by  the  city  and  its  citizens,  then  such  schedule  and  rate  of  charges  shall

be  interested  and  determined  by  five  disinterested  persons,  non-residents  of 
said  city,  two  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  said  company,  and  two  by  the  City 
Council,  and  the  fifth  by  the  four  thus  chosen.  The  rates  so  paid  to  remain 
in  force  until  altered  by  agreement  or  arbitration,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  shall,  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  commence  the  construction  of  said  water  works,  and  shall, 
within  one  year  and  three  months  from  the  time  the  same  is  commenced, 
have  at  least  five  miles  of  water  pipes  laid  down  and  connected  with  said 
water  works,  and  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  and  three  months  at  least 
fifteen  miles  of  pipes  so  laid  and  connected.  And  should  said  company  fail 
to  commence  the  construction  of  said  water  works  within  ninety  days,  or 
having  commenced  the  same  fail  to  lay  down  pipes  as  aforesaid,  or  having 
laid  down  pipes  as  aforesaid  sball  fail  to  furnish  the  city  and  citizens  with  pure 
water,  at  as  low  rates  as  other  cities  of  like  population  are  supplied,  with  as 
efficient  a  supply  of  water  rates,  based  as  provided  in  section  four,  then,  and 
in  either  case,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  forfeited 
by  said  company,  and  shall  revert  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

SiE'o,  6  That  after  the  pipes  and  mains  shall  have  been  laid  as  aforesaid,  the 
said  company  shall  extend  their  pipes  or  mains  for  conducting  water  on  or 
along  any  street,  or  any  alley  in>  said  city,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  ordered 
by  the  Common  Council;  Provided,  the  said  city  or  Common  Council  shall  di- 
rect said  company  to  attach  thereto  at  least  one  hydrant  or  fire  plug  on  each 
five  hundred  feet  of  pipe  or  main  so  laid  or  extended,  and  shall  take  there- 
from a  supply  of  water  for  fire  or  other  purposes,  to  be  paid  for  as  provided 
in  section  ftur  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.     At  any  time,  on  giving  six  months'  notice,  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  of  purchasing  from  said  company  all  the 
buildings,  machinery,  aqueducts,   pipes,  water  courses,  easements,  fixtures, 
apparatus,  and  other  property  of  said  company,  with  all  its  corporate  rights 
and  privileges,  but  not  including  any  franchise  herein  or  hereinafter  granted 
such  company,  or  estimated  value  of  the  charter  of  such  company,  at  such 
price  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  and  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company.     In  case  of  disagreement  between  said   . 
parties,  the  price  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  five  disinterested  per- 
sons, non  residents  of  said  city,  two  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Common 
Council,  and  two  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  and  the  fifth  by 
the  four  thus  chosen.     Provided,  that  said  Water  Works  Company  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  sell  out  to  any  company  whatsoever,  without  first  giving  to  the 
City  Council  the  refusal  to  purchase  at  the  same  rates  as  offered  to  others.     If 
said  company  shall  erect  works  to  propel  the  machinery  and  pumps  of  said 
water  works  from  surplus  water  from  the  Central  Canal,  they  shall  not  dis- 
pense with   the  steam   machinery  for  the  same  purpose,  so  as  to  be  appiled 
immediately  to  the  water  works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  city  and  citi- 
zens, as  above  provided;   nor,  in  case  the  city  shall  decide  at  any  time  to  pur- 
chase said  water  works,  the  use  of  said  water  from  the  canal  be  estimated  in 
making  up  the  valuation  of  the  water  works,  nor  shall  any  interest  in  the  said 
canal  be  so  estimated.     Provided,  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  said  City  Council 
and   board  of  directors  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal   voters  of  said 
city,  at  a  special  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose.     Should  said  city  or  its 
citizens  at  any  time,  through   the  carelessness  or  willfulness  of  the  said  com- 
pany, be  deprived  of  necessary  water  for   thirty-six  consecutive  hours  said 
company  shall  be  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  chartered  rights.

hereby  expressly  reserve  the  right  at  any  and  all  times,  to  construct  and  oper- 
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ate  water  works  for  itself,  or  to  charter  another  company  to  construct  and 
operate  w^ter  works  in  said  city. 

Sec.  9.  An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indian- 
apolis to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  water  works,  and  supply  water  to  the 
city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and 
prescribing  their  duties,  ordained  and  established  the  fifteenth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1868,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  Provi- 
ded, there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of 
such  passage  a  certified  copy,  from  the  records  of  said  Water  Works  Company, 
of  a  re  solution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  company,  accepting  the  terms 
and  conditions  herein  recited  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Mayor 
to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance,  accompanying  such  proclamation 
with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance ;  and  should  the  same  not  be  so  accepted  within 
thirty  days,  then  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void.

any  and  all  points  in  said  city,  where  the  hydrants  or  water  plags  shall  be 
put  in,  or  located,  and  canse  the  application  of  such  power,  in  all  cases  where 
it  shall  be  needed  for  fire  purposes,  from  as  many  fire  plugs  or  hydrants,  not 
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exceeding  eight,  as  may  be  needed,  until  such  fire  or  fires  shall  be  extin- 
guished, and  to  keep  and  maintain  said  Water  Works  in  the  most  efficient 
order    to    extinguish    fires  with  the  greatest  thoroughness  the  system  and 
works  are  susceptible  of.     The  said  building  shall  be  erected  and  machinery- 
put  in  under  the  supervision  of  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company,  and  sub- 
ject to  their  approval,  and  the  pipes  and  mains  of  such  material  and  of  such 
sizes  and  proportions  as  they  may  approve,  and  to  be  maintained  at  all  times 
in  complete  and  perfect  order  and  properly  connected  with  the  mains  sup- 
plying the  city  with  water.     Said  water  shall  be  pumped  directly  from  wells 
dug  or  sunk  as  near  White  river  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable  or  practicable 
by  said  Holly  Manufacturing  Company.     Said  wells  are  not  to  connect  with 
the  channel  of  the  river  or  any  other  open  stream  or  channel ;  the  water  in

Provided,  That  no  such  water,  to  be  supplied  by  said  Company  to  the  city 
and  citizens,  shall  be  taken  from  the  Central  Canal,  Kiver,  Creek,  or  other 
open  stream,  except  by  consent  of  the  Council  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  to  strike  out  all  except  the  Central  Canal,  in 
the  amendment. 

The  question  being  to  strike  out.

By  consent,  Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  petition : 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  27,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — On  a  previous  occasion,  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  and  St. 
Louis  Railway  Company  petitioned  your  honorable  body  to  grant  them  the 
right  to  lay  down  certain  tracks  across  Virginia  avenue  and  on  their  own 
grounds,  and  to  connect  same  with  the  tracks  in  their  new  depot,  then  in 
process  of  erection.  The  privilege  was  granted  them,  when  they,  supposing 
the  previous  permit  gave  them  also  the  right  to  connect  their  tracks  at  that 
end  of  the  depot,  commenced  work  for  that  purpose,  when  work  was  stopped 
by  order  from  your  honorable  body,  and  upon  investigation  they  find  they 
were  mistaken  in  the  rights  previously  granted  them,  as  that  gave  them  only 
the  right  to  connect  their  tracks  at  east  end  of  depot.  Therefore,  they  would 
now  respectfully  petition  that  you  grant  them  the  right  to  put  down  an  ad-  i 
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ditional  track  across  Delaware  street,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  their 
north  local  track  in  depot  with  main  side  track,  the  Railway  Company  agree- 
ing to  plank  said  street,  at  their  own  expense,  in  such  manner  as  you  may 
direct. 

This  connection  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  them,  not  only  for  the 
accommodation  of  their  own  business,  but  now,  furnishing  as  they  do  depot 
room  for  both  the  Craw  fords  ville  and  Vincennes  Roads,  it  is  highly  impor- 
tant that  this  connection  be  made,  to  accommodate  the  business  of  these 
roads. 

A  sketch  of  the  grounds  is  herewith  attached,

Mr.  Wiles,  from  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  made  the  following 
report  on  the  subject  contained  in  the  above  petition  : 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  27,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Resolved,  That Francis  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  laying  a  switch  on 

Missouri  street,  from  his  coal  yard,  alongside  of  and  connecting  with,  the 
Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  and  Lafayette  Railroad,  at  a  point  near  the  crossing 
or  within  25  feet  south  of  Potomac  alley  with  said  railroad  track;  said  work 
to  be  done  according  to  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  petitioners. 

We  also  have  to  report,  that  we  have  secured  and  herewith  present  a  time 
table,  regulating  the  running  of  all  regular  trains  that  come  into  the  city 
and  go  out  of  the  Union  Depot  But  it  is  our  opinion  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
greatest  difficulty  and  trouble  at  the  crossings  is  occasioned  by  the  running 
of  the  irregular  transfer  freight  trains,  no  material  benefit  weuld  be  obtained 
by  restricting  or  dealing  with  regular  trains  alone.  We  suggest  that  the 
Council  direct  the  printing  of  two  hundred  (200)  copies  of  the  enclosed  time 
table,  to  which  be  annexed  the  ordinance  regulating  the  running  of  all 
trains  within  the  city  limits,  for  the  use  of  each  engineer  and  conductor  in 
charge  of  an  engine  or  train  running  in  the  city.  We  also  recommend  that 
the  Marshal  be  instructed  to  notify  the  Superintendent  of  the  Union  Rail- 
way tracks,  that  all  engines  must  be  detached  from  their  trains  while  said 
trains  are  standing  in  said  depot,  awaiting  time  for  their  departure. 

We  also,  at  the  request  of  parties  interested,  visited  and  carefully  ex- 
amined that  part  of  South  Delaware  street,  directly  west  of  and  opposite  to 
the  west  end  of  the  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  Railroad's  new  de- 
pot, it  being  the  place  at  wlnx-h  said  Railroad  Company  had  commenced  lay- 
ing an  additional»cros&  trig.  over,  said 'South  Delaware  street,  but  were  stopped 
by  order  of  the  City  Council  on  last  Council  meeting.  We  beg  to  report  that 
it  is  our  opinion  that,  inasmuch  as  freight  trains  could,  after  said  crossing  is 
laid,  enter  the  depot  at  the  west  end,  instead  of  running  to  the  otl\er  end  of 
the  switch  and  backing  into  the  depot,  arucj*  ajur^o^nqe  at  tne  crossings 
further  east  would  be  avoided,  while  no  i nrmym iiJjSljry.f  ji^wl » fojf ~r r rj  little 
space  need  be  consumed  by  the  trains  at  the  west  end  of  said  depot.  We 
therefore  submit  the  following  resolution,  and  recommend  its  adoption: 
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Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petition  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  and 
St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  be  granted;  Provided,  That  the  said  Company 
shall  plank  the  entire  space  between  the  tracks  now  laid  upon  Delaware 
street  and  its  sidewalks,  and  the  track  which  it  is  proposed  to  lay  upon  said 
Delaware  street  and  its  sidewalks,  and  the  space  of  eighteen  inches  from  the 
outer  rail  which  it  is  proposed  to  lay  down.

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  held  December  27,  1869^ 
were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Brawn  moved  to  take  from  the  table  the  Water  Works  ordi- 
nance 
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Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Wiles   introduced  the  followi  g  ordinance  as  a  substitute  for 
the  ordinance  under  consideration  at  last  meeting: 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  water  works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city 
and  citizens  of  Indianapolis;  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and  pre- 
scribing their  duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  That 
"  The  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,"  a  corporation  organized  in 
the  month  of  October,  in  the  year  1869,  under  the  laws  of  Indiana,  and  its 
successors  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  water  works,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  with  proper  struc- 
tures, machinery,  reservoirs  embankments,  aqueducts,  pipes  and  conduits, 
4.0  supply  said  city  and  its  citizens  with  pure  and  wholesome  water;  to  ac- 
quire and  hold,  as  by  law  authorized,  any  real  estate,  easements  and  water 
rights  necessary  to  i hat  end  and  purpose;  and  to  use  the  streets,  avenues, 
alleys  and  public  grounds  of  said  city,  as  it  is  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  laid 
out  and  enlarged,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  thereii  pipes  and  conduits  neces- 
sary to  carry  w7ater  throughout  said  city.  Provided  The  same  shall  be  so  laid 
as  not  to  interfere  with  or  abridge  the  rights  or  privileges  of  the  Indianapolis 
Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  or  to  interfere  with  other  public  works,  in- 
cluding other  water  works  buih  by  the  city,  nor  with  the  present  or  future 
'drainage  of  said  city,  and  the  Company  may  establish  rules  and  regulations 
.for  and  concerning  the  use  of  the  water  from  their  works,  and  for  and  con- 
cerning the  conduct  @i  such  persons  as  may  use  the  water  from  their  works, 
•so  far  as  respects  the  preservation  and  use  and  restraining  the  waste  thereof, 
subject  to  the  review  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  commencing  work  upon  any  part  of  any  street,  avenue, 
alley,  or  any  public  ground,  the  Company  shall  give  the  Street  Commissioner 
of  the  city  at  least  three  days  notice  thereof,  and  during  the  progress  of  the 
work  shall  not  unnecessarily  obstruct  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  ground, 
and  shall  complete  each  part  of  the  work  therein,  and  restore  the  same  to  as 
good  and  like  condition  as  before  the  work  was  commenced,  and  upon  a  fail- 
sure  so  to  do,  or  should  the  same  subsequently  become  out  of  good  condition 
because  of  imperfect  repairs,  then  and  in  that  case  the  city  may  cause  the. 
proper  repairs  to  be  made,  and  may  retain  the  cost  thereof  out  of  any  mon- 
eys then  due,  or  afterwards  becoming  due  to  the  Company;  and  the  Com- 
pany shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  to  person  or  property  caused  by  the  negli- 
gence, mismanagement  or  fault  of  itself  or  any  of  its  employes;  and  should 
the  city  be  sued  therefor,  the  Company  or  some  officer  thereof  shall  be  noti- 
fied of  such  suit,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Company  to  de- 
fend or  settle  the  same,  and  should  judgment  go  against  the  city  in  any  such 
case,  the  city  shall  recover  the  amount  thereof,  with  all  costs  from  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  record  of  the  judgment  against  the  city  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  in  the* cause  to  entitle  the  city  to  recover  in  any  suit  therein  against 
the  Company. 

Sec.  3  That  in  the  construction  of  said  works  the  Company  shall  adopt 
what  is  known  as  "the  Holly  system,"  with  ail  its  latest  improvements,  and 
sin-its  best  .and  most  efficient  form,  with  a  maximum  capacity  of  at  least  six 
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million  gallons  liquid  measure  daily,  and  shall  maintain  the  same  in  such 
condition  as  to  be  capable  of  throwing  eight  streams  at  once,  one  hundred 
feet  vertically,  through  one  inch  nozzles,  and  shall  apply  the  same  in  ihe  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires  as  emergencies  may  require,  under  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Common  Council.  The  pumps  and  their  machinery  shall, 
be  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Holly  Manufacturing  Company  The 
Company  shall  supplv  to  the  city,  upon  the  several  streets  and  avenues  in 
which  pipes  and  conduits  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  cisterns  and  localities  off 
the  same  as  the  city  may  conduct  the  same  to,  such  quantity  of  water  as  may 
be  required  by  the  City  Council  for  public  use,  drainage  and  fire  purposes, 
and  to  that  end  shall  erect  and  attach  as  many  hydrants  or  fire  plugs  as  the 
City  Council  may  direct  and  furnish,  and  trom  the  same  the  citv  may  draw 
all  water  necessary  fxr  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
washing,  cleansing,  cooling,  flushing  or  sprinkling  the  streets,  pavements, 
gutters,  alleys,  sewers  and  public  grounds;  and  the  city  may  attach  to  each 
hydrant  a  cock,  faucet  or  nozzle,  from  which  water  may  be  drawn  by  citizens 
and  passers  by,  for  persons  and  animals;  and  the  Company  shall  furnish  to 
the  citizens  of  the  city  upon  the  several  streets  and  avenues  in  which  pipes 
and  water  courses  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  localities  off  the  same  as  the  citi- 
zens may  conduct  the  water  to,  such  quantity  of  water  as  they  may  desire. 
The  Company  shall  furnish  water  to  the  city  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  City  Council  and  the  Company.  The 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  the  city  and  the  citizens  thereof  for 
such  water  as  may  be  supplied,  as  much  as  the  average  price  paid  by  other 
cities  of  the  United  States  and  citizens  thereof,  of  like  population,  that  are 
supplied  with  as  efficient  water  works,  unless  a  price  may  be  agreed  upon  ; 
but  the  Company  may  not  demand  or  charge  a  greater  price.  In  case  the 
Company  and  City  Council  fail  to  agree  upon  a  schedule  of  prices  to  be  paid 
by  the  city  and  its  citizens,  then  such  schedule  and  rate  of  charges  shall  be 
ascertained  and  determined  by  five  disinterested  persons,  non-residents  of 
the  city,  two  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Company  and  two  by  the  City 
Council,  and  the  fifth  by  the  four  thus  chosen,  and  the  rates  so  fixed  shall 
remain  in  force  until  altered  by  agreement  or  arbitration,  as  aforesaid,  and 
either  the  city  or  the  Company  may  demand  a  re-adjustment  of  such  rates, 
either  by  agreement  or  arbitration  as  aforesaid,  at  any  time  after  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  the  last  preceding  adjustment.  But  in  no  event  shall 
the  city  be  charged  more  than  fifty  doliaas  per  annum  for  each  hydrant  or 
fire-plug.  The  water  to  be  supplied  as  in  this  section  provided,  shall  be  taken 
from  wells  dug  as  near  White  river  as  practicable,  but  north  of  the  National 
road — not  connecting  with  the  river  or  any  other  open  stream  or  channel,  so 
that  the  water  of  the  wells  shali  be  derived  from  the  natural  filtering  or  per- 
colation through  the  gravel  in  its  natural  place;  provided  the  same  can  be- 
so  obtained,  and  the  City  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  when  the 
Company  shall  have  made  a  sufficient  effort  so  to  obtain  it. 

Sec,  4.  That  the  Company  shall,  within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  cemmence  the  construction  of  such  Water  Work',  and  shall, 
within  one  year  and  three  months  trom  the  time  the  same  is  commenced, 
have  at  least  five  miles  of  water-pipes  laid  down  and  connedted  with  the 
Water  Works,  and  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  and  three  months,  at  least 
fifteen  miles  of  pipes  so  laid  and  connected;  and  should  the  Company,  be- 
cause of  any  want  of  care  and  dilligence  on  ts  part,  fail  either  in  the  com- 
mencement or  prosecution  of  the  work,  as  in  this  section  provided,  or  having 
laid  down  pipes  as  above  required,  shall  in  like  manner  fail  to  furnish  the 
city  and  citizens  pure  and  wholesome  water  at  the  rates  in  this  ordinance 
provided  for,  then  and  in  either  case  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted 
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shall  be  forfeited,  and  shall  revert  to  the  eity.  And  should  the  city  or  iti> 
citizens,  at  any  time,  through  the  wilfulness  or  carelessness  of  the  Company, 
be  deprived  of  necessarj'  water  for  thirty-six  consecutive  hours,  the  Company 
shall  be  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  rights  under  this  charter,  or  at  the  election 
of  the  eity,  the  said  Company  shall  forfeit  all  claim  for  payment  for  stipulated 
price  for  all  hydrants  supplying  water  to- the  city  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Sec.  5.  That  after  the  pipes  and  mains  shall  have  been  laid  as  in  section 
four  provided,  the  Company  shall  extend  the  jame  along  any  street,  avenue 
or  alley  of  the  city,  whenever  the  City  Council  shall  order  the  same;  Pro- 
vided, The  City  or  Common  Council  shall  furnish  at  least  an  average  of  one 
hydrant,  for  every  one  thousand  feet  of  pipe  so  extended,  to  be  attached  by 
the  Company,  and  the  use  thereof  to  be  paid  for  as  before  in  this  ordinance 
provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  the  Company  shall  erect  works  to  propel  the  machinery  and! 
pumps  of  said  Water  Works  with  water,  it  shall  aiso  provide  and  keep  in 
constant  good  condition  for  immediate  use,  suitable  steam  machinery,  not 
les3  than  two  engines,  to  propel  such  machinery  and  pumps,  so  situated  as  at 
any  time  to  be  attached  and  used. 

Sec.  7.  That  at  any  time,  on  giving  six  months'  notice,  the  city  shall  have 
the.  right  to  purchase  from,  the  Company  all  the  buildings,  machinery  and 
pipes  of  said  Water  Works,  with  all  its  corporate  rights  and  privileges,  (but 
not  including  any  franchise  herein  granted  or  that  may  hereafter  be  granted 
to  the  Company,  nor  including  any  estimated  value  of  this  charter),  at  such 
price  as  may  b^  agreed  upon  by  the  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Company. 

In  case  of  disagreement  between  said  parties,  the  price  shall  be  ascertained 
by  five  disinterested  persons,  nonresidents  of  the  eity,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Common  Council,  and  two  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Company,  and  the  fifth  by  the  four  thu-;  chosen ;  and  the  Company  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  sell  to  any  person  or  Company  whatsoever,  without  first  giving 
the  City  Council  the  refusal  to  purchase  at  the  same  rates  as  offered  to  others: 
Provided,  That  no  purchase  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Council  until  the  terms 
agreed  upon,  or  settled  by  arbitration's  aforesaid,  shall  be  ratified  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  legal  voters  of  the  city. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
grant  to  said  company,  or  its  successors,  any  exclusive  privilege  of  con- 
structing and  operating  water  works  in  the  city  oi  Indianapolis,  but  the  city 
hereby  expressly  reserve  the  right  at  any  and  all  times,  to  construct  and  oper- 
ate water  works  for  itself,  or  to  charter  another  company  to  construct  and 
operate  water  works  in  said  city. 

Sec.  9.  That  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indian 
apolis  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  water  works,  and  supply  water  to  the 
city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and 
prescribing  their  duties,  ordained  and  established  the  fifteenth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1869,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  Provi- 
ded, there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city  within  thirty  days  from 
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jfche  time  of  such  passage  a  certified  copy,  from  tfop  records  of  said  Water 
Works  Company,  of  a  r<  solution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  company,  ac- 
cepting the  terms  and  conditions  hereiia  recited  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor  to  make  proclamation  of  such  acceptance,  accompanying 
such  proclamation  with  a  copy  of  this  ordinance;  and  should  the  Sdme  not  be 
*o  accepted  within  thirty  days,  then  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  aad  void. 

Ordained  and  established  this day  of -. 


The  ordinance  was  read  the  second  time,  and  acted  upon  section 
by  section.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  prepared  three  time-tables  for  regulating  the  lighting 
•         and  extinguishing  of  the  public  ga3  lamps,  during  the  calendar  year  1870. 

Table  No.  1  uses  all  the  natural  light,  both  moonlight  and  twilight,  and 
aggregates  1,994 J  hours. 

Table  No.  2  uses  the  light  of  the  moon,  from  the  second  day  after  the  first 
< quarter,  until  the  second  day  after  the  last;  quarter,  and  aggregates  2,432£ 
hours, 

Table  No  3  only  makes  use  of  the  moon's  light  when  that  luminary  is 
nearest  its  full,  and  aggregates  3,000  hours. 

We  are  now  entering  upon  the  darkest  year,  so  far  as  light  from  the  moon 
is  concerned,  that  has  occurred  since  1851 — nineteen  years  ago.  The  moon 
will  be  "new"  twice  in  January  (1st  and  31st),  and  twice  in  March  (1st  and 
31st).  two  of  the  darkest  months  in  the  year.  This  will  increase  the  number 
of  gas  burning  hours  considerably.  The  time  allowed  the  city,  without  extra 
compensation,  bv  the  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  is  2.000  hours.  Using  time-table  No.  1  (1,994£  hours),  it  will  be 
impossible,  even  with  the  strictest  economy,  to  avoid  the  burning  of  gas  in 
excess  of  the  contract  aggregate,  as  I  have  remaining  an  excess  of  only  5f 
hours,  to  use  on  dark  and  cloudy  nights.  During  the  year  1869,  now  near 
its  end,  the  exceedingly  gloomy  and  disagreeable  weather  which  has  per- 
vaded every  season,  and  not,  as  is  usual,  been  natural  e^  ^nts  during  the 
spring  and  fall,  have  necessitated  considerable  extra  burnit  g  of  gas,  over  the 
time-table  for  that  period.  It  cannot  be  hoped  that,  in  the  year  to  come, 
with  much  less  of  moonlight,  the  city  will  be  able  to  keep  within  the  exact 
limits  of  the  contract. 

la  most  of  the  largest  cities  of  the  countrj,  including  Cincinnati,  and  eren 
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Dayton,  Ohio,  the  public  gas  lamps  are  burned  all  night,  without  regard  to 
the  moon.  This  seems  to  me,  unless  the  Gas  Companies  at  such  places  are  ex- 
ceedingly liberal,  and  give  much  of  their  gas  without  full  compensation  there- 
to?', a  violation  of  good  common  sense.  It*  an  all  night  timetable  were  de- 
cided upon  for  this  city,  I  feel  confident  that  my  No.  3  wou'd  be  found  to 
give  better  satisfaction  than  the  one  used  at  Dayton  (by  which  the  lamps  are 
extinguished  considerably  earlier  in  the  morning),  and  which,  in  1869,  ag- 
gregated 3095  hours,  no  allowance  being  made  for  light  from  the  moon  when 
at  its  full.  By  my  table,  the  lamps  would  nob  be  burned  on  three  nights 
during  the  months  of  January,  February,  October,  November  and  December; 
on  four  nights  during  the  months  of  March  and  September;  on  five  nights 
during  the  months  of  April,  June,  July  and  August;  and  on  six  nights  dur- 
ing the  month  of  May ; — total,  49  nights. 

It  having  been  indicated  to  me  that  the  Gas  Company  would  discount  its 
monthly  bills  if  a  more  liberal  timetable  was  used  than  is  now  employed.  I 
would  respectfully  ask  that  this  communication  and  mv  several  time-tables 
be  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Gas  Light,  with  instructions  to  confer  with 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Gas  Company,  regarding  the  discount  spoken  of.

Gentlemen; — The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Street 
Commissioner  in  relation  to  the  repairs  of  the  bridge  across  the  Canal  on 
Ohio  street,  respectfully  report,  that  the  cost  for  the  repairs  have;been  one- 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  bridge  in  question  was  worn  out  and  posi- 
tively dangerous  as  a  passage  way,  to  man  and  beast.  The  only  portion  of 
the  old  structure  that  could  be  used  was  the  middle  bent,  consequently  the 
bridge  is  new,  with  this  exception. 
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Your  Committee  have  carefully  examined  the  location  for  the  foot  bridges* 
across  the  Canal,  on  Vermont  street,  and  find  that  a  growing  necessity  exists 
for  their  immediate  construction,  and  would  recommend  the  work  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  and  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  as  we 
believe  this  much  more  economical  than  to  let  the  building  of  them  by  con- 
tract.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen. — Being  desirous  of  having  a  complete  system  of  fire  alarm  tele- 
graph in  our  city,  I  have  written  to  Messrs.  Gamewell  &  Co.,  to  ascertain  the 
cost  of  changing  our  present  system  to  the  Automatic  American  Fire  Alarm, 
and  would  herewith  present  to  you  the  following  propositions,  as  furnished 
me  by  Mr.  Firman,  the  agent  for  the  American  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  and 
ask  that  you  would  give  it  your  earliest  attention.  Knowing  this  system  to 
be  the  most  complete  and  reliable,  I  would  urge  upon  you  to  make  the 
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change,  and  do  away  with  our  present  confused  system,  as  we  have  no  assur- 
ance at  any  time  of  getting  a  correct  alarm. 

By  making  this  change,  we  can  have  the  central  alarm-bell  struck  at  the 
same  time  the  gongs  strike  in  the  engine  houses,  and  striking  the  number  of 
the  box  from  which  the  alarm  is  given,  giving  every  person  a  chance  to  know 
whether  or  not  your  Fire  Department  is  prompt,  and  doing  away  with  the 
two  watchmen  on  the  tower. 

Messrs  Gamewell  &  Co.  propose  to  put  in  forty  of  these  street  boxes,  (which 
number  will  be  sufficient,  including  the  additions  to  be  annexed).  They 
•Aso  propose  making  and  working  their  system  on  four  different  circuits  in- 
stead of  one,  as  at  present;  so  that  a  broken  wire  in  any  part  of  the  city  will 
only  effect  the  circuit  where  the  wire  is  broken,  and  still  leave  the  balance  of 
the  alarm  in  working  order,  while  at  present,  a  wire  broken  at  any  point, 
leaves  the  whole  city  without  any  alarm,  until  the  same  is  repaired.  This 
addition  will  require  from  six  to  eight  miles  of  wire. 

I  would  also  state,  that  the  Messrs.  Schawk  &  Franz,  the  contractors  for 
our  present  fire  alarm,  have  an  automatic  alarm  box,  which  they  are  very 
anxious  to  sell  to  our  city,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  proposition 
from  them,  they  saying  that  they  will  send  an  agent  whenever  this  city  is 
ready  to  make  the  change.  They  have  recently  sent  a  bill  for  $200  for  two 
boxes  which  we  have  now  on  trial. 

Allow  me  to  recommend,  before  closing  this  report,  to  change  our  present 
system  to  that  of  the  automatic  system  of  the  American  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph Company — the  only  correct  and  complete  fire  alarm  now  in  existence ; 
pronounced  so  by  all  practical  firemen,  and  your  humble  servant.

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  held  January  17,  1870, 
were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  for  the  purpose  of 
passing  the  following  ordinance  : 

^.N  Ordinance  amendatory  of  an  ordinance  entitled,  "An  ordinance  author- 
izing the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to  construct,  maintain       V) 
and  operate  water  works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city  and  citizens  of 
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Indianapolis;  defining  their  powers  and  privileges,  and  prescribing  their 
duties,"  ordained  and  established  the  third  day  of  January,  1870. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  first  clause  of  section  three  of  an  ordinance  entitled,  "An  ordinance 
authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
water  works,  and  supply  water  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis;  de- 
fining their  powers  and  privileges,  and  prescribing  their  duties,"  ordained 
and  established  the  3d  day  of  January,  1870,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "apply  the  same  in  "  where  they  occur  in  said  clause,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words  "supply  the  same  for,"  so  that  said  clause  as  amended 
will  read  as  follows  : 

"That  in  the  construction  of  said  works,  the  Company  shall  adopt  what  is 
known  as  "  the  Holly  system,"  with  all  its  latest  improvements,  and  in  its 
best  and  most  efficient  form,  with  a  maximum  capacity  of  at  least  six  million 
gallons  liquid  measure  daily,  and  shall  maintaiu  the  same  in  such  condition 
as  to  be  capable  of  throwing  eight  streams  at  once,  one  hundred  feet;  verti- 
cally, through  one  inch  nozzles,  and  shall  supply  the  same  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  as  emergencies  may  require,  under  regulations  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Common  Council." 

And  that  the  last  clause  of  said  section  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "National  Koad,"  where  they  occur  in  said  clause,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  words  "Maryland  street." 

Sec.  2.  That  the  last  clause  of  section  four  of  said  ordinance,  which  clause 
commences  with  t\ie  words  "And  should  the  city  or  its  citizens,"  etc.,  be 
stricken  out,  and  the  following  clause  be  inserted  in  the  place  thereof: 
"  Should  said  Company  be  guilty  of  a  substantial  breach  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  it  shall,  on  a  judicial  declaration  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  that  snch  breach  lias  been  committed,  be  liable  to  a 
forfeiture  of  its  rights  under  this  charter."^ 

Sec.  3.  That  section  seven  of  said  ordinance  be  stricken  out,  and  the  fol- 
lowing substituted  in  the  place  thereof:  "That  the  Common  Council  of  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  purchase  contained  in  sec- 
tion 9  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved 
March  6,  1865,  entitled,  "An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  companies  for 
the  construction  of  Water  Works,  in  and  for  incorporated  cities ;  to  enable 
such  cities  to  subscribe  stock  in  such  companies,  and  to  issue  and  sell  bonds 
for  the  payment  thereof."  Provided,  That  no  purchase  shall  be  made  by  the 
City  Council  until  the  terms  agreed  upon,  or  settled  by  arbitration  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  city. 

The  question  being  on  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilrnen  Brown,  Gim- 
ber,  Harrison,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Kenningtoii,  Jjocke,  Marsee,  Pyle, 
Shepherd,  Tnalman,  Thorns,  Weaver,  Wiles  and  Woodburn — 15.

That  section  four  of  said  ordinance  be  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following: 

Provided,  That  whether  a  substantial  breach  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  have  been  committed,  shall  be  determined  by  a  judicial  declara- 
tion by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  before  a  forfeiture  of  the  rights  of 
the  Company,  under  this  ordinance,  shall  take  place,  or  their  claim  for  pay- 
ment of  the  stipulated  price  for  hydrants. 

Mr.  Kennington  moved  to  lay  the  amendment  on  the  table.

to  a  supply  of  Water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  the  compactly  built 
portions  of  the  city,  and  report  to  this  Council  next  Monday  eVening.

Gentlemen  : — I  think  that  the  Council  cannot  grant  the  relief  prayed  for 
by  Messrs.  Bradshaw  &  Holmes. 

In  assessments  for  street  improvements  the  Council  act  judicially,  and 
after  a  precept  is  issued  their  powers  cease.  This  has  been  the  uniform  re- 
port of  former  Judiciary  Committees. 

The  claim  for  street  improvements  is  a  private  claim  belonging  to  the  con- 
tractor, and  the  only  duty  devolved  upon  the  Common  Council  "is  to  put  in 
motion  the  machinery  for  its  collection."  Of  course  the  Common  Council 
have  no  power  to  remit  any  part  of  it. 

If  the  statements  of  the  petitioners  are  correct,  as  doubtless  they  are,  the 
title  held  under  the  sale  is  a  mere  nullity.  The  only  thing  that  the  petition- 
ers need  do  is  to  tender  the  amount  actuallydue  the  contractor,  and  the  title 
claimed  under  the  sale  will  be  of  no  validity  whatever.  However  this  may 
be,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  a  matter  between  the  contractor 
nd  the  petitioners,  and  one  over  which  the  Council  has  no  control. 

If  an  officer  has  extorted  an  illegal  fee,  he  is  punishable  by  legal  proceed- 
qre;  but  the  Council  cannot  determine  that  question,  except  it  be  upon  a 
proceeding  to  remove  from  office.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  resolution  concerning  the  taxation  of 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railway,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

It  is  well  settled  that  a  statute  exempting  persons  or  property  from  taxa- 
tion is  to  be  strictly  construed.  In  the  case  of  Deputy  Grand  Master,  etc.,  vs. 
City  of  Indianapolis,  our  Supreme  Court  decided  that,  under  the  statute  ex- 
empting the  property  of  charitable  institutions  from  taxation,  only  that  part 
of  the  Masonic  Hall  actually  used  by  the  Institution  was  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, although  the  revenues  of  the  entire  building  were  devoted  to  charitable 
purposes.  If  the  same  general  rule  is  to  be  applied  to  the  ordinance,  the  re* 
sult  will  be: 

1.  The  horses,  mules,  cars  and  other  personal  property  of  said  Company 
are  subject  to  taxation. 

2.  Each  distinct  line  of  railway  is  subject  to  taxation,  aTter  two  years  from 
the  time  of  its  completion.

Gentlemen: — The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution 
of  the  Council  in  reference  to  taxation  of  the  lines  of  Street  Railway  and  the 
property  of  the  Street  Railway  Company,  beg  leave  to  report  the  opinion  of 
the  City  Attorney  herewith,  in  which  they  fully  concur.  The  proviso  to  the 
eleventh  section  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  construction  of  Street  Rail- 
ways in  the  city  only  exempts  "each  line  of  railway"  "  fVom  all  taxation  for 
two  years  immediately  following  its  completion,  and  no  longer."  This  evi- 
dently means  that  more  lines  than  one  would  be  constructed,  and  we  think 
the  fair  construction  would  be  that  when  a  line  on  any  street  shall  be  con- 
structed and  put  in  use,  that  such  line  would  be  completed  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  proviso,  although  the  Company  might  subsequently  add  to  the  line, 
.or  extend  it  along  the  street,  or  to  another  street:  otherwise  the  Company, 
by  adding  an  additional  portion  each  year,  might  insist  that  they  would  hold 
it  uncompleted  an  indefinite  time. 

The  exemption  in  the  proviso  does  not  extend  to  the  cars,  live  stock  or 
motive  power,  or  Other  prope.ity  of  the  Company,  consequently  they  are  tax- 
able at  all  times. 

Your  Committee—therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  the  resolution. 
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I  have  very  great  doubt  whether  the  Common  Council  have  any  power  to 
exempt  property  from  taxation  which  is  not  exempted  by  the  statutes  of  the 

State.

Gentlemen: — The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of 
Robert  Patterson  for  grading  and  graveling  Douglass  street,  between  New 
York  and  North  streets,  beg  leave  to  report : 


Your  Committee  apprehend  a  serious  mistake  has  been  committed  in  the 
engineering,  and  in  grading  and  graveling  through  the  land  of  Captain  W. 
Y.  "Wiley,  for  something  over  half  of  a  square,  where  no  street  was  ever 
platted,  nor  the  land  dedicated  to  public  use.  From  West  New  York  street 
north,  to  a  line  about  parallel  with  the  south  line  of  West  Vermont  street, 
Douglass  street  is  regularly  platted,  as  appears  by  the  city  map;  and  from 
the  east  and  west  alley  south  of  West  Michigan  street,  north  to  North  street, 
it  is  also  properly  platted,  but  the  intervening  land  does  not  appear  ever  to 
have  been  platted  or  dedicated  to  public  use.  Y^our  Committee  would  fur- 
ther say,  that  what  is  apparently  Douglass  street,  from  New  York  street  to 
what  should  be  the  south  line  of  Vermont  street,  is  not  in  any  way  marked 
on  the  city  plat  as  part  of  Douglass  street;  but  as  the  Council  ordered  Doug- 
lass street,  from  New  York  to  North  street,  graded  and  graveled,  the  City 
Engineer  assumed  that  it  extended  continuously  from  New  York  to  North 
streets,  and  set  his  grade  stakes  through  Captain  Wiley's  land,  and  the  con- 
tractor graded  and  graveled  the  entire  distance,  and  as  no  steps  were  ever 
taken  to  open  the  street  through  Captain  Wiley's  land,  your  Committee  as- 
sume that  it  was  an  error  of  the  City  Engineer  to  have  a  street  graded  and 
graveled  through  the  land,  and  possibly  it  might  be  said  to  be  an  error  in 
the  contractor,  but  the  most  grave  error  was  in  the  Council  making  the 
Order  they  did,  in  the  bungling,  loose  way  it  was  made,  and  thus  calculated 
to  mislead  the  City  Engineer  and  Contractor. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  Con- 
tractor cannot  recover  (from  Captain  Wiley)  pay  for  the  grading  and  gravel- 
ing through  his  land,  who  states  that  he  knew  nothing  about  the  improve- 
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ment  until  after  it  was  made,  and  however  much  he  may  be  benefitted  (a 
matter  he  disputes,  however),  there  is  no  power  under  the  City  Charter  to 
enable  the  Contractor  to  collect  the  money  oft'  of  Captain  Wiley,  and  as  the 
work  was  no  doubt  done  in  good  faith  by  the  Contractor  under  the  city  au- 
thorities, they  submit  whether  the  city  is  not  equitably  bound  to  pay  for 
doing  the  work.

2.  C.  Ahrens  &  Co.,  Cincinnati,  propose  to  sell  one  of  their  second-class  en- 
gines at  $5,600,  or  two  of  them  for  $10,700,  and  a  third-class  eng'n3  at  less 
figures. 

3.  The  Silsby  Manufacturing  Company,  Seneca  Falls,  New  York,  propose 
to  furnish  one  of  their  first-class  engines  (larger  thgn  those  now  in  use  in 
this  city)  for  $6,000,  or  two  for  $12,000,  taking  in  payment  bonds  of  the  city 
payable  within  five  years,  bearing  ten  per  cent,  interest. 

The  two  engines  first  named,  your  Committee  have  not  had  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  tested,  and  therefore  know  nothing  of  their  real  merits.

Present — His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Daniel  Macauley,  in  the  chair, 
and  the  following  members  : 

Councilmen  Brown,  Cottrell,  Gimber,  Harrison,  Hecfcman,  Kahn, 
Kennington,  Locke,  Marsee,  Newman,  Pyle,  Shepherd,  Thalman, 
Thorns,  Weaver,  Whitsit,  Wiles  and  Woodburn — 18. 

Absent — None. 

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  held  February  7,  1870, 
were  read  and  approved. 

Dr.  Woodburn  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  motion 
offered  by  Mr.  Brown  at  last  meeting  was  adopted,  awarding  the  con- 
tract for  building  a  Station  House  to  Maloney,  under  the  plans  of 
Daggett  &  Roth. 
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The  question  being  on  reconsidering. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell,  Harrison,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Locke,  Marsee,  Newman,  Pyle, 
Thai  man,  Thorns,  Weaver,  Wiles  and  Woodburn — 14.

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  motion  : 

That  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  be  instructed  to  call  on  different 
architects,  and  obtain  plans  and  specifications  for  the  building  of  a  Station 
House,  not  exceeding  in  cost  $5,000. 

Mr.  Kahn  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute : 

That  the  plans  for  a  Station  House,  as  presented  by  Daggett  &  Roth  and 
Enos  &  Huebcer,  be  returned  to  them,  and  these  gentlemen  requested  to 
bring  to  this  Council  new  plans,  the  building  not  to  cost  exceeding  $9,000. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  Mr.  Kahn's  motion. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Gimber,  Har- 
rison, Ileckman,  Kahn,  Marsee,  Newman,  Pyle  and  Wiles — 7.

Negative — Councilmen  Gimber,  Harrison,  Heckman,  Kahn,  Ken- 
nington, Locke,  Marsee,  Newman,  Pyle,  Weaver,  Wiles  and  Wood- 
burn— 12. 

Mr.  Locke  offered  the  following  motion : 
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That  the  Building  Committee  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  invite 
plans  and  specifications  for  a  City  Prison,  the  cost  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
$8,000;  that  the  plan  so  adopted  shall  be  paid  for  in , any  sum  not  to  exceed 
$200,  and  that  only  the  two  architects  who  have  already  submitted  plans, 
shall  be  allowed  to  submit  plans. 

Dr.  Woodburn  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Mr.  Locke's

That  the  plans  for  Station  House  be  referred  back,  for  improvement,  to 
the  Committee  and  architects,  and  that  the  Clerk  advertise  for  bids,  not  to 
cost  more  than  $8,000.

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  Mr.  Locke's  amendment.

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Dr.  Woodburn,  from  select  committee,  made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  Feb.  14,  1870. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — The  seleet  committee,  instructed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council  to  inquire  what  legislation,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  secure  more  regular 
and  efficient  service  by  the  cars  of  the  "  Street  Railway  Company,"  have  en- 
deavored to  give  the  subject  that  careful  and  impartial  consideration  which 
its  importance  to  the  public,  as  well  as  the  Company,  seems  to  demand. 

The  committee,  after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  subject,  are 
of  the  opinion  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  material  improvement  until 
the  system  of  endeavoring  to  run  cars  in  different  directions  upon  a  single 
track  road  is  abandoned.  The  plan  of  a  single  track,  with  switches  at  inter- 
vals for  the  passage  of  cars,  may  look  plausible  in  theory,  but  cannot  be  satis- 
factory in  practice.  If  each  car  would  start  at  exactly  the  right  time,  keep 
exactly  the  right  speed,  and  meet  with  no  detention,  the  system  might  do; 
but  how  seldom  is  this  the  case  ?  An  accident  to  any  one  car,  a  failure  of 
any  one  driver,  necessarily  throws  all  the  cars  on  that  line  out  of  order,  just 
as  a  watch,  or  other  complicated  piece  of  machinery,  would  be  thrown  out  of 
order  by  a  failure  of  any  of  its  parts.  Cars  are  apt  to  get  ofl  tha  track  in 
taking  the  switches,  they  meet  between  switches,  or  lie  upon  them  for  the 
passage  of  approaching  cars.  These,  and  nine-tenths  of  all  other  causes  of 
complaint,  are  attributable  to  the  single  track  system.  Other  defects  are  of 
minor  importance,  and  can  be  easily  remedied.  The  committee  do  not  be- 
lieve that  satisfactory  service  can  be  rendered  under  the  single  track  system, 
no  matter  how  carefully  managed,  nor  are  they  advised  that  the  attempt  is 
being  made  to  operate  under  that  system,  in  any  other  city  as  large  as  Indi- 
anapolis. Elsewhere  there  are  either  two  parallel  tracks  on  the  same  street, 
or  the  same  result  is  attained  by  running  out  on  one  street  and  back  on  an- 
other. 

Street  Railroads  are  not  only  a  convenience  but  a  necessity  in  cities,  and 
the  larger  the  city  the  greater  the  necessity.  No  city  that  is  a  city  pretends 
to  do  without  them.  Indianapolis  must  not  be  behind  the  age,  and  it  would 
be  vastly  to  her  credit,  as  well  as  interest,  to  have  an  efficient  and  well  regu- 
lated system  of  Street  Railroads.  She  has  encouraged  steam  roads  to  the  ex- 
tent of  even  giving  large  donations  in  money,  and  can  well  afford  to  give 
reasonable  encouragement  and  aid  to  secure  an  efficient  system  of  street 
railroads. 

Being  entirely  satisfied  that  the  only  way  to  secure  such  a  system  is  by 
double  tracking  the  lines,  the  committee  ^have  conferred  with  the  principal 
officers  of  the  Company  as  to  the  prospect  of  securing  this  desirable  result. 

These  gentlemen  frankly  admit  that  they  came  into  the  Company  without 
any  experience  in  railroading,  and  were  led  to  believe  the  single  track  sys- 
tem would  answer.  They  have  persisted  in  endeavoring  to  make  that  sys- 
tem a  success,  until  they  have  sunk  a  considerable  amount  of  their  individ- 
ual means,  besides  exhausting  the  limited  means  of  the  Company,  and  are  at 
last  brought  to  the  conclusion  that  the  single  track  system  is  a  failure.  In 
the  meantime  the  Company  has  drifted  into  a  position  (explained  to  the 
committee,  but  which  could  not  well  be  stated  in  the  limits  of  this  report,) 
which  makes  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  them  to  raise  the  means  to  make  the 
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improvements  which  they  admit  are  needed.  They  are,  however,  making 
earnest  efforts  to  that  end,  and  have  explained  to  the  committee  what  legis- 
lation they  deem  essential  to  obtain  the  means  necessary  to  secure  the 
double-tracking  of  the  roads,  and  their  successful  management  afterwards. 

So  much  of  this  as  the  committee  considered  admissable,  is  embodied  in 
the  ordinance  herewith  reported  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the  Com- 
mon Council. 

It  will  be  seen  that  some  of  its  provisions  are  intended  to  promote  the 
safety  of  the  public,  as  well  as  protect  the  Company  from  mischevious  annoy- 
ance and  injury,  as  well  as  loss,  by  imposition  and  fraud.  These  provisions 
seem  to  your  committee  to  be  entirely  unobjectionable.  The  intention  of 
the  Company  to  run  cars  during  the  night,  to  connect  with  all  the  out-going 
and  in  coming  steam  cars,  under  a  contemplated  arrangement  with  the  prin- 
cipal hotels,  will  explain  the  necessity  for  the  provision  in  relation  to  fares 
after  eleven  o'clock  at  night. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  fourth  section  does  more  than  re-enact  an  ex- 
isting ordinance,  but  it  is  believed  it  will  be  of  great  service  in  securing  pe- 
cuniary aid  in  certain  quarters,  where  the  Company  are  hoping  for  assistance. 
The  fifth  section  makes  a  concession,  in  the  event  the  Company  proceeds 
without  delay  to  double  tracking  their  lines,  otherwise  not;  and  it  should 
not  be  forgotten  that  under  the  proviso  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  origi- 
nal charter,  no  line  of  road  was  to  be  subject  to  taxation  for  city  purposes, 
until  two  years  after  its  completion. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  committee  feel  well  assured  that  any  concessions  that 
may  be  made  by  the  ordinance,  weigh  nothing  in  comparison  to  the  satisfac- 
tion it  would  be  to  the  public,  and  benefit  to  the  city,  to  have  the  lines 
double-tracked.  Its  prompt  passage,  the  committee  are  assured,  would  se- 
cure this  desirable  result  at  an  early  day.  Its  failure  will  leave  the  Company 
to  struggle  on  under  the  present  unsatisfactory  single  track  system. 

The  committee  have  examined  into  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Company,  and  the  evidence  is  conclusive  that  the  receipts  do  not  cover  the 
expenses.  It  is  by  no  means  certain,  with  our  present  population  and  long 
lines  of  Street  Railroad,  extending  into  sparsely  settled  neighborhoods,  that 
the  receipts  for  many  years  to  come  would  equal  the  expenses,  even  if  the 
lines  were  double-tracked.  Besides,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Com- 
pany pay  a  tax  to  the  General  Government  of  2A-  per  cent,  upon  their  gross 
receipts,  without  reference  to  whether  or  not  the  receipts  cover  the  expenses, 
and  do  nob  add  the  additional  cent  to  each  fare  which  the  law  authorizes. 
The  result  is,  that  instead  of  charging  6  or  7  cents  for  each  fare,  as  is  done 
in  other  cities,  the  Company  here  charge  but  five  cents,  and  so,  in  fact,  rea- 
lize but  4  cents  and  a  fraction.  The  amount  of  tax,  therefore,  which  the 
Company  pays  to  the  General  Government  for  the  people  of  Indianapolis,  ex- 
ceeds threefold  what  the  tax  against  the  Company  for  city  purposes  would 
amount  to. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  report,  that  in  their  opinion  the  legislation 
most  likely  ''to  secure  greater  regularity  and  efficiency  in  the  performance 
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of  service  by  the  cars  of  the  Street  Railway  Company,"  is  the  prompt  passage 

of  the  following  ordinance.

Gentlemex  : — The  undersigned,  a  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
j  *  the  communication  of  the  Franklin  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  December 
13,  1869,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  conferred  wich  the  officers  of 
that  Company,  and  obtained  from  them  a  proposition  to  sell  the  whole  of 
their  lot  and  building,  on  the  corner  of  Illinois  street  and  Kentucky  avenue, 
including  66  feet  and  6  inches  front,  by  63  feet  on  Illinois  streat,  of  vacant 
ground,  taking  in  payment  the  bonds  of  the  city,  bearing  ten  (10)  per  cent, 
interest,  and  payable  five  vears  from  date  of  purchase,  for  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000).

Gentlemen. — The  Board  of  City  Commissioners  have  considered  the  peti- 
tion of  James  C.  Ferguson  and  others,  asking  the  opening  of  Helen  street 
from  Maryland  to  Washington  street  through  out  lot  143,  and  after  viewing; 
the  premises  submit  the  following  report : 

We  think  the  opening  of  said  street  is  required  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
business  men  in  that  part  of  the  city,  but  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  open  it 
on  a  direct  north  line  from  the  present  northern  end  of  Helen  street:  for  by 
following  that  line  Mr.  King's  lots  would  be  almost  destroyed,  and  the  ex- 
pense be  largely  increased  on  the  adjacent  property  holders  As  the  petition, 
specifies  no  line  to  be  followed  in  the  opening  of  said  street,  we  deem  our- 
selves justified  in   selecting  the  route,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the 
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present  thirty  foot  alley,  running  north  and  south  from  Maryland  to  Wash- 
ington streets,  between  out  lots  143  and  144,  be  increased  to  the  width  of 
sixty  fret,  by  taking  a  strip  thirty  feet  wide  otF  the  ends  of  Mr.  King's  lots, 
in  the  north  and  south  halves  of  out  lot  143;  and  by  adding  said  strip  to  the 
present  alley,  a  street  is  obtained  of  the  desired  width,  sixty  feet.

For.  the  Central,  or  Battery  Station,  one  of  our  Automatic  Electro  Magnetic 
Repeaters,  arranged  for  at  least  four  (4)  independent  circuits,  sounding  a 
general  alarm  on  the  engine  house  gongs,  and  large  tower  bell  (if  used),  and 
giving  the  return  signal  in  the  street  boxes. 

Four  (4)  Galvanometers,  the  indicating  needle  of  which  will  at  all  times 
disclose  the  condition  of  the  battery  and  lines.  All  the  lightning  arresters 
necessary  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  foregoing  apparatus,  together  with 
all  the  necessary  commutators  for  changing  circuits,  or  testify  the  integrity 
of  the  same.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  oj  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen:- — The  Committee  on  Contacts  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
proposals,  have  examined  the  same  and  recommend  that  contracts  be 
awarded  as  follows,  to-wit : 

First. — For  grading  and  graveling  Christian  Avenue  and  sidewalks,  from 
College  Avenue  to  Ash  street,  to  Samuel  llanway,  at.  79  cents  per  lineal  foot 
front,  on  each  side  of  line  improved. 

Second  —  lu)r  grading  and  graveling  Christian  Avenue  and  sidewalks,  from 
Fort  Wayne  Road  or  Western  Avenue,  to  College  street,  to  Samuel  Hanway, 
at  82  cents  pei  lineal  foot  front,  on  each  side  of  line  improved. 

Third. — For  grading  and  bouldering  Alabama  street  from  the  south  side  of 
Cumberland  street,  to  the  Union  Railway  Company's  track,  to  Sam'l  Lefever7 
at  one  dollar  and  eighty-one  and  one-half  cents  per  lineal  foot  front,  on  each 
side  of  line  improved. 

Fourth. — For  building  Station  House  according  to  plans  and  specifications 
prepared  by  Messrs.  Enos  &  Huebnor,  architects,  to  Messrs.  Helm  &  Kuten- 
meyer,  at  seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars. 

Fifth. — The  Committee  would  also  report  that  the  property  holders  in  the 
vicinity  of  Pratt  street,  between  Illinois  and  Tennessee  street,  have  called  on 
the  Committee  in  regard  to  the  improvement  of  said  street.  A  contract  was 
made  and  entered  into  for  said  improvement,  with  Newton  Kowan,  on  the 
27th  day  of  September,  1869,  and  under  said  contract,  he  was  to  have  the 
same  completed  by  November  1st,  1869,  and  the  same  is  yet  incomplete.

First. — A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  Committee,  signed  by  John 
Cusick  and  others,  remonstrating  against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for 
grading  and  graveling  Chesapeake  street,  from  West  street,  to  the  first  alley 
east  of  West  street,  and  as  your  Committee  believe  the  property  fronting  on 
said  street  would  not  be  benefitted  by  the  proposed  improvement,  they  would 
recommend  that  said  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  files. 

Second. — A,  petition  was  also  referred  to  your  Committee,  signed  by  Thos.

Indianapolis,  March  14,  1870. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemkn: — It  will  be  seon  by  my  mothly  report  that  some  of  the  ward 
funds  are  now  exhausted,  and  the  wards  that  are  out  of  funds  are  the  dis- 
tricts in  which  the  first  work  should  be  done,  when  the  season  for  street 
cleaning  epens.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  for  the  cleaning  and  repairing  of  streets,  and  if  it  would  not  be  out  of 
place,  I  would  further  suggest  the  propriety  of  ascertaining,  as  far  as  may  be, 
what  work  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Street  Department  to  perform  the 
coming  season,  and  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  prosecution  of 
whatever  improvements  or  repairs  that  may  be  contemplated,  as  early  in  the 
season  as  practicable,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

First. — There  is,  very  seldom  any  work  that  the  street  department  has  to 
do,  that  cannot  be  done  at  least  twenty  per  cent,  cheaper  during  the  months 
of  April,  May  and  June,  than  it  can  be  done  after  the  first  of  July. 

Second — If  there  is  necessary  work  to  do,  the  sooner  it  is  done   the  better. 

I  find  that  there  are  at  least  two  hundred  allies  throughout  the  city,  cross- 
ing well  paved  sidewalks,  while  the  alley  crossings  are  almost  impassable 
from  mud  during  a  great  part  of  the  year,  and  many  of  our  citizens  are  com- 
plaing  quite  bitterly  about  this  little  matter.  They  claim  that  they  have 
done  their  part  of  the  work,  vrhile  the  city's  portion  is  left  undone. 

They  also  claim,  and  I  think  very  justly,  that  the  city  should  have  her  part 
of  the  work  finished. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  mouths  of  all  allies  crossing 
paved  sidewalks  be  bouldered,  and  hereafter  when  a  contract  is  let  for  the 
paving  of  a  sidewalk,  that  the  bouldering  of  the  mouths  of  the  allies  be  in- 
cluded in  the  contract. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  more  cross-walks,  and  especially  at  the  fol- 
lowing points  :  At  the  crossings  of  Delaware  and  Washington  streets,  Vir- 
ginia Avenue  and  Washington,  Georgia  and  Meridian.  Maryland  and  Merid- 
ian, Illinois  and  Louisiana,  Illinois  and  Market,  Meridian  and  Circle,  oppo- 
site Sentinel  building,  also  Pennsylvania  and  Market,  and  Market  and  Circle, 
opposite  the  Journal  office.  There  are  many  other  places  that  they  are 
needed,  and  would  add  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  public,  if  we  had  them 
but  they  are  the  most  needed  at  the  places  mentioned. 

We  have  no  forester  only  as  the  Street  Commissioner,  or  some  other  offi- 
cial has  been  made  such,  for  a  special  purpose.  Nor  have  we  any  rule  or 
law  regulating  the  planting  and  rearing  of  shade  trees  in  the  streets,  conse- 
quently we  have  them  in  all  shapes  and  conditions,  from  the  ornamental 
stub  of  a  dead  locust,  to  a  silver-leaf  poplar,  with  branches  drooping  to  the 
earth,  obstructing  the  light  from   the  street   lamps,  and   the  free  passage    of 
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people  on  the  sidewalks.  I  would  suggest  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  re- 
quiring that  all  trees  planted  upon  the  streets  be  trimmed  to  a  hight  of  at 
least  ten  feet,  that  is  about  the  hight  of  our  lamp  posts. 

Economy  is  the  cry  in  these  days  of  declining  markets  and  resumption  of 
specie  payment,  and  economy  should  be  the  practice.  But  I  fear  that  the 
course  we  have  been  pursuing  is  not  the  true  one  of  economy.  It  would  be 
economy  to  do  when  we  do  do  it,  in  the  best  manner  possible;  and  when  a 
hole  is  found  in  the  street  to  fix  it  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  not  leave  it 
until  it  becomes  large  enough  to  bury  a  horse  in.  A  hole  that  would  to-day 
require  but  a  few  shovels  full  of  gravel  to  fill,  wilt  take  a  wagon  load  in  a 
month  from  now;  a  brake  in  the  bouldering  that  a  man  would  fix  in  fifteen 
minutes  just  now,  will  take  a  man  a  half  day  in  six  weeks  from  this  time. 

We  make  new  streets,  and  they  are  not  looked  after  when  once  mader 
until  they  become  full  of  holes,  and  the  citizens  begin  to  complain  bitterly 
about  them,  and  it  will  cost,  perhaps,  hundreds  of  dollars  to  fix  them  as  they 
should  be,  when  a  little  attention,  with  a  small  out-lay  in  the  proper  time, 
would  have  left  it  in  good  condition. 

North  Illinois  street  was  re  graveled  last  season,  and  a  good  job  was  done 
on  it,  but  a  person  passing  over  it  now,  can  see  that  it  is  not  entirely  level. 
It  has  settled  more  in  some  places  than  others,  and  small  chuck  holes  and 
ruts  are  forming  in  it.     It  would  be  economy  to  level  Illinois  street  up  soon, 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  manner  in  which  the  men  are  paid, 
who  work  in  the  Street  department,  as  a  matter  of  some  importance. 

As  she  law  now  stands,  the  laborers  are  required  to  go  the  City  Treasurer's 
Office  to  get  their  pay,  and  for  that  purpose  must  come  between  the  hours  oi 
eight  a.  m.  and  four  p.  m.,  rind  thereby  lose  from  one  to  two  working  hours 
every  pay  day,  and  the  city  cannot  well  ask  the  laborers  to  lose  the  time  she 
occupies  in  paying  them.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  measures  be  taken 
to  pay  our  hands  on  the  streets,  unless  some  other  way  can  be  devised 
whereby  this  loss  of  time  may  be  avoided. 

The  hogs  are  actively  at  work  upon  the  streets,  but  the  public  do  not  seem 
to  appreciate  their  work,  and  express  a  desire  to  have  them  enjoined.  The 
hog  ordinance  ought  to  speedily  enforced,  if  we  have  one  of  any  effect.  If 
not,  there  should  be  one  made  that  will  drive  them  from  the  streets  if  not 
from  the  city.

On  motion  by  Dr.  Woodburn  the  vote  by  which  the  contract  for 
vplanting  trees  on  Illinois  street,  was  awarded  to  Victor  llemas,  was 
reconsidered. 

Dr.  Woodburn  moved  that  the  bid  of  Victor  llemas,  be  rejected. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Woodburn  offered  the  following  motion  : 

Whereas  Victor  Remas  has  failed  to  file  his  bond  and  contract  for  erecting 
shade  trees,  and  boxing  the  same,  on  Illinois  street,  from  Ohio  to  Tinker 
street,  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  Thomas  Hutchins. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Woodburn  presented  the  contract  and  bond  of  Thomas  Hutch- 
ins, for  the  planting  of  trees  on  Illinois  street,  between  Ohio  and 
Tinker  streets.  .. 

Which  was  accepted  and  approved. 

Nr.  Marsee  presented  the  following  report  from  Mr.  Lane,  Sew- 
erage Engineer  : 

Indianapolis,  March  21,  1870 
To  John  L.  Marsee,  Esq.,  Chairman  rf  (he  Committee  on  Drainage  and  Sewerage  of 
the  City  of  'Indianapolis : 

Sir: — The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  to  ycra  a  drainage  plan,  em- 
'bracing  a  system  of  sewers  for  the  city  of  Indianapolis.

On  this  plan,  the  location  and  size  of  the  sewers  are  laid  down  for  all  the 
streets  now  existing,  except  those  in  that  part  of  the  city  north  of  First 
and  St.  Mary  streets,  which  was  annexed  to  the  city  in  December  last. 
The  grades  and  levels  of  the  streets  in  this  district  have  not  been  furnished 
me,  and  as  it  will  form  a  separate  drainage  district,  it  is  considered  sufficient 
for  the  purposes  of  this  report  to  state,  in  the  proper  place,  how  it  is  proposed 
to  drain  that  district,  and  the  other  suburban  property  lying  to  the  north  of 
it,  which  may  be  hereafter  incorporated  into  the  city. 

The  whole  area  embraced  within  the  city  is  now  about  thirty-two  hundred 
and  sixty  acres. 

The  city  is  situate  for  the  most  part  on  a  gravelly  plain.  The  hight  of 
this  plain  above  low  water  in  the  White  river,  which  borders  the  city  on  the 
west,  is  about  forty  feet.  This  plain  rises  near  the  northern  limits  of  the  city 
to  the  hight  of  fifty-one  feet  above  the  river,  while  along  Ihe  National  Read, 
on  Washington  street  (the  main  street  of  the  city),  the  highest  point  is  about 
forty  three  feet— -this  is  near  Delaware  street ;  in  front  of  the  Sta<te  House 
the  hight  above  the  river  is  thirty-seven  feet. 

The  southern  part  of  the  city  is  more  broken,  being  intersected  'by  Pogues 
run — a  stream  which  drains  a  large  area  to  the  northeast  of  the  city — and 
which  enters  the  city  near  the  northeastern  limit,  and  passes  in  an  irregular 
course,  generally  toward  the  southwest,  and  empties  into  White  river  below 
the  city. 

The  southern  part  of  the  city  has  a  clayey  soil,  entirely  different  .from  the 
northern  part,  and  the  surface  drainage  does  not  readily  percolate  through 
the  subsoil,  cellars  here  being  sometimes  flooded  with  water,  which  never 
occurs  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city. 

The  greatest  elevation  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  is  -on  Elm  street,  near 
the  city  line,  which  is  sixty-two  feet  above  the  river.  The  elevation  of 
Fletcher  avenue  at  the  city  line  is  fifty-five  feet 

The  surface  drainage  of  the  city  generally  passes  into  Pogues  run,  except 
that  from  the  district  lying  north  of  Washington  street  and  west  ef  the  Canal. 

The  City  Engineer,  Mr.  R.  M.  Patterson,  has  furnished  me,  for.the  purpose 
of  making  this  plan,  with  the  profiles  of  a  series  of  levels  run  easterly  along 
the  Cincinnati  Railroad  to  the  summit,  which   he  finds  to  be  one  mile  and 
one-eighth  from  the  cnfcy  line,  and  at  an  elevation  of  seventy-nine  feet  above 
the  river;  also  along  ffee  Michigan  road,  the  summit  of  which  he  finds  to  be 
three-fourths  of  a  mile -easterly  of  the  city  line,  and  one  hundred  feet  above 
•    the  river;  also  along  the  Central  Railroad  to  the  summit,  which  he  finds  to 
be  one  mile  and  one-fifth  east  of  the  corporation  line,  and  ninety-nine  feet 
above  the  river;  also  along  the  National  read,  the  summit  of  which  he  finds 
to  be  one  and  one  half  miles  east  of  the  corporation  line,  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two  feet  above  low  water  ;  also  along  the  road  leading  east  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Arsenal  grounds,  the  summit  of  which  is  found  to  be  one 
mile  east  of  the  city  line,  and  one  hundred  and  five  feet  above  the  river. 

All  the  surface  elevations  marked  on  the  plan  herewith  submitted  are  also 
ta'ien  from  the  plans  furnished  from  his  office. 
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It  will  be  readily  understood,  that  in  any  plan  for  the  drainage  of  Indian- 
apolis, whether  Pogues  run  be  turned  into  Fall  creek  or  not,  provision  must 
be  made  for  the  drainage  of  the  water  shed  above  referred  to,  lying  outside 
and  directly  east  of  the  city.  The  area  of  this  suburban  district  is  about 
fifteen  hundred  acres. 

In  the  plan  now  presented  for  the  drainage  of  the  city,  the  principal  or 
main  sewer  is  located  in  Kentucky  avenue,  and  discharged  into  White  river. 
This  point  is  as  far  down  stream  as  the  sewage  can  be  discharged  without 
great  expense.  The  direction  of  the  river  here  is  such,  that  it  will  carry  the 
sewage  away  from  the  city. 

Through  this  sewer  it  is  proposed  to  drain  all  of  the  city  lying  east  of  the 
Canal,  south  of  First  and  St.  Mary  streets,  and  north  of  McCarty  street,  and 
also  a  portion  of  the  city  on  the  west  side  of  the  Canal,  lying  between  Market 
and  Merril  streets.  This  sewer,  and  the  sewers  in  the  system  of  which  this 
large  sewer  is  the  main  trunk,  are  designed  to  be  large  enough  to  drain  this 
whole  district  of  the  city,  embracing  about  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety  acres, 
and  also  the  district  outside  and  directly  east  of  the  city  before  referred  to, 
embracing  fifteen  hundred  acres. 

The  remaining  portions  of  the  city,  viz. :  All  that  district  south  of  McCarty 
street,  comprising  two  hundred  and  eighty  acres,  is  to  to  be  drained  through 
the  Ray  street  sewer,  which  is  now  built;  and  the  western  district,  embrac- 
ing that  part  of  the  city  west  of  the  Canal  and  north  of  Market  street,  con- 
taining three  hundred  and  forty  acres,  is  to  be  drained  through  a  main  sewer 
located  in  Bright  street,  and  continued  southerly  from  New  York  street  along 
the  west  side  of  the  mill  race,  crossing  Washington  street  and  discharging 
into  White  river  just  above  the  outlet  of  the  race. 

The  main  sewer  in  Kentucky  avenue  is  to  be  circular  in  form,  with  an  in- 
terior diameter  of  eight  feet;  it  is  to  continue  of  this  size  to  Pennsylvania 
street,  where  it  changes  to  seven  and  one  half  feet  diameter,  continuing  of 
this  size  to  Noble  street;  and  thence  to  Winston  street  to  be  seven  feet  in- 
terior diameter. 

The  largest  branch  of  this  sewer  is  the  South  street  sewer,  which  drains 
about  seven  hundred  acres — three  hundred  acres  of  which  are  in  the  city, 
and  about  four  hundred  acres  are  east  of  the  corporation  line.  The  size  of 
this  sewer,  from  Kentucky  avenue  to  Meridian  street,  is  to  be  a  circle  of  five 
and  one-half  feet  interior  diameter;  from  Meridian  to  East  street,  it  is  to  be 
five  feet  interior  diameter;  and  thence  through  South  street  and  Fletcher 
avenue  to  the  city  line,  it  is  to  be  four  and  one  half  feet  interior  diameter. 

The  sewer  shown  in  Merrill  street  is  to  be  four  feet  in  diameter,  from  Ken- 
tucky avenue  to  Illinois  street ;  thence  to  Delaware  street,  three  and  one-half 
feet  diameter ;  and  thence  to  Virginia  avenue,  three  feet  diameter }  and  in 
Virginia  avenue  to  Cedar  street,  two  and  one-half  feet  diameter. 

There  are  several  blocks  in  Merrill  street  that  are  not  graded,  and  it  is 
supposed  that  this  Merrill  street  sewer  will  not  be  built  in  many  years.  The 
surface  drainage  which  would  pass  through  this  sewer  if  built,  can  easily  be 
thrown  into  the  South  street  sewer,  through  a  sewer  in  Madison  street. 

The  South  street  and:  Merrill  street  sewers  are  the  only  lateral  sewers  of 
large  size  which  discharge  into  the  main  sewer  from.,  the  southern  part  of  th© 
aity. 
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Some  of  the  principal  branches  of  this  large  main  sewer,  on  the  north  side, 
are : 

First — The  Mississippi  street  sewer,  which  from  Iventucky  avenue  to  Ver, 
mont  street  is  to  be  three  and  one-half  feet  diameter  ;  thence  to  North  street- 
three  feet  diameter;  thence  to  St.  Clair,  two  and*  one-half  feet  diameter; 
thence  to  Pratt  street,  eighteen  inches;  and  thence,  for  one  block,  a  twelve 
ieeh  pipe  sewer. 

Second. — The  Illinois  street  sewer,  which  is  to  be  three  and  one-half  feet 
diameter  from  Washington  street  to  Michigan-  thenoe  to  Walnut,  three  feet 
diameter;  and  thence  to  St.  Joseph  street,  two  and  one-half  feet  diameter. 

Third. — The  Pennsylvania  street  sewer,  which  is  to  be  four  feet  in  diameter 
from  Washington  street  to  Massachusetts  avenue,  and  through  this  avenue 
to  Alabama  street;  thence  to  East  street,  three  and  one-half  feet  diameter, 
thence  to  Ash  street,  three  feet  diameter;  and  thence  to  the  railroad,  two 
and  one-half  feet.di&meier. 

Fourth. — The  Noble  street  sewer,  which  is  to  be  three  feet  diameter  for  one 
block  to  Market  street;  thence  to  Vermont,  two  and  one-half  feet  diameter', 
and  thence  to  North  street,  two  feet  diameter. 

The  sise  of  the  sewer  draining  the  Wpstern  District  is  to  be,  from  its  outlet 
to  New  York  street,  and  through  New  York  street  to  Bright  street,  four  and 
one-half  feet  diameter;  thence  in  Bright  street  to  Michigan  street,  four  feet 
diameter ;  thence  to  North  street,  three  and  one-half  feet  in  diameter ;  thence 
in  North  street  to  Blake  street,  three  feet  diameter;  and  thence  in  Blake 
•street  to  Rhode  Island  street,  two  and  one-half  feet  diameter. 

The  sizes  of  the  lateral  sewers,  not  herein  mentioned,  as  well  as  the  sizes 
of  the  large  sewers  above  described,  are  all  indicated  on  the  plan ;  it  will  not 
therefore  be  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  description  of  the  work, 
to  state  all  those  sizes  in  this  report. 

An  idea  of  the  system  of  sewera.ge  recommended  for  adoption,  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  following  synopsis,  in  which  will  be  described — 

1.  The  sizes  of  the  sewers. 

2.  The  grades,  er  rate  of  inclination,  per  one  hundred  feet 

3.  The  forms  of  the  sewers. 

4.  The  materials  of  which  the  sewers  are  to  be  built. 

1.  The  sizes.  These  are  calculated  to  be  large  enough  to  carry  off  one 
and  one-half  inches  rain  fall  per  hour. 

The  sizes  are  to  be  in  interior  area  equal  to  circles  of  the  following  dia- 
meters, to-wit:  3  feet,  1\  feet,  7  feet,  C4  feet,  6  feet,  5.}  feet,  a  feet,  \\  feet,  4 
feet,  Z\  feet,  3  feet,  2.}-  feet,  2  feet,  U  ieet,  \\  feet  and  1  foot. 

The  smallest  size  adapted  for  any  sewer,  is  twelve  inches  interior  diameter. 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  location  of  the  smaller  sewers,  and  their  enlarge- 
ment as  they  approach  the  main  sewer,  jou  wiM  see,  by  referring  to  the  plan, 
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that  the  size  of  the  sewer  on  Delaware  street,  from  New  York  street  to  Ohio 
street,  is  twelve  inches  diameter;  at  Ohio  street  it  receives  the  twelve  inch 
sewer,  running  one  block,  from  Alabama  street  to  Delaware,  and  it  is  here  at 
this  junction  enlarged  to  fifteen  inches  diameter,  and  continues  this  size  to 
Market  street,  where  it  receives  the  twelve  inch  sewer,  in  Market  street 
running  one  block,  from  Alabama  street  to  Delaware,  and  is  here  enlarged 
to  eighteen  inches  diameter,  and  continues  this  size  to  the  commencement 
of  the  curve  which  connects  it  with  the  main  sewer  in  Washington  street; 
the  size  of  the  sewer  on  this  curve  is  to  be  two  feet  interior  diameter. 

As  the  sizes  here  recommended  are  smaller  than  those  adopted  in  some 
cities,  though  they  correspond  with  the  practice  in  Chicago,  Brooklyn  and 
New  York,  the  following  table  is  given  to  show  the  proportional  capacities  of 
sewers  of  different  sizes,  with  the  same  grade  or  rate  of  fall.  The  figures  in 
the  first  column  show  the  diameters,  those  in  the  second  column  show  the 
relative  discharging  powers :

From  this  table  you  will  see  that  a  sewer  one  and  one-half  feet  diameter, 
will  discharge  2.76  times  the  quantity  discharged  by  a  sewer  one  foot  dia- 
meter; a  sewer  two  feet  diameter  will  discharge  Ive  and  two-third  times  the 
quantity  discharged  by  a  sewer  one  foot  in  diameter;  a  sewer  four  feet  dia- 
meter, will  discharge  thirty-two  times  the  quantity  discharged  by  a  sewer 
one  foot  in  diameter,,  and  more  than  five  and  one-half  times  the  quantity 
discharged  by  a  sewer  two  feet  diameter,  and  more  than  twice  the  quantity 
discharged  by  a  sewer  three  feet  diameter. 


There  has  been  much  discussion  during  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years,  on  the 
subject  of  the  sizes  of  sewers.  It  is  not  intended  in  this  report  to  go  over  the 
ground  of  this  discussion,  stating  at  length  the  arguments  that  have  led  en- 
gineers generally  to  adopt  the  pipe  sewers  of  12  and  15>  inches  diameter  for 
the  drainage  of  single  blocks,  in  preference  to  brick  sewers  of  two  or  three 
feet  diameter,  and  to  design  the  large  main  sewers  with  strict  reference  to 
the  areas  of  the  districts  draining  into  them,  modified  necessarily  by  their 
inclinations. 

2,     The  grades  or  rate  of  inclination  of  the  sewers. 
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It  has  been  the  general  design  to  place  the  grade  of  the  sewers  low  enough 
to  allow  the  drain  leading  from  the  houses  to  be  at  least  ten  feet  below  the 
grade  of  the  street  on  the  house  line.  This  will  render  necessary  the  placing 
of  the  grade  or  bottom  of  the  larger  sewers  about  thirteen  feet  below  the 
grade  of  the  street,  and  that  of  the  smaller  or  pipe  sewers  from  eleven  to 
twelve  feet  below  the  grade  of  the  street. 

The  northern  part  of  the  city  is  so  nearly  level  that,  to  obtain  sufficient 
fall  for  the  lateral  sewers  entering  the  main,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make 
very  deep  cutting  for  this  main  sewer  from  Illinois  street  to  East  street. 

The  grade  of  this  sewer  at  its  outlet  is  put  at  the  level  of  low  water ;  the 
rate  of  inclination  from  this  point  to  Louisiana  street  is  six  inches  per  hun- 
dred feet;  from  here  to  Washington  street  it  is  three  inches  per  hundred 
feet;  and  from  this  point  to  Noble  street,  it  is  one  and  one-half  inch  per 
hundred  feet. 

The  smallest  descent  adopted  for  the  grade  of  any  sewer,  is  one  and  one- 
half  inches  per  hiwidred  feet.  The  grade  generally  adopted  for  the  sewers  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  city  is  three  inches  per  hundred  feet,  or  one  foot  in 
four  hundred. 

For  the  small  sewers,  of  twelve  and  fifteen  inches  diameter,  the  least  grade 
per  hundred  feet  should  be  six  inches. 

To  insure  a  free  discharge  from  the  lateral  sewers,  and  prevent  the  deposit 
of  any  sediment,  they  should  be  connected  with  the  mains  on  regular  curves 
of  about  thirty  feet  radius.  The  rate  of  inclination  should  in  all  cases  be  in- 
creased on  the  curves.  At  the  point  where  the  smaller  sewers  connect  with 
the  larger  ones,  the  bottom  of  the  small  sewer  should  in  all  cases  be  located 
higher  than  that  of  the  main  sewer;  generally,  in  such  cases  the  axes  of  the 
smaller  and  larger  sewer  should  be  in  the  same  line. 

The  sewers  should  be  built  true  to  the  grade  line,  without  any  irregulari- 
ties in  their  inclinations,  and  they  should,  in  all  cases,  be  built  water-tight. 

3.  The  form  of  the  sewers. 

The  form  recommended  for  the  larger  sizes — those  of  eight  feet  diameter 
and  down  to  four  feet  diameter — is  circular.  The  form  for  all  the  sewers  of 
four  feet  diameter  and  under  is  egg-shaped,  except  those  of  fifteen  inches 
and  twelve  inches  diameter,  which  last  are  to  be  circular. 

The  only  exception  to  this  general  rule  is  the  South  street  sewer,  for  the 
short  distance  where  it  passes  under  Pogues  run.  The  form  adopted  here 
is  an  ellipse,  the  two  diameters  being  4$  feet  and  6 \  feet,  with  the  shorter 
diameter  vertical.  This  is  done  in  order  to  lift  the  sewer  as  much  as  possible 
out  of  the  necessarily  deep  cutting  there  will  be  in  South  street,  between  this 
point  and  Kentucky  avenue.  To  compensate  for  the  weaker  form  adopted 
here,  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  mason  work  twelve  inches  thick,  and  to  build 
backing  to  the  sewer.  The  sewer  is  here  also  to  be  covered  with  six  inches 
of  concrete,  the  top  of  which  will  be  on  a  level  with  the  bottom  of  the  run. 

The  forms  proposed  for  all  the  sewers  above  eighteen  inches  diameter,  are 
shown  on  the  plans  accompanying  this  report. 

4.  The  materials  of  which  the  sewers  are  to  be  built. 
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All  the  sewers  above  eighteen  inches  diameter  are  to  be  built  of  brick,  laid 
in  hydraulic  cement  mortar. 

The  sewers  of  twenty-four  inches  diameter  will  be  of  one  half  brick,  or  four 
inches  thick;  those  above  twenty-four  inches  diameter,  and  not  exceeding 
six  feet  in  diameter,  are  to  be  built  one  brick,  or  nine  inches  thick.  All  the 
sewers  above  six  feet  in  diameter  are  to  be  built  one  and  one-half  bricks,  or 
thirteen  inches  thick. 

Sewers  below  twenty-four  inches  diameter  are  usually  constructed  of  glazed 
-stoneware  pipe. 

Glazed  stoneware  pipes  have  been  in  use  for  this  purpose  for  a  very  long 
•period,  and  their  superiority  is  generally  conceded.  The  great  demand  for 
these  pipes,  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  them  without  importing  them,  led 
to  the  introduction  of  the  cement  pipes  for  this  purpose,  some  ten  years  since. 
About  the  first  of  these  cement  pipes,  used  for  sewers,  were  laid  in  the  city 
of  Brooklyn,  and  were  of  twelve  and  fifteen  inches  diameter;  and,  in  some 
instances,  those  of  twenty  four  inches  diameter  have  since  been  laid  success- 
fully for  sewers. 

The  practice  now,  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  is  to  build  the  twelve  and  fifteen 
inch  sewers  of  cement  pipes,  the  eighteen  inch  sewers  of  stoneware  pipes,  and 
all  the  sizes  above  eighteen  inches  of  brick. 

In  the  city  of  New  York,  the  twelve,  the  fifteen  and  eighteen  inch  sewers, 
are  all  built  of  glazed  stoneware  pipe. 

In  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  they  use  the  glazed  stoneware  pipe  for  these 
sizes  df  sewers. 

The  most  of  the  stoneware  pipes  used  in  New  York,  Jersey  City  and  Brook- 
lyn, are  the  imported  Scotch  pipe. 

In  the  city  of  Chicago,  they  use  the  glazed  stoneware  pipe  for  twelve  and 
fifteen  inch  sewers.  They  do  not  build  any  sewers  eighteen  inches  diameter ; 
the  twenty-four  inches,  and  all  larger  sizes,  they  build  of  brick. 

In  Buffalo,  Elmira  and  Syracuse,  New  Y^ork,  and  in  other  cities  and  towns 
'that  might  be  named,  they  use  the  cement  pipe  for  sewers,  and  speak  well  of 
them. 

I  have  seen  the  cement  pipes  made  at  the  works  recently  established  in 
Indianapolis,  and  as  far  as  1  am  able  to  judge  from  the  examination  made  of 
them  at  that  time,  they  appear  to  be  of  as  good  quality  as  those  made  in 
Brooklyn.  It  must,  however,  be  kept  in  mind,  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  de- 
tect a  weak  or  bad  cement  pipe,  except  in  testing  it  by  pressure.  If  there  be 
any  damaged  cement,  or  cement  of  an  inferior  quality  used  in  their  manufac- 
ture, the  pipe  might  not  show  it  on  a  slight  examination,  still  they  would 
never  become  firm  and  strong  pipe.  The  cement  pipe,  if  they  are  made  of 
the  best  materials  (all  of  which  they  appear  to  have  at  Indianapolis),  and  are 
allowed  sufficient  time  to  harden  or  set,  and  are  then  carefully  laid  will, 
without  any  doubt,  make  a  durable  and  substantial  sewer. 
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For  the  drainage  of  that  district  north  of  First  street,  which  has  rpcently 
been  incorporated  with  the  city,  the  main  sewers  should  be  discharged  into 
Fall  Creek.  When  it  may  become  advisable,  for  sanitary  purposes,  to  dis- 
charge the  sewage  from  this  district  farther  down  the  river,  an  intercepting 
sewer  can  be  located  in  Blake  street,  and  continued  across  Washington  street, 
and  discharge  all  the  drainage  from  this  district  at  the  point  where  the  out- 
let of  the  sewer  for  the  western  district  is  now  located. 

The  surface  drainage  of  that  portion  of  this  district,  which  inclines  to  the 
east,  might  be  temporarily  discharged  through  the  sewer  in  Massachusetts 
avenue,  until  the  sewers  in  this  Northern  District  are  built. 

The  plan  of  turning  Pogues  run  into  Fall  creek,  and  afterward  building 
the  main  sewer  for  the  drainage  of  the  whole  city  in  the  present  bed  of  this 
run,  has  been  suggested  to  me  by  some  who  consider  this  channel,  for  a  por- 
tion of  its  length,  the  proper  location  for  a  main  sewer. 

Mr.  Patterson,  the  City  Engineer,  has  furnished  me  with  the  profile  of  a 
line  of  levels,  from  the  present  channel  of  this  run,  at  a  point  northeast  of 
the  city  line,  to  Fall  creek,  which  shows  the  feasibility  of  turning  the  stream 
without  great  expense.  This  scheme  of  turning  Pogues  run  appears  entirely 
practicable,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  a  valuable  improvement  to  the  city. 

In  anticipation  of  this,  the  Merrill  street  sewer  and  the  Ray  street  sewer 
are  shown  on  the  sewerage  plan  as  discharging  into  White  river.  It  will 
still  be  necessary  to  keep  this  channel  open,  to  receive  the  surface  drainage 
from  the  large  district  outside  the  city  limits,  and  directly  east  of  the  city, 
until  the  main  sewers  are  built  to  the  east  line  of  the  city. 

There  have  been  no  estimates  made  of  the  cost  of  a  plan  of  sewerage  with 
the  main  sewer  located  in  this  channel,  compared  with  the  cost  as  located  on 
the  plan  herewith  submitted. 

The  locating  of  the  main  sewer  in  the  channel  of  Pogues  run,  would  either 
require  the  opening  of  a  street  along  this  channel,  or  the  building  of  the 
sewer  for  a  portion  of  its  length  over  private  property,  which  would  be  very 
objectionable.  There  would  also  be  no  way  of  disposing  of  the  surface  drain- 
age which  comes  down  the  channel  of  this  stream  while  the  sewer  was  being 
built.  For  these,  and  many  other  reasons,  it  plainly  appeared  that  the  loca- 
tion recommended  for  the  main  sewer,  is  preferable  to  locating  it  in  the 
channel  of  this  run.

The  manholes  for  the  smaller  sewers  will  cost  about  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  cost  of  the  catch-basin,  with  connection,  will  be  one  hundred  and 
thirty  dollars.

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  form  of  contract  and  specification,  prepared 
for  the  construction  of  the  sewers  in  your  city ;  also  printed  copies  of  the 
forms  used  in  the  cities  of  Chicago,  Brooklyn  and  New  York;  the  general 
plan  of  sewerage  above  described,  a  profile  showing  the  grades  of  the  princi- 
pal sewers,  and  an  atlas  of  plans  comprising  sections  of  the  sewers  and  the 
general  details  of  their  construction. 

E.  S.  Chesbrough,  Esq.,  City  Engineer  of  Chicago,  has  visited  your  city  in 
reference  to  this  subject  of  drainage,  and  has  examined  the  plan  herewith 
submitted.  He  expresses  his  general  approval  of  the  plan,  and  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  this  report. 

We  are  indebted  to  Joseph  A.  Locke,  Civil  Engineer,  and  to  Messrs.  W.  S. 
McHarg  and  H.  H.  Swinburne,  assistants  of  Mr.  Chesbrough,  for  the  very 
neatly  executed  drawings  accompanying  this  report.

Gentlemen  : — On  the  7th  of  the  present  month,  we  presented  to  your  hon- 
orable body,,  a  remonstrance  against  the  improvement  of  Delaware  street,  be- 
tween Washington  street  and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  with  what  is  known  as 
the  Nicholson  pavement.     We  remonstrated  for  the  following  reasons : 

First. — That  this  part  of  the  street  was  improved  only  three  or  four  years 
since  with  screened  river  gravel,  at  a  cost  of  several  dollars  per  foot  front, 
and  tnat  the  street  now  is  in  as  good  condition  as  any  graveled  street  in  the 
city,  although  it  has  never  received  any  repairs,  and  never  has  been  scraped 
by  the  Street  Commissioner  since  its  improvement. 

Second. — That  this  property  is  not  now  sought  after  for  residences,  on  ac- 
count of  its  close  proximity  to  business.  Nor  will  business  houses  pay  on  it 
as  yet.  The  construction  of  Sewers  and  Water  Works,  (which  can  only  be 
delayed  a  short  time,)  would  tear  the  street  and  pavement  up,  and  render  it 
useless ;  to  say  nothing  about  the  gas  pipes  that  must  be  put  in  on  a  street 
that  is  so  poorly  built  up  as  this  portion  of  the  street. 

The. remonstrance  was  signed  by  the  following  property  owners,  represent- 
ing  eighteen    hundred  and  sixty,  (I860,)  feet  of  property,  out  of  a  total  of 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet,  (2936,)  including  Market  space.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  announced  that  the  object  of  the  meeting 
was  the  discussion  of  the  Sewerage  question. 

Mr.  Brown  called  up  General  ordinance  No.  53,  1869,  as  fol- 
lows :

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An  Ordinance  providing  the  manner  of  raising  a  revenue  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Sewers  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
that  all  public  sewers,  the  construction  of  which  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
Common  Council  of  such  city,  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  "  Sewerage  Fund  " 
of  such  city,  and  the  Common  Council  shall,  before  proposals  are  received, 
and  contracts  awarded,  for  the  construction  of  any  public  sewer  or  sewers, 
cause  the  constructing  Engineer  to  prepare  a  careful  estimate  of  the  whole 
cost  of  such,  sewer  or  sewers  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Common  Council, 
and  on  the  reception  of  such  estimate,  the  Common  Council  shall  order  the 
issuance  of  City  Sewerage  bonds  of  two  classes,  viz  :  bonds  payable  in  five  (5) 
years,  and  bonds  payable  in  twenty  (20)  years,  such  bonds  to  be  issued  in 
amounts  equal  to  the  whole  cost  of  such  sewer  or  sewers,  as  estimated  by 
such  Engineer,  one-half  of  which  amount  shall  be  in  five  (5)  year  bonds  and 
one-half  in  twenty  (20)  year  bonds,  and  each  class  shall  bear  such  rate  of  in- 
terest payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each 
year,  as  the  Common  Council  may,  in  its  discretion,  deem  best.  The  denom- 
inations of  such  bonds  shall  be  fifty  (50)  dollars,  one  hundred  (100)  dollars, 
and  five  hundred  (500)  dollars,  the  number  of  each  denomination  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  Common  Council,  and  shall  be  negotioted  in  the  manner 
in  Section  3  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  "Sewerage  Fund"  of  such  city  shall  be  made  up  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  City  Sewerage  Bonds,  the  revenues  derived  from  general 
taxation  for  sewerage  purposes,  the  interests  which  shall  accrue  froni  deposits 
in  bank  of  such  fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  *the*special  taxes  collected  for 
the  privilege  of  making  house  connections  with  any  public  sewer. 

Sec  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  cause  to  be  appointed  a  committee 
composed  of  three  Councilmen,  which  committee  shall  be  called  the  Com- 
mittee on  Loans,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  make  loans  for  sewerage  pur- 
poses by  the  sale  of  such  City  Sewerage  Bonds  as  may  from  time  to  time,  be 
authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  Common  Council,  and  all  sales  of  such  bonds 
shall  be  made  as  follows,  and  in  no  other  manner:  Three  (3)  weeks  notice 
shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  each  of  the  daily  newspapers,  and  in  each 
of  the  German  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and,  also, 
in  two  (2)  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  each  of  the  cities  of  Chicago, 
Cincinnati,  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia,  of  the  time  of  receiving  pro- 
posals for  the  purchase  of  such  City  Sewerage  Bonds,  and  such  notice  shall, 
distinctly,  state  the  hour  and  day  on  which,  and  the  office  at  which,  sealed 
proposals  for  thepurchase  of  any  part  of  the  City  Sewerage  Bonds  of  either 
class  authorized  to  be  sold,  will  be  received  ;  also,  stating  the  amount  au- 
thorized to  be  sold  of  five  (5)  year  bonds,  and  the  rate  of  interest  thereon, 
and  the  amount  of  twenty  (20)  year  bonds,  and  the  rate  of  interest  thereon. 
At  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  such  prosposals,  such  Committee,  or 
a  majority  of  the  members  composing  the  same,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
City  Clerk  and  Mayor,  proceed  to  open  such  proposals,  and  the  City  Clerk 
shall  carefully 'enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  proposals 
contained  in  each  bid,  noting  the  name  of  the  bidder,  the  date  of  his  bid, 
4he  amount  of  bonds,  of  different  denominations  asid  the  price  proposed  for 
the  same.  When  all  of  such  proposals  shall  have  been  opened,  the  Com- 
mittee shall  prepare  a  condensed  report  of  such  proposals,  attested  by  the 
-City  Clerk  and  Mayor,  and  shall  append  thereto  a  recommendation  to  the 
Common  Council  for  the  awarding  of  so  much  of  such  loan  as  they  may  agree 
should. be  awarded,  and  shall  present  such  report  to  i lie  Common  Council  at 
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its  next  meeting,  which  report  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  business, 
In  case  the  Common  Council  shall  concur  in  the  recommendation  contained 
in  such  report,  the  loan  shall  be  declared  awarded,  and  on  the  filing  with  the 
City  Clerk  the  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  that  the  requisite  amount  has 
been  paid  to  such  Treasurer  by  any  person  to  whom  such  loan  or  any  part 
thereof  has  been  awarded,  then  such  City  Clerk  shall  issue  to  such  person, 
or  his  duly  authorized  attorney  or  agent,  the  bonds  he  is  entitled  to  receive. 
In  case  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  such  Committee  by  expiration  of  term  of 
service  as  Councilman  or  otherwise,  the  Common  Council  shall  fill  such  va- 
cancy as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  registers  showing  the  number  and  de- 
nomination of  each  class  of  City  Sewerage  Bonds  issued,  the  date  thereof, 
and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued  or  delivered,  and 
shall,  also,  note  on  such  registers  the  payment  of  semi  annual  interest  by  the 
redemption  of  coupons,  with  the  date  thereof,  and  the  date  of  the  redemp- 
tion and  cancelling  of  each  bond,  when  the  same  shall  be  redeemed  and  can- 
celled. All  coupons  and  redeemed  bonds  shall  be  carefully  preserved  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  and  submitted  to,  and  cancelled  by  a  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  appointed  for  that  purpose,  which  Committee  shall  see 
that  the  City  Clerk  makes  on  the  registers  of  bonds,  the  entries  which  he  is 
by  this  section  required  to  make. 

Sec.  5.  The  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  such  bonds,  as  the  same  shall  be  paid 
to  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be,  by  hiaa,  deposited  in  some  bank  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  on  the  same  day  on  which  such  proceeds,  or  any  part  thereof 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  paid  to  such  Treasurer,  and  all  such  deposits 
shall  be  so  made  as  to  draw  not  less  than  six  (6)  per  cent,  interest  per  an- 
num, and  all  such  interest  shall  be  credited  by  such  bank  to  the  sewerage 
fund  of  the  city  and  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Whenever  the 
Common  Council  shall  make  payments  to  any  contractor  for  work  done,  or 
shall  order  the  payment  of  any  semi-annual  interest  or  the  principal  of  any 
City  Sewerage  Bonds,  such  payments  shall  be  made  only,  in  pursuance  of  an 
appropriation  authorized  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  and  no 
warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  such  fund  except  in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  to 
that  effect,  nor  shall  any  money  be  drawn  from  such  fund  except  for  sewer- 
age purposes. 

Sec.  6.  The  Common  Council  shall,  annually,  levy  and  assess  on  all  the 
property  returned  for  taxation  by  the  assessor,  a  general  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  semi-annual  interest  which  may  become  due  on  the  City  Sewerage  Bonds 
of  both  classes,  viz  :  The  five  (5)  year  bonds  and  the  twenty  (20)  year  bonds, 
and  such  Common  Council  shall,  annually,  for  five  (5)  years  cause  to  be 
levied  and  assessed  on  all  the  property  returned  for  taxation  by  the  assessor, 
a  general  tax  sufficient  to  raise  a  revenue  the  net  amount  of  which  shall  be 
equal  to  one-fifth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  five  (5)  year 
City  Sewerage  Bonds  issued,  which  revenue  when  collected  shall,  after  de- 
ducting the  City  Treasurer's  per  cent,  for  colleting  the  same,  be  deposited  by 
such  Treasurer  in  some  bank  in  such  city  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than 
six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  credited  by  such  bank 
to  the  sewerage  fund  of  such  city,  and  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer, and  all  collections  of  such  revenue  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  gen- 
eral collections  of  the  City  Treasurer  and  deposited  in  such  bank  as  afore- 
said on  the  same  day  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Prior  to 
the  maturity  of  any  part  of  such  live  (5)  year  bonds  the  Common  Council 
shall  provide  for  the  redemption  of  the  same   by  appropriations   from   the

Sewerage  fund,  by  the  passage  of  ordinances  to  that  effect,  and  the  City- 
Clerk  and  City  Treasurer,  shall  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  April,  July 
and  October,  of  each  year,  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Common  Council  state- 
ments showing  the  actual  receipts  of  and  disbursements  from  such  fund,  in- 
cluding the  interest  accrued  on  deposits  and  the  redemption  of  interest  cou- 
pons, and  the  City  Clerk  shall,  at  such  times,  make  an  additional  report, 
showing  at  what  date,  any  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  of  any  such  bonds 
will  mature,  with  the  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  After  the  completion  of  any  sewer,  all  fees  paid  for  the  privilege 
of  making  house  connections  to  the  same,  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer 
and  kept  separate  and  deposited  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the  sewerage  fund, 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  Section  6  of  this  ordinance,  in  cases 
when  sewerage  taxes  are  provided  to  be  collected  and  deposited,  and  the  in- 
terest  on  such  deposits  shall  be  credited  to  the  sewerage  fund,  and  shall  not 
be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  All  repairs  of  sewers  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  sewerage  fund, 
unless  the  Common  Council  should  deem  it  best  to  levy  a  general  tax  for 
that  purpose,  in  which  case  the  revenue  derived  from  such  taxes  shall  be 
credited  to  a  separate  fund  to  be  called  the  "'Kepairs  of  Sewer  Fund."

Gentlemen: — The  Finance  Committee  and  City  Assessor,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Ray,  May  hew  &  Co.,  praying  to  have  certain  taxes  re- 
funded on  their  stock  in  trade  in  a  shoe  store  for  1868,  ask  leave  to  report: 

They  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  are  of  opinion  that  in 
equity  they  should  «be  refunded.  The  taxes  are  required  to  be  assessed  on 
the  average  amount  of  the  previous  year's  business,  and  perhaps  $40,000  was 
a  fair  average  of  the  previous  year's  business.

Gentlemen  :— The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  papers,  present  the  following  report : 

First. — A  petition  was  referred  to  your  committee  signed  by  the  heirs  of 
Nicholas  McCarty,  James  H.  McKernan  and  Simon  Yandes,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  West  street  between  the  south  line  of  Root  street  and  the  corpora- 
tion line  south,  having  examined  said  street  we  believe  said  improvement 
should  be  made,  an  ordinance  having  been  introduced  for  said  purpose. 
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Second. — A  motion  was  referred  also,  instructing  the  City  Attorney  to  re- 
port an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Street  Commissioner  to  advertisee  for  pro- 
posals to  sell  the  scrapings  from  the  streets,  we  recommend  that  said  officer 
report  said  ordinance,  and  that  the  same  passed  by  the  Council. 

Third. — A  petition  was  also  referred  from  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  asking  per- 
mission to  grade  Vermont  street  between  East  and  Liberty  streets,  and  also 
to  use  all  surplus  dirt,  or  earth  taken  therefrom,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
their  part  of  the  expenses,  we  rcommend  that  they  be  given  permission  to 
grade  and  use  the  dirt,  provided  they  get  the  signature  of  Mrs.  Holt  to  said 
petition.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  ike  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen. — The  Committee  on  Gas  Light,  to  whom  was  referred  a  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Cottrell,  (offered  the  7th  instant,)  instructing  the  Gas  Inspector 
''  to  light  the  street  lamps  on  the  north  side  of  Washington  street  before 
those  on  the  south  side  of  said  street,  every  alternate  month  ;  and  on  alter- 
nate months  to  light  the  south  part  of  the  city,  before  that  on  the  north  side  ; 
commencing  the  new  system  on  the  south  side  on  the  first  day  of  April  next ; 
would  recommend : 

That  Washington  street  be  made  the  basis  line  for  lighting  the  lamps  :  that 
the  first  lamps  to  be  lighted  be  those  located  at  the  corners  of  Meridian  and 
Washington,  or  those  at  the  corners  of  Pennsylvania  and  Washington  ;  and 
from  these  determined  initial  lamps,  the  lighting  proceed  east,  west,  north 
and  south* 

We  deem  it  highly  important  that  the  vicinity  of  the  railroad  tracks  be 
lighted  as  promptly  under  the  time  table  as  they  can  be  reached.  By  the 
system  we  suggest,  this  would  be  soon  accomplished. 

The  proposed  plan  of  alternating  north  one  month,  and  south  on  the  fol- 
lowing month,  we  are  of  opinion  would  not  be  literally  carried  out,  from  a 
natural  forgetfulness  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  contracting  Jamplighters  ; 
neither  do  we  believe  it  would  Sive  as  much  satisfaction  to  the  people  as  the 
system  we  recommend,  by  which  the  most  important  business  streets  would 
be  first  lighted. 

The  contracting  lamplighters  live  in  almost  the  extreme  northern  part  of 
the  city;  and  it  has  been  their  custom  since  they  have  had  the  contract  (now 
nearly  two  years,)  to- begin  the  lighting  near  their  residence.  This  practice 
has  been  far  from  satisfactory.  Washington  street  should  be  made  initial 
line  for  lighting;  and  whatever  change  you  may  make  from  our  recommend- 
ations, we  would  suggest  that  the  fixing  upon  that  street  would  be  more 
pleasing  to  the  public,  and  correspondingly  recommend  our  city. to  strangers. 


We  would  also  recommend  in  this  connection,  that  the  Gas  Inspector  be 
instructed  to  have  two  hundred  copies  of  his  time  table  (schedule  two  thou- 
sand hours  per  annum,)  for  the  balance  of  the  calendar  year,  commencing 
with  May  1st,  printed,  for  the  use  of  the  Council,  the  police,  city  officers, 
lamplighters,  etc.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers  would 
respectfully  report : 
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First— A  petition  was  presented  from  John  Heim  and  others,  to  have  an 
alley  opened  from  the  Central  Railroad  Company's  track  to  Meek  street,  the 
same  to  be  a  continuation  of  the  alley  from  the  Michigan  road  through  to 
the  Central  Railroad  track,  and  running  between  out  lots  74  and  75,  we  would 
recommed  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted,  and  that  the  City 
Clerk  give  the  required  notice. 

Second, — A  petition  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  signed  by  Freder-

We  have 
examined  said  street,  and  believe  the  ordinance  for  the  improvement  should 
be  passed.

Two-thirds  of  which  is  3,324  feet  and  10  inches.  The  number  of  feet  pe- 
titioned for  is  3,344  and  6  inches,  a  majority  of  nineteen  feet  and  three  inches 
over  two-thirds. 

We  would  recommend  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  have  the  work  done 
from  Washington  to  St.  Ciair  street,  provided  the  contractor  to  whom  the 
work  is  awarded,  will  take  city  bonds  for  the  city's  portion,  payable  in  three 
years,. bearing  ten  per  cent,  interest. 
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We  believe  where  over  a  two-thirds  majority  of  actual  residents  and 
property-holders  petition  for  an  improvement  at  their  expense,  in  front  of 
their  poperty,  it  would  show  a  very  poor  spirit  of  improvement  on  the  part 
of  the  city  to  object  to  pay  her  portion.  A  large  part  of  the  street  is  in  very 
bad  ordfr,  and  must  be  immediately  improved.  To  gravel  so  fine  and  pub- 
lic a  street  as  North  Delaware  street  would  be  behind  the  age,  and  to  boulder 
would  cost  almost  as  much  as  the  Nicholson  pavement.  Most  every  town  of 
any  note  has  or  is  contemplating  putting  down  the  Nicholson  pavement  on 
their  most  public  streets.  We* believe  that  Indianapolis  should  also  make  a 
test  of  it  at  once,  which  she  now  has  an  opportunity  of  doing,  by  consent 
and  earnest  desire  of  a  large  majority  of  the  property-holders.  The  cost  will 
not  be  oppressive  to  any  one,  as  the  more  able  parties  have  most  liberally 
agreed  to  assist  those  on  whom  it  might  be  burdensome. 

We  also  find  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  remonstrants  are  men  of 
wealth,  and  well  able  to  make  the  improvement.

Mr.  Whitsit  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  section  2,  of 
the  above  entttled  ordinance : 

Sec.  2.  The  Sewerage  Fund  of  such  city  shall  be  made  up  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  City  Sewerage  bonds,  the  revenues  derived  from  general  taxa 
tion  for  sewerage  purposes,  the  interest  which  shall  accrue  from  the  deposit 
in  bank  of  such  fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  any  special  taxes  collected  for 
the  privilege  of  making  house  connections  with  the  public  sewers,  which 
last  named  special  iaxes  shall  only  be  collected  from  the  owners  of  lots  and 
lands  fronting  on  streets  where  sewers  have  been  constructed  entirly  at  the 
public  expense ;  and,  also,  the  proceeds  of  collections  of  special  assessments 
against  the  owners  of  such  lots  and  lands  as  may  be  benefitted  thereby;

£p        An  Ordinance  providing  the  manner  of  raising  a  revenue  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  all  public  sewers,  the  construction  of  which  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Conimon 
Council  of  such  city,  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Sewerage. Fund  of  such  city,  and 
the  Common  Council  shall,  before  proposals  are  received  and  contracts  awarded  for 
the  construction  of  any  public  sewer  or  sewers,  cause  the  constructing  engineer  to 
prepare  a  careful  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  of  such  sewer  or  sewers,  and  submit 
the  same  to  the  Common  Council,  and  on  the  reception  of  such  estimate  the  Com- 
mon Council  shall  order  the  issuance  of  City  Sewerage  Bonds,  of  such  denomina- 
tion and  for  such  amounts,  and  payable  at  such  times,  as  the  Common  Council  shall 
order;  such  bonds  to  be  negotiable  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  section  five  (5) 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  Sewerage  Fund  of  such  city  shall  be  made  up  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  City  Sewerage  Bonds,  the  revenues  derived  from  general  taxation  for 
sewerage  purposes,  the  interests  which  shall  accrue  from  deposits  in  bank  of  such 
fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  special  taxes  collected  for  the  privilege  of  mak- 
ing house  connections  with  the  public  sewers ;  which  last  named  special  taxes  shall 
only  be  collected  from  the  owners  of  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  streets  where  sewers 
have  been  constructed  entirely  at  the  public  expense ;  and,  also,  the  proceeds  of 
collections  of  special  assessments  against  the  owners  of  such  lots  and  lands  as  may 
be  benefitted  thereby ;  provided,  that  in  assessing  such  special  benefits  to  owners  of 
lots  and  lands,  no  assessments  shall  be  made,  except  for  the  privilege  of  making 
house  connections,  against  the  owners  of  lots  or  lands  fronting  on  the  line  of  the 
great  main  sewers  to  be  constructed  in  and  along  Kentucky  avenue,  Washington 
street,  Massachusetts  avenue,  South  street  and  Fletcher  avenue. 

Sec  3.  A  Committee  to  be  elected  by  the  Common  Council  shall  be  authorized 
to  make  loans  for  sewerage  purposes,  by  the  sale  of  such  City  Sewerage  Bonds  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  Common  Council ;  and  all 
sales  of  such  bonds  shall  be  made  as  fallows,  and  in  no  other  manner;  Three  (3) 
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:s'  notice  shall  be  given,  by  advertisement  in  each  of  the  daily  newspapers,  and 
in  each  of  the  German  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis ;  and  also 
in  two  (2)  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  each  of  the  cities  of  New  York, 
Boston  and  Philadelphia,  of  the  time  of  receiving  proposals  for  the  purchase  of  such 
City  SeAverage  Bonds ;  and  such  notice  shall  distinctly  state  the  hour  and  day  on 
which,  and  the  office  at  which,  sealed  proposals  for  the  purchase  of  any  part  of  the 
City  Sewerage  Bonds  will  be  received ;  also  stating  the  amount  authorized  to  be 
sold,  the  time  the  bonds  have  to  run,  and  the  rate  of  interest  thereon.  At  the 
time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  such  proposals,  such  Committee,  or  a  majority  of  the 
members  composing  the  same,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Clerk  and  Mayor, 
proceed  to  open  such  proposals,  and  the  City  Clerk  shall  carefully  enter  in  a  book, 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  proposals  contained  in  each  bid,  noting  the  name  of 
the  bidder,  the  date  of  his  bid,  the  amount  of  bonds  of  different  denominations,  and 
the  price  proposed  for  the  same.  When  all  of  such  proposals  shall  have  been 
opened,  the  Committee  shall  prepare  a  condensed  report  of  such  proposals,  attested 
by  the  City  Clerk  and  Mayor,  and  shall  append  thereto  a  recommendation  to  the 
Common  Council  for  the  awarding  of  so  much  of  such  loan  as  they  may  agree 
should  be  awarded,  and  also  present  such  report  to  the  Common  Council  at  its  next 
meeting,  which  report  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  business.  In  case  the 
Common  Council  shall  concur  in  the  re^pmendation  contained  in  such  report,  the 
loan  shall  be  declared  awarded,  and  on  the  filing  with  the  City  Clerk  the  certificate 
of  the  City  Treasurer  that  the  requisite  amount  has  been  paid  to  such  Treasurer, 
by  any  person  to  whom  such  loan  or  any  part  thereof  has  been  awarded,  then  such 
City  Clerk  shall  issue  to  such  person,  or  his  duly  anthorized  attorney  or  agent,  the 
bonds  he  is  entitled  to  receive.  In  case  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  such  Commit- 
tee by  expiration  of  term  of  service  as  Councilman  or  otherwise,  the  Common 
Couneil  shall  fill  such  vacancy  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  registers,  showing  the  number  and  denom^ 
ination  of  each  class  of  City  Sewerage  bonds  issued,  the  date  thereof,  and  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  issued  or  delivered,  and  shall,  also,  note  on 
such  registers  the  payment  of  semi-annual  interest  by  the  redemption  of  coupons, 
with  the  date  thereof,  and  the  date  of  the  redemption  and  canceling  of  each  bond, 
when  the  same  shall  be  redeemed  and  canceled.  All  coupons  and  redeemed  bonds 
shall  be  carefully  preserved  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  submitted  to,  and  canceled 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Common  Council  appointed  for  that  purpose,  which  Com- 
mittee shall  see  that  the  City  Clerk  makes  on  the  registers  of  bonds  the  entries 
which  he  is  by  this  section  required  to  make. 

Sec.  5.  The  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  such  bonds,  as  the  same  shall  be  paid  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be,  by  him,  deposited  in  some  bank  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, on  the  same  day  in  which  such  proceeds,  or  any  part  thereof  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  roe  paid  to  such  Treasurer,  and  all  such  deposits  shall  be  so  made  as  to 
draw  not  less  than  four  (4)  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  and  all  such  interest  shall 
be  credited  to  the  sewerage  fund  of  the  city.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall 
make  payments  to  any  contractor  for  work  done,  or  shall  order  the  payment  of  any 
semi-annual  interest  or  the  principal  of  any  City  Sewerage  Bonds,  such  payments 
shall  be  made  only,  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  authorized  by  an  ordinance  of 
the  Common  Council,  and  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  such  fund  except  in  pur- 
suance of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  nor  shall  any  money  be  drawn  from  such 
fund  except  for  sewerage  purposes. 

Sec.  6.  The  Common  Council  shall  annually  levy  and  assess  on  all  the  property 
returned  for  taxation  by  the  assessor,  a  general  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi-an- 
nual interest  which  may  become  due  on  the  City  Sewerage  Bonds,  and  shall  cause 
to  be  levied  and  assessed  on  all  the  property  returned  for  taxation  by  the  assessor 
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a  general  tax  sufficient  to  raise  a  revenue  the  net  amount  of  which  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  at  least  five  (5)  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  of  all 
outstanding  City  Sewerage  Bonds  issued,  which  revenue  when  collected  shall,  after 
deducting  the  City  Treasurer's  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  same,  be  deposited  by 
such  Treasurer  in  some  bank  in  such  city  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  four  (4) 
per  cent,  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  credited  by  such  bank  to  the  sewerage 
fund  of  such  city,  and  all  collections  of  such  revenue  shall  be  kept  separate  from 
the  general  collections  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  deposited  in  such  bank  as  afore- 
said on  the  *same  day  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Prior  to  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  such  bonds  the  Common  Council  shall  provide  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  same,  by  appropriations  from  the  Sewerage  Fund,  by  the  passage  of 
ordinances  to  that  effect,  and  the  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  on  the 
1st  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  of  each  year,  report,  in  writing,  to  the 
Common  Council,  statements  showing  the  actual  receipts  of  and  disbursements  from 
such  fund,  including  the  interest  accrued  on  deposits  and  the  redemption  of  interest 
coupons,  and  the  City  Clerk  shall,  at  such  times,  make  an  additional  report,  show- 
ing at  what  date  any  part  of  the  principal  or  interest  of  any  such  bonds  will  ma- 
ture, with  the  amount  thereof.  The  Common  Council  shall  require  of  any  bank 
where  any  deposits  are  made  of  City  Sewerage  Funds,  from  time  to  time,  to  give 
bonds  with  sufficient  security  to  secure  su^Jt  deposits. 

Sec.  7.  After  the  completion  of  any  sewer,  all  fees  paid  for  the  privilege  of 
making  house  connections  to  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  kept 
separate  and  deposited  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the  Sewerage  Fund,  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  in  section  six  (6)  of  this  ordinance,  in  cases  when  sewerage 
taxes  are  provided  to  be  collected  and  deposited,  and  the  interest  on  such  deposits 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Sewerage  Fund. 

Sec.  8.  All  repairs  of  sewers  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Sewerage  Fund,  unless 
the  Common  Council  should  deem  it  best  to  levy  a  general  tax  for  that  purpose,  in 
which  case  the  revenue  derived  from  such  taxes  shall  be  credited  to  a  separate  fund 
to  be  called  the  Repairs  of  Sewer  Fund. 

Sec.  9.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  {)assage.

Dear  Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  request  we  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  Fire  Committee  on  the  afternoon  of  the  30th  ult. ;  heard  the  statements 
of  the  gentlemen  who  represent  the  two  competing  systems  of  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  now  before  the  Council  for  its  consideration,  and  saw  the  working 
of  the  respective  instruments. 

We  then  formed  the  following  opinions,  which  we  have  since  seen  no  rea- 
son to  change : 

First. — That  the  Cleveland  system,  represented  by  Mr.  Franz,  differs  in  no 
respect  from  the  system  now  in  use  here,  except  in  substituting  automatic 
alarm  boxes  for  the  signal  keys  now  used. 

/Second. — That  the  Gamewell  system,  represented  by  Mr.  Firman,  is  an  en- 
tirely different  system,  the  main  points  of  difference  being — 

First. — Working  the  line  in  four  circuits,  instead  of  one. 

Second. — Substituting  low  intensity  battery  power  for  high. 

Third. — Dispensing  with  local  batteries  for  striking  the  Engine  House 
gongs;   and — 

Fourth. — Such  an  arrangement  of  the  signal  boxes  as  prevents  confusion  if 
an  alarm  is  attempted  to  be  given  from  two  or  more  boxes  at  the  same  time. 
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All  these  points  we  consider  materially  in  favor  of  the  Gamewell  system, 
for  the  following  reasons : 

First. — A  line  worked  in  four  circuits  is  much  less  liable  to  interruption. 
If  a  break  occurs  on  any  one  circuit,  the  other  three  are  not  affected  by  it, 
but  are  ready  for  service  while  the  fourth  is  being  repaired,  which  can  be 
quickly  done,  because  a  galvanometer,  attached  to  each  circuit,  shows  the  re- 
pairer, within  a  very  short  distance,  where  the  trouble  is. 

A  stronger  point  is,  that  it  renders  possible — 

Second. — The  employment  of  a  low  intensity  battery. 

It  is  an  electrical  law,  so  far  without  exception,  that  intensity  is  always  at 
the  expense  of  prolonged  action ;  and  the  greater  the  force  the  more  ex- 
pensive the  material  which  produces  it,  and  the  more  rapid  its  consumption. 

Intense  action  is  also  more  likely  to  be  variable;  and  with  the  most  care- 
ful watching,  power  sometimes  suddenly  ceases. 

A  battery  of  low  intensity  is  the  exact  opposite.  It  requires  but  little  care. 
The  material  composing  it  is  comparatively  inexpensive,  and  the  current  is 
constant  and  even. 

The  change  in  battery  would  probably  save  $300  a  year. 

Third. — Dispensing  with  local  batteries  for  striking  the  Engine  House 
gongs,  saves  the  amount  of  their  cost  and  perpetual  maintenance,  and  sub- 
stitutes for  a  varying,  uncertain  electric  force,  the  direct,  unvarying  action  of 
a  mechanical  force,  controlled  by  the  main  line  circuit,  giving  greater  cer- 
tainty at  less  expense. 

The  advantages  of  the  fourth  point  are  too  evident  to  need  illustration. 
Mr.  Firman  has  explained  the  manner  in  which  the  boxes  are  constructed  to 
prevent  confusion,  and  we  see  no  reason  to  doubt  its  practicability  and  suc- 
cessful working. 

There  are  minor  points  of  difference,  not  of  essential  importance,  and 
mostly  involving  principles  only  familliar  to  telegraphers  ;  of  which  it  is  only 
necessary  to  say  that  they  are  all  more  or  less  in  favor  of  the  Gamewell  sys- 
tem ;  and  on  the  whole  we  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  that  system  is  the 
best,  and  will  prove  the  cheapest  in  the  long  run.

Gentlemen: — By  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Fire  Committee,  I  submit 
the  following  opinions: 
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First. — That  the  Cleveland  system  of  Fire  Alarm  is  not  reliable,  because  the 
whole  line  is  worked  in  one  circuit,  and  if  it  gets  out  of  order  at  any  one 
point,  the  whole  city  is  out  of  order  until  that  point  is  repaired,  and  you 
have  your  whole  line  to  trace  out  in  order  to  find  that  point. 

Second. — Their  instruments  are  so  arranged  that  there  is  not  the  least  pro- 
tection from  lightning,  as  the  current  of  electricity  passes  through  the  ma- 
chinery, one  pole  of  the  battery  being  attached  to  the  clockwork. 

Third. — In  working  the  whole  line  in  one  circuit,  you  have  to  use  a  high  ten- 
sion battery,  which  cannot  be  kept  at  a  uniform  strength  without  constant 
attention,  and  renewing  at  great  expense. 

That  the  Gamewell  system  has  the  advantage  over  the  Cleveland,  in  hav 
ing  the  circuit  divided  into  loops  or  districts,  each  centering  into  one  point 
or  station,  and  are  so  arranged  that  if  the  line  is  out  of  order  it  does  not  af- 
fect any  other  part  of  the  line  only  the  loop  that  is  out. 

Second. — -He  has  the  advantage  in  having  his  instruments  so  arranged  that 
every  part  of  the^  machine  is  insulated,  so  there  is  no  danger  of  its  being 
burned  or  melted  *by  lightning.  He  also  has  each  box  protected  by  a  ground 
and  lightning  arrester. 

Third. — By  dividing  the  line  into  loops,  you  can  use  a  low  tension  or  sulph- 
ate battery,  which  can  be  kept  at  a  uniform  strength  at  one-sixth  the  cost  of 
the  high  tension  battery. 

There  are  other  points  that  have  come  under  my  observation,  which  can- 
not be  explained  on  paper.  But  I  can  explain  them  verbally,  if  the  above 
is  not  sufficient.

1.  The  earth  and  dirt  taken  from  the  streets  laid  out  by  the  State  and 
contained  within  the  limits  of  the  donation  made  by  the  general  govern- 
ment to  the  State,  belongs  to  the  eity  as  trustee  of  the  public,  to  be  used  for 
public  purposes. 

2.  Where  streets  have  been  laid  out  by  private  persons,  the  earth  belongs 
to  the  adjacent  property  owners,  the  city  having  the  right  to  use  upon  the 
line  of  the  street  from  which  it  is  taken,  all  earth  required  to  grade  and  im- 
prove the  street,  but  with  n^  right  to  remove  the  earth  from  that  street  or 
•to  dispose  of  it  to  private  individuals. 

3.  The  dirt  deposited  upon  streets  by  the  ordinary  use  thereof,  and 
•scraped  from  them  by  the  employees  of  the  city,  belongs  to  the  city.
